Ikingscote Churcb. 

IF Kingscole the historian, John Smyth of Nibley, 
writes that it is "in reputation a parish, but re 
" vera a Chaple within the parish and belonging 
" to the mother Church of Beverston ; yet useth 
" all ecclesiastical rites there which belong to a parish as 
"to christen infants, bury the dead, marry, receive the 
" Sacrament, &c." It has now for some years been separated 
from Beverston and is held with Newington Bagpath. ' The 
church, an unpretending though picturesque building, seems 
to have been restored some 40 or 50 years ago, and from 
an antiquarian point of view, must have suffered in the 
process. In plan, it consists of a tower, nave with north porch, 
and a north transept, with a chancel. The tower seems 
to be untouched ; though a low one, it is well proportioned 
and of a substantial appearance. It is of the usual 
three stages, surmounted by battlements and a spirelet at 
one angle. There is a western doorway, the arch of which is 
practically without a curve and is surmounted by a square 
hood moulding. The window above is of two trefoiled lights 
with a cinquefoil above, and in the upper stage are square

headed windows o( two trefoiled lights. At the angles are 
buttresses reaching to the second stage. The south side of 
the nave, has three windows, evidently quite modern, and a 
quatrefoil to light the western gallery. Their style will be 
gathered from the engraving which is taken from an old 
photograph, and consequently does not show a very hideous 
warming apparatus and chimney which sadly disfigure the 
church here. The windows in the chancel are also new, 
with the exception of two early lancets at the western ends 
on either side the chancel ; the east window is of nine lights, 
with the head filled in with quatrefoils, but of no especial 
merit. Like the windows in the nave, the workmanship 
unmistakably indicates the period at which they were inserted. 
The transept and small vestry, which are of the same date, 
do not call for special remark, but the porch is a good one of 
fairly bold design, and seems to have been untouched in 
modern times. Within the church the most notable feature 
is the chancel arch, a broad one, pointed, of bold though 
late character. The screen is a a modern one, though made 
up of some fragments of Jacobean work, as is shown by the 
beam, on the front of which is rudely carved 

ANTHONI : KINGSCOTE, 1615, 
in which the N's are reversed. Possibly it may have come 
from the old western gallery which has been replaced by a 
modern one now blocking up a very good tower arch. The 
transept is occupied as a pew by the Kingscote family, and in 
it are two banners apparently belonging to the Gloucester- 
shire Militia. The roofs of the church appears to be new as 
also is the font. In the chancel are several mural tablets to 
members of the Kingscote family, though it is somewhat 
remarkable that they are all quite modern. The oldest of 
their monuments are in the churchyard ; none of them are 
of an earlier date than the seventeenth century. A tablet 
in the chancel, in memory of Harriet, relict of Thomas 
Kingscote, Esq-, is remarkable for the fact that the inscription 
fails to record the year of the lady's death, although it 
states the month that she died, "July 9th, aged 69," and 
devotes some twenty lines or so to a eulogy of her merits. 
The churchyard contains more tombs than we might expect 
to find in this little village, and several of the:n date hack to 
the seventeenth century. F.L.M.K.

' I ""HE most distinguished branch ot this family was seated 
-*- at Desborough in Northamptonshire, and received full 
treatment by Mr. Foley, in his " Records of the Society of 
Jesus." The name, it may be noted, is spelt variously 
Poulton, Pulton, Polton, Powlton, and Powton. There were, 
however, several other branches, one in Kent at Lydd etc., 
one at Cookham in Berkshire, another in Wiltshire, and 
another in Gloucestershire, which last entered a pedigree at 
the Visitation of 1682-3. The following wills help to extend 
this pedigree still further, and I shall be very glad to receive 
any notes on the subject, either from the wills at Gloucester 
or from parish registers.

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Merchants' Marks. 

Marks have been used from time immemorial to denote 
ownership ; and when the knowledge of writing was limited 
to those who claimed the "benefit of the clergy," individuals 
then made their mark instead of signing their names. Old 
wills, the inquisitiones post mortem, and other old deeds often 
have marks instead of signatures appended. At the present 
time anyone ignorant of writing, and there are such to be 
found even in these school board days, puts his mark instead 
of his signature, but as it is no more distinctive than a plain 
X of necessity it requires to be authenticated by a proper 
attestation. 

Of such importance were these marks, that the heralds 
ruthlessly erased them from escutcheons, for they were often 
esteemed of more value than the coat of arms.* Rarely we 
find both arms and marks on the same deed or even 
memorial ; they were chiefly used by those to whom the 
right of bearing coat armour had not been granted. 

The older marks may be roughly divided into three classes 
(i) those with a cross ; (2) those with the figure 4, or 4 re- 
versed, or even inverted ; (3) those forming a monogram. 

It may be noticed that those on the accompanying plate 
are varieties of class I., though number 6 possibly should be 
excluded. As they are the marks of woolmen or wool 
merchants, one is inclined to suggest that they represent the 
Agnus Dei, for as St. John Baptist was the patron Saint

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of wool merchants, it would be a fitting device to use his staff 
as a symbol, and to put the goods under his care. Such a 
practice would be quite in consonance with the outward 
religious feeling of those times. 

The marks here shewn are taken from monumental brasses 
now remaining in Gloucestershire and Bristol. They are 
identified as below.

It would be interesting to learn if there have been 
discovered in this county any of the leaden seals which, under 
a statute, dated 1465, were crdered to be affixed to all bales 
of cloih. Some have been found in the Thames, and possibly 
some mav still be existing in Gloucestershire. It may be 
added that similar ones are affixed to the pelts received from 
Russia, and travellers on the continent have doubtless noticed 
the ' plombs ' used by the Custom House officers. 

On the Cotteswold Hills one ofttimes meets with mono- 
grams cut in the stone lintel over the doorways of the old 
houses. These are doubtless survivals of the merchant's 
mark, and come under the head of class 3, 

An article has already appeared in these pages on the 
subject of merchants' marks, V. p. 106, and the editor would 
be glad to receive sketches of others yet to be found in this 
county.

Miserden parish was next taken. This had only one 
detached portion, consisting of land owned by Mr. Charles 
Gardner, of about 48 acres, ratable value ^42 5s., situated 
near Water Edge. It was recommended that this should go 
to Cranham. 

The parish ot A vetting was then dealt with. The only 
detached portion was a piece consisting of two farms projecting 
into Minchinhampton parish, containing 11 jo acres, of the 
ratable value of /"1 k», and a population estimated at 50, 
The acreage of the whole parish was stated at 4434, the 
ratable value ^"8000, and the population 2000. There was 
no schoolboard in either Avening or Minchinhampton. No 
property belonged to the parish. There were no sanitary 
arrangements other than the rural sanitary authority, for either 
parish. Children would go to school to either Avening, 
Hampton, or Cherrington. The Rev. F. de Paravicini said 
he should be sorry to see this area lost to Avening, and asked 
if there was no power of exchange. The Inspector replied not 
unless there was a similar portion of another parish within 
theirs. He observed that the poor rate was nearly the same 
throughout the Union. In answer to questions the overseer 
(Mr. Fowles) stated that Avening managed its own highways 
and Minchinhampton the same, but the highway rates in 
Avening were much higher than in Hampton — nearly double. 
Mr. Pelham declined to express any opinion now and said 
that when the order was made if one-tenth of the inhabitants 
of the parish objected it then became a provisional order 
merely, and would have to go before Parliament, and then 
they could contest it before the committee. They would have 
to object within three months. Mr. Paravicini could not see 
any advantage in the change except it was to make a pretty 
map and a square parish. There was no practical incon- 
venience. 

Leonard Stanley was the next parish taken. No, 1 was a 
detached part of Millend Mill, entirely surrounded by Easting- 
ton, which went to Eastington under the Act. No. 2 was 
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Lorridge farm, of 213 acres and ^"117 ratable value, consisting 
of one bouse and about a dozen people. The school district 
would be Stinchcombe or Cam, but there was no School board 
for either. The question was whether this should go to 
Cam or Stinchcombe. Mr. Pelham said according to the map 
it looked as if it should go to Stinchcombe, but there was a 
bit of Cam running nearly all round it. Mr. Wenden, the 
clerk of the Dursley Union, said the Dursley Highway Board 
was doing the highway repairs here at present, and Mr. Spire 
added that, for highway purposes Leonard Stanley was 
-exclusive of Lorridge farm. The Inspector said he would 
consider this when he went to deal with the Dursley Union. 
No. 3 was a wholly surrounded piece which went under the 
Act. No, 3 was a piece of 35 perches near Matford common 
in the parish of Berkeley, Elkerton tithing, and this was also 
reserved till Dursley Union was dealt with. 

Pitchcombe parish was the next on the list. Mr. Pelham 
observed that it had two detached pieces, which it was rather 
difficult to deal with then, as they were mixed up with 
parishes in the Wheatenhurst Union, which he would deal 
with the next day. No. 1 was a little piece jutting out into 
Haresfield, and separated from Pitchcombe by a little bit of 
Brookthorpe, It was about 4^ acres, and about £$ 10s. 
ratable value. Mr. Spire remarked that under the last Reform 
Act all the detached parts of Brookthorpe and Standish were 
in the borough of Stroud. The Inspector expressed his 
opinion that small detached portions of Standish and Brook- 
thorpe should come into Pitchcombe, which would unite with 
this piece of Pitchcombe and leave it in the parish, but he 
could not deal with that until he came to deal, next day, with 
the parishes in the Wheatenhurst Union. No. 2 was a 
straggling bit of 20 or 25 acres, which also was left over till 
the next day to decide. It was stated that there were no 
school board at Pitchcombe or neighbouring parishes, and 
that Standish and Brookthorpe children went to Pitchcombe 
school. Pitchcombe was in the Stroud highway district ; 
Standish and Haresfield were in the Wheatenhurst district ; 
Brookthorpe in the Gloucester district and Wheatenhurst 
Union.

We have already favourably noticed the preceding volumes 
of this series and we now reach the volume dealing with our 
■own county. As regards the general style of the work we 
have nothing more to say than that it is fully equal to previous 
volumes. The section relating to Gloucestershire nils 106 
pages, and our readers will be glad to have some idea of its 
contents ; it opens with some pages of general matter relative 
to the county, and then we have a long article of much 
interest on the medieval houses of Gloucestershire ; after that 
the extracts are arranged alphabetically under places. We 
find much relating to Bristol and Gloucester and of the 
numerous minor places we may specially refer to the accounts 
of Swindon, Tortworth and Mitcheldean. Of course the 
various contributions differ much in importance, but certainly, 
no Gloucestershire library can be reckoned complete which 
does not contain this volume. 

Notes on the Surname of Francus. Franceis, French, etc., 
in Scotland, ■with an account of the Frenches of Thorndykes. 
By A. D. Weld French, Boston, privately printed, 1893, cl. 
8vo, pp. 109. 

We noticed some time ago an " Index armorial" to the 
name of French, by the same author who now gives us 
another volume of abstracts and translations of early records 
relating to different _ persons of this name. The first few 
pages are taken up with some early Norman charters, chiefly 
of the twelfth and thirteenth centuries, in which the name 
appears. Then follow similar references to the name of 
French, or Francis in Scotland. Part second deals exclusively 
with French of Thorndykes, an important family long settled 
in the Scotch Lowlands, and particulars are given of each 
successor from about the close of the fourteenth century unti 
the death of the tenth laird in 161 7. The book is a necessity 
to anyone interested in these names, and we trust that Mr. 
French may be able to extend his enquiries to other families 
■of French or Francis. The present volume, which is very 
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nicely prin ted, bears evidence of much industry on the author's 
part, and he must certainly be congratulated upon the result. 

A Genealogical and Biographical Record of the Savery 
Families and of the Severy Family, By A. W. Savary, M.A., 
of Annapolis Royal, Nova Scotia, assisted by Miss Lydia 
A. Savery, of East Wareham, Mass. Boston, The Collins 
1'ress, 1893, cl„ 8vo., pp. xx., 266. 

This volume, which has filled Judge Savary's leisure time 
during the last twelve years, is the result of his attempts at 
iracing back his own ancestry in the hope of being able to 
conned his forefathers with their English home, and though 
he has not been successful in definitely ascertaining his 
English origin, yet the evidence adduced tends strongly to 
indicate that his emigrant ancestor Thomas Savory, of Ply- 
mouth Colony in New England, must have come in the early 
vears of the seventeenth century, from Hannington in Wilts, 
where a yeoman family o[ the name had long been settled. 
The assumption that he was a scion of the Savorys of Slade, 
in Devonshire is clearly disproved by the author. Besides a 
full detailed account of his own family, Judge Savary gives 
histories more or less detailed of other American families of 
the name, some of whom may be akin to his own, and a clan 
of Severys and Saverys, believed at first to be of the 
same stock, as the New England family, are clearly demon- 
strated to be the descendants of a John Sevrit who must have 
been of a Jersey or Guernsey family, whose name was assim- 
ilated to the English form of Savory, thus affording a very 
curious and authentic example of the manner in which the 
origins of families get concealed. The appendix contains a 
large number of extracts from records, principally English, 
and a very interesting account of the steam engine invented 
about 1698 by Thomas Savory of the Devonshire family. 
Judge Savary himself, descends from a loyalist branch of the 
New England family, which in consequence of its adherence 
to the British Crown at the declaration of independence, took 
refuge in Nova Scotia and have ever retained their ancient 
allegiance. The book is a monument of industry and care, 
and is a favourable example of the American family history. 
It is arranged in the customary paragraph form, is well 
printed, contains three indexes, and is plentifully illustrated 
with portraits and autographs. Altogether the author is to 
be congratulated upon the result of his researches which 
should be appreciated by his kindred. The only fault that 
we have to find is that the volume does not contain a single 
key pedigree to help us to better realize the relative positions 
of the different members of the families.

■HE Manor of Westbury, and the Advowson of the 
Church, were given by King Henry the Second to 
Roger de Myners (or de Mineriis), for the service 
of a soar-hawk, or twenty shillings rent, yearly. 
William, son and heir (i). 

From the time of this William de Myners, to the year 
[356 — when an avoidance of the Reclory occasioned a law-suit 
between Sir Richard Talbot, senr., and the then Bishop of 
Hereford (John de Trilleck), as to which of them had the right 
of presentation — the history of the advowson is, fortunately, 
detailed at length, in an important document, which was 
copied into the register of Bishop Lewis Cherlton in the year 
1364, wherein the pleas on both sides are set forth (2). 

The case for the defendant Bishop, as stated by his attor- 
ney, John de Streclon, is (in brief) as follows : — William de 
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Myners, being seised of the manor and advowson, presented 
to the church. From William, the right descended to Henry 
de Myners, his son and heir ; [who resided at Westbury in the 
year 1200 (3), and died sometime before 1217 (4)]. He left 
three daughters, Isabella, Elizabeth, and Basilia (or Dulcia), 
co- heiresses. These ladies were respectively married to 
Geoffrey de Longchamp, William de Gamage, and Pain de 
Burghull, who, in right of their wives, presented to the Church. 
Then Geoffrey, William, and Pain, died : and their widows 
dividing the Manor among them, agreed also to present to the 
Church in turn — Isabella (the eldest), and her heirs, to have 
the first presentation ; Elizabeth, and her heirs, the second; 
and Basilia, and her heirs, the third ; and so, their heirs and 
assigns, by turns, for ever. Then (in 1235) Isabella enfeoffed 
in her purparty of the Manor and Advowson one Henry de Bath 
and his heirs for ever (5) ; Elizabeth enfeoffed her son, 
Matthew de Gamage and his heirs for ever ; and Basilia, 
[enfeoffing her younger son, Henry de Burghull, in her third 
of the Manor (6)] made over, by charter, her whole interest 
in the Advowson to Bishop Peter de Aquablanca, and his 
successors in the See of Hereford for ever. From Henry de 
Bath his right descended to his son and heir, Nicholas de Bath, 
who appointed to the Church, as soon as it fell vacant, 
thus beginning the round of presentations. Then, usurping 
the rights of the Gamage family, and of the See of Hereford, 
this same Nicholas de Bath presented no less than four more 
Rectors in succession, between the years 1311 and 1322. [In 
1326 he died. (7)]. The Church is at present (1356) again 
vacant ; and, inasmuch as this is now the sixth avoidance since 
the before -mentioned arrangement, the Bishop, as having the 
status of Basilia de Burghull, claims the presentation, for this 
turn. On the other hand, theplaintiff, Sir Richard Talbot, by 
William de West hale, his attorney, whilst acknowledging the 
general correctness of the Bishop's account of the devolution 
of the Manor, etc., protests that, when the Manor was divided 
among the three sisters, the capital messuage, and the whole

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Advowson of the Church, were assigned to the purparty of 
Isabella ; so that Nicholas de Bath presented to the Church 
"in his own proper right, as sole patron." He denies that 
Basilia had any interest whatever in the Advowson, at the time 
of her concession to Bishop Peter. He says, moreover, that, 
on the death of Sir Nicholas de Bath, his right in the third part 
of the Manor of Westbury, and in the whole Advowson of the 
Church, descended to his daughters, and co-heiressess, Aliva, 
and Elizabeth. The right of Elizabeth descended to John, her 
son and heir. Afterwards, in the fifth year of King Edward 
the Third (1331), a "fine" was levied between Robert de Sapy 
and the said Aliva his wife, querants, and the said John, 
under the name of John, son of Adam de Anne, deforciant, 
respecting the Advowson ; by which "fine" John acknowledged 
the Advowson to be the right of Aliva and her heirs for ever 
(8). And, after the death of the said Robert, Aliva, by 
charter, gave to bim Richard Talbot and his heirs for ever, 
one acre of land, etc., in the ville of Westbury, and the 
Advowson. And so he says that he is seised of the Advowson, 
and that it belongs to him to present to the Church. In this 
the Bishop unjustly impedes him, so that he is the worse, and 
dampnified to the extent of a thousand pounds, (sic.) 

Subjoined to these pleas is a copy of the Charter of Basilia 
de Burghull, upon which the Bishop relied. It is undated, 
but would seem to have been executed between the years 
1247 and 1260. 

Sir Richard Talbot died in October 1356 (Inq. p.m. 30 Edw. 
111. 1st Nos. No. 51), apparently while this suit was in progress; 
and his son Gilbert may not have cared to carry the matter 
further. Anyway, the Bishop won the day ; for on the 18th 
Feb. 1356-7 he duly "collated" his own nominee, John de 
Bisshopston, to the vacant Rectory (9). 

In 1280 a "fine" was made between Nicholas de Bath, 
and John de Bath, re 1 messuage, 14 acres of land, and the 
Advowson ; whereby Nicholas acknowledged the right of John, 
who thereupon granted the same to Nicholas and his heirs, 
to hold of John and his heirs for ever, with remainder to John 
andhisheirs.

For 
which acknowledgment, William granted the said moiety and 
advowson to Robert and Aliva and their heirs, with remainder 
to the right heirs of Aliva. (14). This may be William de 
Stynescombe, chaplain, to whom Roger de Burghull made a 
large grant of messuages, lands, and rents, in 1327 (15) ; but he 
did not actually become Vicar of Westbury until 1334. 

In 1338 license was granted to Richard Talbot to give the 
advowson of the church of "Westbury, in the diocese of 
Hereford," to found a chantry within the liberty of Goodrich 
Castle. (16). But the matter was evidently carried no further ; 
and Sir Richard's right to- the advowson was afterwards 
challenged by the Bishop.

The fragments which remain of the old glass are very 
interesting. It is believed that the windows were broken up 
and destroyed in the civil wars. Happily, here and there in 
the tracery little bits have survived the rude handling of the 
puritan mob — exquisitely drawn little figures in silver-grey — 
so rare now — lighted up with equally rare tints of gold. Among 
the figures so preserved are; — in the east window angels 
bearing the signs of the passion ; in a window in the side 
chapel (1) an old man in a monkish habit with a nimbus, and 
(a) a helmeted nun apparently engaged in illuminating a missal; 
on the north side of the church beginning at the west, in the 
first window (1) S. Sebastian and (2) a dark-skinned lady in a 
rich satin dress: — next (1) S. Clement wearing a triple 
crown, and (2) S. Apollonia ; in the third — (1) The Virgin and 
child enthroned, and (3) S. Christopher. A laudable attempt 
was made in 1847 to restore some of the windows : but to re- 
produce the old silver-grey was a hopeless task, and the 
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modern imitation only serves asa foil to sei off the perfection 01 
the older art. In the middle window on the south side is a 
medley of the old glass and one of the larger figures has been 
partially restored: but after all little remains except the 
gorgeous colouring. In the windows on either side of this 
the centre lights are richly coloured modern glass and carry 
representations of the four evangelists. In the lights on either 
side are some medallions of excellent Flemish glass about two 
hundred years old. They pourtray — in the window to the 
west — The serpent in the Wilderness, The sacrifice of Isaac, 
S. Peter, and S. James; in that to the east— The Crucifixion, 
The Resurrection, The Marriage feast, and the presentation of 
St. John's head in a charger. The drawing of some of these is 
so excellent that one regrets that they are, in their elevated 
position, so far removed from the eye. 

The roof of the church is mainly of oak, and the principals 
which support the beams spring from corbels ornamented 
either with angels playing musical instruments, or with coats 
of arms connected with the parish history. Among them 
may be noticed the arms of the Stafford, Tame, Berkeley, 
and Guise families. 

The roof of the chancel is of sycamore, and was built by 
the local carpenter Stephen Price, at the cost of the late rector, 
the Rev. Jos. Pitt, and is in every respect worthy of the 
church. 

In the side chapel are two altar tombs, one to the memocy 
of " Elenor Jeremye .wife ri) of Robert Roe, Esq., and (a) of 
Sir Rg. Berkley, Kt., dec : 1629" ; and the other is sacred to the 
memory of the Guise family, "distinguished during several 
generations by the parliamentary confidence of the county of 
Gloucester." In the chancel are two highly decorated tablets, 
(1) to the memory of Mr. Robert Berkely, who died in 1690, 
and Rebecca his wife, who died in 1707, and (2) to the memory 
of their daughter Jane who died in 1672, at the age of nineteen. 
A third tablet in the chancel records the death of Elizabeth, 
the wife of the Rev. T. Jayne rector of this parish in the year 
1798. There are two tablets on the north wall (1) to the 
memory of the Rev. Jno. Harman Howes, d. 1839, and Amy 
his wife, d. 1835, (2) to the memory of William Howes,, d. 
iSaji, son of the above, of EartonGrey, in the county of Wilts. 
'The communion plate is unusually handsome for so small 
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a parish, and some of it is of great rarity. There are two 
silver flagons of the time of Elizabeth 1592, parcel-gilt and 
beautifully chased. The coat of arms which they carry is a 
fess between three martlets, probably that borne by the 
Berkleys of Dursley. The cup is of the time of the civil war 
1646, and also bears a coat of arms— Bary of six — in the 
dexter chief a mullet. 

There is a large silver alms dish, till lately used as a paten, 
with the Berkeley Arms, cf the Fitzhaiding branch — a 
chevron gules between nine cross crosslets fitchee, the hall 
marks gives the date 1675. Also a small paten, the gift of the 
present rector. 

There is also a curious relic in the shape of a crimson silk 
altar cloth, embroidered with satin, and silver lace. The 
embroidery is "applique," apparently it was not intended to 
be used as a frontal, but to lie on the top of the altar, the two 
ends hanging down. In the centre towards the front is a 
representation of the Last Supper, at either end The Agony in 
the Garden, and The Crucifixion.

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The Divided Parishes Act.— (continued.) 

Randwick was the next parish, taken in which there were 
no fewer than 42 detached portions surrounded by other 
1 parishes, and of these 34 went by the Adt into the parishes 
surrounding them, Standish taking a large proportion. 

A. piece at the end of (Standish parish, close to Moreton 
Valence, called Broad meadow, containing 3 acres, 2 roods, 15 
perches, with a ratable value of £5 igs.-^iid no population, in 
the Wheatenhurst Highway District, was annexed to Standish. 

A piece totally surrounded by Haresfield, in the southern 
limit of Standish, containing 2 acres, 1 rood, 23 perches, with 
a ratable value of £■$ 10s, went to Haresfield. 

The next portion to be enquired into the Inspector said 
was in a peculiar position ; it was in the middle of a piece of 
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Standish parish, which little bit of Standish was totally sur- 
rounded by Randwick. This all went to Randwick by the 
Aft, the inner piece being first swallowed by Standish, and 
then the whole by Randwick. 

A piece situated on the north-east of the parish of 
Randwick, and adjoining a detached piece of Standish, was 
next dealt with. Its extent was 3 roods, ratable value £%, 
with a population of 15 and three houses, and this the Inspector 
said would have to go into the proposed new parish of 
Whiteshill. 

A part of Ruscombe Ridge, number 334 on the tithe map 
of Randwick, containing 1 acre and 3 perches, was next 
mentioned. The Inspector said he must consult the Ordnance 
Survey about that. According to his map it was a sort of 
wedge, but it was very broad at its end, and he was afraid it 
would amount to a general rectification of boundary, which he 
could hardly undertake. There would have to be an enquiry 
on the spot about that. 

The Inspector said they now came to a rather important 
part, which was situated adjoining Stonehouse. It was called 
Humphrey 's-end, due east of Townsend, and ran right up into 
the detached part of Stroud, or the proposed Paganhill parish, 
and it was rather a large area. It was quite separated from 
Randwick, and it was only a question whether it would go into 
Stonehouse or Stroud. No decision was come to with refer- 
ence to this place. 

Another place, including the Cainscross Church and the 
Cainscross National Schools, was also left undecided. 

The next piece taken was a most important part of the 
parish of Randwick, and took in Westrip, the Red House 
farm, Ebley Chapel, and some cottages in Fox more -lane. The 
Inspector said it was a long straggling bit, and he did not think 
they could do anything with it except to give it to Stonehouse. 
It was like the west coast of Scotland to look at. He did not 
know how they perambulated their parishes here, but he 
should think they had to get up eacly in the morning to do 
it. This piece was accordingly attached to Stonehouse. 

The last portion of Randwick parish to be disposed of was 
a place called Ash Place, No. 356 on the tithe map of 
Randwick. It contained 3 roods, 39 perches, and its ratable 
value was about 25s. This was annexed to Stonehouse. 
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Stonehouse parish was then proceeded with, and was the 
last in the Stroud Union, la this parish there were only 
four detached portions, and all of them went by the Act into 
the parishes by which they were surrounded. 

Mr. Spire mentioned that the parish of Storehouse was a 
very large parish, and was divided into two parts, Upper and 
Lower Stonehouse. There was a very strong desire in the 
lower part of Stonehouse to be separated from the upper part. 
This question first arose on a question of water supply for the 
lower division, and other matters were constantly arising which 
rendered it desirable that that parish should be divided. It 
struck him whether under the Act of 1876 they could not unite 
it with the little bit of Randwiclc now left and then divide the 
parish into two. 

Mr. Stephens said with regard to the division of the parish 
into two they had for the purpose of their Stonehouse sanitary 
business submitted to the Local Government Board a map in 
which they had defined the boundary for a division of the 
parish. The population of the parish was 3247, and at least 
2000 of them lived in the Ebley end of the parish, which they 
desired constituted into a separate parish. The Inspector 
asked, supposing they were to divide it, what were they to do 
with it ? Mr. Warman said make it into a new parish and 
-call it Cainscross. Mr. Stephens said if it was possible for the 
Local Government Board to do that it would be most satis- 
factory to the parishioners, and it would be better to make it 
the parish of Cainscross. Mr. Spire remarked that it would be 
■a very good thing to do, but he fancied they would require 
legislation. Mr. Warman said if this was done they could 
apply to the Court of Quarter Sessions to have the new parish 
included in the Stroud Petty Sessional division, which would 
be an immense advantage. At present a person in Cainscross 
had to go ten miles to get a summons and five miles to have 
the case heard. The Inspector said he could not express any 
opinion about it, nor could he form an opinion until he had 
gone through the subject thoroughly with the ordnance 
survey. Mr. Warman said undoubtedly it would be the Wish 
of the inhabitants and a great convenience to the whole place. 
He had never heard one dissenting voice to the scheme. It 
would be as great a convenience to divide Stonehouse as it 
would be to cut off Paganhill and to make a parish of it. 
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The Inspector promised that the matter should be looked 
into, and this terminated the inquiry as tar as Stroud Union 
.was concerned. 

On Thursday, and November, 1882, the Hon. T. H. W. 
Pelham held a sitting at the Wheatenhurst workhouse for the 
purpose of revising the parishes in the Wheatenhurst Union. 
There were present Mr. G. Spire, the clerk to the Union ; Mr. 
Warman, clerk of the Stroud Union; Mr. J. T. D. Niblett, 
Mr. E. C. Little, Mr. G. E. LI. Baker, Mr. C. H. Hooper, 
and a number of overseers from the parishes in the Union. 

The parish of Hardwicke was taken first. Mr. Spire 
stated that the parish was part of the Wheatenhurst highway 
district ; it had no School Board, but was originally made a 
contributory to Elmore for school purposes, but since then a 
school board had been made for Elmore alone. In this parish 
there were ten detached portions to be enquired into. 

No. 1 was a piece called Farley's End, adjoining Longney 
and Elmore. It contained 217 acres, 3 roods, and 17 perches, 
with a ratable value of ^363, and a population of 62. Mr. 
Spire said the Guardians suggested that this piece should be 
annexed to Longney, because it was in the same union, and if 
it was put on to Elmore it would go to the Gloucester 
Union. The overseer of the parish said Sir William Guise, 
who was the largest landowner in the portion affected, wished 
it to be put on to Elmore. Mr. G. E. Baker thought it most 
reasonable and well that it should be annexed to Elmore. 
The Inspector said he thought there would be no help for it, 
it would have to go to Elmore, but he would make a note of 
the Guardians' objection. 

No. 2 was a little bit which lay on the edge of Elmore, 
between Elmore and Longney, marked 505 on the tithe map. 
This piece was included in the area of the first piece. It con- 
tained 1 acre, i rood, and 23 perches, ratable value £1, no 
population. The Inspector said there could be no doubt that 
this would be the same as the first. . .,., ..., 

The remaining 8 detached portions were entirely surrounded 
by the parish of Elmore, and the Inspector said by. -the Act of 
1882 they would all become part of the parish of Elmore next 
March. . ,i ■, . ; . ., 

Mr. ; .j.'Kembery, of Quedgley, asked that a. portion of 
Hardwjcke parish, about 2 acres and partly detached, should 
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be joined to Quedgley. It was a place called Long Hill, 
number 251b on the Hardwicke parish map. Mr. Kembery 
was the owner and occupier. The Inspector said it was not 
on his return, but he would make a note of it. Mr. Spire said 
this question had been mooted before the Guardians and as it 
formed part of Hardwicke parish and was not detached the 
Guardians would prefer that it should remain with Hardwicke. 
The Inspector said he should have to consult the Ordnance 
Survey, and then he should want to see what the policy of the 
Local Government Board would be as regarded these matters. 
Statidish parish was next taken. In this parish wasa large 
detached portion called Colthorpe, and this piece the Guardians 
of Wheatenhurst proposed to form into a new parish. It was 
at present a tithing of Standish, but detached from Standish 
parish. Its area was 563 acres, 3 roods, and 18 perches, the 
ratable value ^"746, and with a population of 68. In answerto 
a question by the Inspector, Mr. J. T. D. Niblett said there 
was a chapel -of- ease there to Standish church. There Was a 
small dame's school held in this chapel, but when the children 
got to a certain age they went to Standish or Hardwicke. It 
was his wish that it should be a separate parish. The 
Inspector said it was a very small population for a new parish, 
he was afraid it was too small. Mr. Spire said the Guardians 
wished this to be made into a new parish. The Inspector 
asked if it had to be added to any other parish what parish they 
would wish it annexed to, and he was informed that Haresfield 
would be the most convenient. The Inspector said he was 
afraid they were too small a population to be a new parish, but 
they might take it for granted that if it was not a parish of 
itself it would go to Haresfield.

Gloucestershire Administrations. It may be well to 
note for the information of Gloucestershire genealogists that 
in "Somerset and Dorset N. and Q. " vol. IV, 14.6, is a list of 
administrations in the P. C. C. at Somerset House for the 
years 1653-54, which relate to the four counties of Cornwall, 
Dorset, Somerset and Gloucestershire, but unfortunately there 
is no indication as to which of these counties the intestates 
belonged. 
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Gloucestershire Parish Registers. 

IN theory parish registers should be complete from 1538, the 
year when Thomas Cromwell decreed their adoption. 
Both church and state enjoined special safeguards to ensure 
their safe custody, but these have been neglected with the 
result that not more than one parish register in sixteen is found 
to commence in 1538. The clergy, their practical custodians, 
no doubt have failed in this respect to properly fulfil the duties 
cast upon them. But it must be admitted that the clergy are 
no worse than other public officials who have been intrusted 
with the care of old records. Lawyers and laymen have been 
just as bad, as those who are acquainted with the state of our 
national records before the establishment of the Public Record 
office know too well. Entrusting old records to those 
engaged in the current business of the day is always a mistake. 
In a word "record makers" should not be "record keepers." 
The principle of separating the two functions which, as regards 
the national records was established in 1837, should be 
extended to parish registers. 

It may be worth while to consider the dates at which 
parish registers commence, and for this purpose we have 
analyzed those of Gloucestershire. In this county there are 
333 ancient parishes. Of these 30 belong to the years 1531-40, 
there being twenty dated in 1538. To 1541-50 belong 
fourteen. In 1551-60 are twenty-eight, of which twenty-four 
belong to the years 1557-8, the commencement of Queen 
Elizabeth's reign when fresh injunctions were issued on the 
subject of registers. In 1580- 1640 are forty-eight registers. 
In 1651-56 are twenty-one registers, eighteen of which begin 
in the year 1553, when the civil registers were instituted. The 
period of 1660-80 has a specially bad record, for in these 
twenty-nine years are found the commencement of sixty-three 
registers. There are fifty-three parishes which have no

It would appear that on the commencement of a new 
register too little care was taken of the older book volume. It 
will be seen that the period of orders on the subject are 
especially prominent in these statistics, viz. 1538, 1558-59 and 
ID 53- Nearly all these registers which commence at an early 
date belong to small parishes, and this is doubtless due to this 
fact, that for nearly all of them one book sufficed down to 1812. 
Singularly enough the more important towns have suffered 
most from the loss of their early registers, thus showing that 
the clergy have taken very little care of registers not in actual 
use. 

The objections to the present system are that (1) registers 
are rarely kept in fireproof repositories, (a) their custodians 
are often unable to read the early ones, much less to certify 
any extracts, (3) they are inaccessible to searchers and (4) the 
fees for perusal are uncertain, though it is only right to add 
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that with few exceptions the clergy seldom claim their legal 
dues from literary inquirers. 

It is time that a change should be made by placing parish 
registers in the custody of proper record keepers in either 
county, diocesan, or district record offices where together with 
other public documents they might be safely kept. 

To print parish registers in full is a Utopian dream which 
can be realized only in few instances, for the bulk of them in 
England is too vast. On the other hand selections, which 
depend on individual caprice, are usually incomplete and to be 
rather deprecated unless they comprise all the entries for a 
given period or relate wholly to some particular families. If 
we are to print, we shall do well to confine ourselves to the 
marriages which do not number more than a twelfth of the 
total number of entries. 

Obviously to do this is a much more feasible plan than the 
usual one of printing, in addition the whole of the baptisms and 
burials of which perhaps not a tenth will ever be required by 
any genealogist. Besides we must remember that marriage 
registers especially in the earlier periods form excellent clues 
for genealogical inquiries, as they will serve to direct out 
attention to the districts in which they may anticipate finding 
the records of baptisms and burials. As then it seems 
practicable to print most if not all the marriages of a county 
before 1800 within a reasonable number of pages, we com- 
menced in our March part to print those of Gloucestershire and 
propose to continue them each quarter. 

Church Pates. —A church rate roll for the tithing of 
Hinton in Berkely parish is now in the possession of Mr. 
Mockler, of Wot ton-under- Edge. It is in two large strips of 
parchment, fastened so as to form one piece, which is then 
rolled up and tied round with a thong of whitleather. It is 7m. 
wide and 3ft. 1 iin. long. The heading is — "a rate made for the 
church the 18th day of October, 1675 : John Pearce being 
churchwarden the said year 1675 : as followeth." The places 
included are: — Wanswell 21 names, Heath, 10 names, Saniger 
11 names, Hinton 2 names, Ridleford 17 names, Bradston 25 
names. Out Grounds 29 names. The assessments vary from 
id. to 2s. 8d. the last mentioned sum being the liability of Mr. 
Daniel License or his tenant at Wanswell, doubtless the then 
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representative of the Lysons family. The rate is signed by 
John Clutterbooke, John Clutterbooke, Thomas Smyth, 
William Pearce, John Fryer, and Thomas Richards. 

Another church rate roll for this same tithing though more 
faded than the last is still extant under date 1st September 
1725. 

Marstafield.— It may be worth while to record that Mr. F. 
A. Crisp who has printed at his private press many parish 
registers, last year printed that of Marshfield for the period 
1558 to 1793, of which only fifty copies were issued. In his 
circular announcing the work Mr. Crisp gave a list of the sur- 
names included in the register, with all the variant spellings. 
As an illustration how numerous these may be the name of 
Hoi brow is an apt example. Thus we find

Qiiedgeley Registers. — The Quedgeley Registers begin 
with the reign of Elizabeth (1558) and open with the following 
statement, here translated from the Latin: — 

"Queddesley. In this book, copied from the old register 
leaves, are written in their proper order, according to the laws 
lately passed by royal authority, the names of those, who, in 
the reign of our most gracious Lady Elizabeth, were either 
washed in the water of baptism, or joined in matrimony, or 
blessed with church burial." 

The following curious entries may be noted : — 

" In the first year of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, the xx 
day of January, a poore woman, her name being uncertaine 
unto us, was buried." 

1560. The vii day of May was baptized John Smith y* Sonne 
of Thomas Smith, Robt. Smith John R. Prychill 
godfathers. 

1561. Sir Richard ye Curate was buried ye V day of March. 
This is an example of the old custom of calling clergy by 

the title Sir. It was given to those who had taken the 
bachelor's degree (B.A.) at the Universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge, and corresponded to the Latin Dominus. 
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1 591. Jana Jones filia Willmi Jones baptizata erat xxi die 

Septembr anno predict o, being a wandering woman 

which was delivered in ye Church howse. 
1599. Peter Yeranne, sister son to John Gaugh, a poore man 

yt came this way from Bathe, died here, and was buried 

the second day of August. 
1602. A daughter of John Smith of the lane being un- 

christened was buried xxvith day of May. 
1604. A sonne of Gyles Thayre, dead borne, was buried the 

first day of December. 
1607. Thomas Hanson, came to Quedslay the 5 of April 

anno quinto Jacobi regis [in the fifth year of King 

He was rector of Quedgeley, and evidently a careful parish 
priest, though his addition was faulty, as the following 
interesting entry shows: — 

The communicants of this Parish were the 9th of 
September, 1607, 131. 

N on -communicants at the same time, 66. 
The grosse somme of the whole parish, 192. 
1607. Margaret, the daughter [of] John Mangod and Anne 
his wife, was baptized the 18th of October, they be of 
Hardwick, but by reason of extremitte of weather by 
request the said child was baptized in our church. 
1609. Elnor Davis a pore girle who died in the Church porch 

was buried the 30th of September. 
1621. Edmund, a sonn of John Barnard baptized the 29th of 
December, borne at Hardwick, and baptized here by 
leave of theire Minister in regard to the foulenes of the 
time, he dwelling in Wathen's house, 
Parson. — Richard Cromlum came to Quedgeley the 4 of 
July anno domi 1624 anno regni regs Jac : angle 22. 
This Rector seems to have succeeded Hanson. He was 
the father of the famous Samuel Cromlum [or Crombleholme,] 
who became head Master of S. Paul's School, London, in 1657. 
Mem. Oct. 5, 1721. William Wells has put a Tomb 
upon the Grave of Michael Wells his Father for which he 
pay'd me by composition four shillings in money, besides a 
roasting pigg. 

Also Richard Tomkins put up two Head Stones in memory 
of Mary his wife, for which he compounded with me for a 
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roasting pigg. Wittness my hand Pet : Lew : de Bons, 
Rec' of Quedgeley. 

This curious entry is by Peter Lewis de Bons, Re&or 

from 1712 to 1744. He is buried within the Altar-rails, and a 

slab-stone under the Altar-table reads as follows : — 

In memory of 

the Rev* 1 M' Peter Lewis de Bons 

Rector of this Par : who died 

Octob' y" 31st, Anno Doni 1744 

Aged 60 Years. 

By its side is the following inscription to his predecessor : |

acceptable, who, in the year of our Lord 1712, & the 80th of 
his own age. Being carried off by fever | Gave back his soul 
to heaven on the 5th of Sept. j And on the 7th his body to the 
ground. 

Rudder, in his history of Gloucestershire, (1770,) says the 
inscription is "on a flat stone within the Communion Rails." 
It was, like its companion, moved and placed under the altar 
table at the church restoration in 1857. 
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Chelsea College and Gloucester. 

On the site of the present Chelsea Hospital was built in 1609 
King James' College, Chelsea, founded by Dr. Sutcliffe, Dean 
of Exeter, for the study of divinity. The first fellows of the 
college, numbering sixteen, were appointed by King James I. 
on May 8, 1610. Three of them (according to Faulkner) at 
some period of their lives were connected with Gloucester, 
they were ; — 

Thomas Morton, Dean of Winchester, who was born at 
York, March 20 1564, he was made Dean of Gloucester, 
June 22, 1607, removed to the deanery of Winchester in 1609 
and ultimately became Bishop of Durham, July 2, 1632. He 
died Sep. 22, 1659. 

Richard Field, Dean of Gloucester, born Oct. 15, 1561, at 
Hemsted, six miles from St. Albans ; lie was elected Dean of 
Gloucester in 1609, and died Nov. 21, 1616, buried in the 
Chapel of St. George, Windsor. King James on hearing him 
preach for the first time, remarked "This is indeed a Field for 
God to dwell in." 

Miles Smith, D.D. was a native of the city of Hereford. 
He has been called a " Walking Library." He was one of 
the translators of the Bible and it is said wrote the preface 
prefixed to the translation. Consecrated Bishop of Gloucester 
Sep. ai, 1612, at Croydon, and died Oct. 20, 1624, he was 
interred under a plain stone in Gloucester Cathedral. 

Dr. Godfrey Goodman, Bishop of Gloucester till 1640, 
(when he was removed from the bishopric, being suspected 
of favouring Romish principles) was much interested in the 
college and intended to have left his library to it. He directs 
in his will that the books which he intended to have bestowed 
to "Chelsea College," the college being then dissolved, should 
be given to Trinity College, Cambridge, but, if Chelsea 
College was restored, his original intention should be carried 
out. This Bishop died Jan. 19, 1655 and was buried at St. 
Margaret's, Westminster. 

After many changes in its history the building was 
eventually sold in 1682 for the King's use. B. C. D. 
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The Weights of Clingre. 

The name Wait, Wayte, or Weight, occurs frequently in 
old Gloucestershire documents. As early as the 14th century 
it is met with at Thornbury, and in the 16th century at 
Kingscote, Cam, Stinchcombe, and Dursley. 

Clingre, which is mentioned in Doomsday book, came 
into the family of Weight by the marriage, in 1630, with 
Ann Parker. It belonged at an earlier period to the Selman 
family, and it is possible that Ann Parker was granddaughter 
of William Parker, who died before 1593, having married 
Elizabeth Selman, of Clingre, who was probably daughter of 
John Selman, who died 1571. The Selman family were of 
Cam, in the 13th century (Smith's Lives of the Berkeleys). 

Of the Parkers 1 know nothing, save that a family of the 
name had land at Stancombe, parish of Stinchcombe, as well 
as at Cam. 

Elizabeth Hicks, wife of Daniel Weight (III) was sister 
to William Hicks of Stinchcombe, alive 1724. (as proved by 
r» deed) possibly the grandson of John Hicks, of Stinchcombe, 
alive 1639, who was fifth in descent from Richard Hicks, son 
of John Hicks of Tortworth (died 1508) and elder brother of 
Robert Hicks, of London, ancestor of Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach, Bart. 

I. Robert Wayte was possibly son of John Waight, of 
Stinchcombe, who had a son Thomas baptized there, 
Jan. 1599, or bis father may have been Samuel Waite, 
of Cam, who had a daughter, Edith, baptized at 
Cam, April, 1613. He must have been born not later 
than 1590, for at his death in 1642, he had a grandson 
Samuel; it is also certain that this grandson must 
have been a son of a child by a first marriage, most 
probably, William, who is mentioned in his will, but 
whose baptism is not registered. Robert Wayte 
married, secondly, in 1630, Ann, daughter of Thomas 
Parker, of Clingre, and churchwarden of Cam, 1608. 
The register of the marriage has not been found, but 
the deed of settlement obliges Robert Wayte, on his 
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marriage, to build a house at Clingre on land lately 
belonging to Thomas Parker, and now made over to 
him and his wife. This house, which is in the two 
parishes of Cam and Stinchcombe, still exists as part of 
the mansion house of Clingre, and the initials, R.W. 
and A. P. with date 1630, are on an old fire back. 
Robert Wayte was churchwarden of Stinchcombe in 
1626; in bis will at Gloucester, proved 1643, he 
mentions William, John. Edward, Daniel, and James, 
sons; Mary, Anna, daughters ; Elizabeth Tyndal and 
Sarah Biggard, probably also daughters; and Samuel 
Wait, grandson ; of his children, Edward was baptized 
at Cam, Sep. 1632, John, May 1634 at Cam, Mary, 
July 1634 at Cam (query twin with John?), Anna, 
March 1638 a! Stinchcombe. The entries of the others 
have not been found. 

II. Daniel Wavtb was probably, as he inherited Clingre, 

the eldest son of Robert Wayte and Ann Parker; he 
married first at Frocester, Sep. 1653, Cecily Jobbins, 
who died 1658-9, and secondly on 167 1, at North 

Nibley, Sarah Payne, widow of Payne, but by 

her he had no issue ; by his first wife he had issue, for 
he mentions in his will (now at Gloucester, proved 
1676, in which he desired that he should be buried 
with his ancestors at Stinchcombe), his son John and 
Daniel, and also his brother Edward. The entries of 
the baptisms of his children have not been found. 
His eldest son, John Wayte, who died 1692, had by 
his wife Ann, who died 1707, one son, Daniel, born 
1683 (Stinchcombe Reg.) died 1694. 

III. Daniel Wbight, 2nd son of Daniel and Cecily Wayt, 

who eventually succeeded 10 Clingre, was bom 1656 
(fam. bible), and married in 1686 Elisabeth Hicks, 
sister of William Hicks of Stinchcombe. She died 
1730. Daniel left issue — a son, 

IV. Daniel Weight of Clingre, born at Frocester 1696, died 

1766, having married Mary Organ. She died 17S7 at 
Gossington Hall, aged 74. Mr. Weight increased the 
estate left him by bis ancestors. He left issue besides 
Daniel who succeeded, a son, Edward, born 1746, died 
1771, unmarried. 
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V. Daniel Weight the eldest son, born 1741, married 

Elitahtth Morris, who died 1848, aged 89. He died 
1805, having added to the estate and having enlarged 
the old family mansion ; besides his son mentioned 
below, he had a daughter, Anna Maria, who married 
John Vizard, of Dursley, solicitor, from whom descend 
Mr. T. T.Vizard, solicitor, Dursley, Mr. Arthur Vizard, 
solicitor, Monmouth, and Mr. Herbert Vizard, solici- 
tor, Lincoln's Inn Fields, and several sons of the late 
Edward Vizard, 3rd son of John and Anna Maria Vizard 
Mr. Daniel Weight's 2nd daughter, Mary Elizabeth, 
married 1833, the Rev. Washington Hallen, and had 
issue one surviving child, Arthur W. Cornelius Hallen. 

VI. Edward Weight, only son of Daniel and Elizabeth 

Weight, born 1782, died 1856. Major, South Gloucester 
Militia, J. P. tor the County of Gloucester, married 
Clara Davis, and had issue one son, who succeeded and 
a daughter, Louisa, who married the late Rev. J. C. 
Sutcliffe and has issue. 

VII. Edward Weight, only son of Edward and Clara 
Weight, born 1824, in holy orders, has sold Clingre. 
He married Harriet Clutterbuck, and has issue, three 
sons(i) Daniel Henry, (2) Herbert, (3) Arthur Edward, 
and two daughters (1) Elinor Clara and (2) Ella.

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Arms of Gloucestershire Towns. 

Mr. A. C. Fox-Davies, under date 21 May, 1894, writes to 
the Gloucester Chronicle, giving the following extracts 
relating to our county, from his "Book of Public Anns." 

He says : — I should like to point out that the crest and 
supporters attributed to Gloucester are not really of valid 
authority, and that the arms attributed to Cirencester are not of 
any authority at all. Can any of your readers inform me for what 
reason the "pigeons" * were introduced into the recent grant of 
arms to Cheltenham ? 

Subjoined are the extracts: — 

Gloucester, — Or, three chevrons gules, between ten 
torteauxes, three, three, three, and one. Crest: Out of a 
mural coronet issuant a lion guardant gules, holding in his 
dexter gamb a broadsowerd erect proper, and in the sinister 
gamb a trowel. Supporters: On both the dexter and sinister 
sides a lion rampant gules, each holding in his dexter gamb a 
broadsowerd erect proper. Motto : Fides invicta triumphat. 

The coat-of-arms is said to have been confirmed and the 
supporters and crest granted August 14, 1652, by Sir Edward 
Bish, Garter Principal King of Arms, but neither the crest nor 
the supporters are recorded in the College of Arms. This is 
probably due to the fact that the grant was made during the 
time of the Commonwealth, and all grants made during that 
time were subsequently declared void and of none effect. The 
chevronels were probably taken from' the arms of the Earls of 
Gloucester, and the torteaux from the arms of the See of 
Worcester. These appear to have been the arms used by the 
city of Gloucester from a very remote period. But Sir Thomas 
Bell, knight, alderman of the city of Gloucester, obtained for 
the Corporation in the reign of Henry VIII. the following coat- 
of-arms : — "Vert, on a pale or, between two horseshoes, each 

•It is said, and very popularly believed, thai the medicinal springs at Chelten- 
ham were discovered through the agency of pigeons. These birds were (bund 
to congregate largely in a certain field, we believe in the vicinity of Bayahill, 
anil on an investigation of the cause, a medicinal spring was discovered— Ed. G.C, 
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horseshoe between three nails, two in chief and one in base, all 
meeting with their points to the shoe argent, a sword in a 
scabbard azure, hilt, pommel, and studding of the scabbard or, 
on the point of the sword a cap of maintenance gules, turned-up 
ermine, on a chief per pale or and gules, a boar's head couped 
argent between two demi-roses, the dexter gules barbed vert, 
the sinister of the third also barbed vert, each issuing rays from 
its centre pointing to the boar's head or." This is the coat 
which (though tinctured wrongly) Burke and Berry give. Both 
coats (the former, of course, without crest or supporters) are 
recorded in the " Visitation " with the following note : — " The 
auntient and moderne coates of armes belonging to the cittie 
and countie of the cittie of Gloucester, the former taken in 
imitation of the illustrious family of the Clares, Earls of 
Gloucester, their bountiful benefactors. The latter procured 
by Sir Thomas Bell, knight and alderman there in the tyme of 
Henry the Eighth." 

Bristol (Gloucestershire). — Gules, on the sinister side, a 
castle with two towers domed all argent, on each dome a banner 
charged with the Cross of St. George, the castle on a mount 
vert, the dexter base water proper, thereon a ship of three 
masts, or sailing from a port in the dexter tower, her fore and 
main masts being visible, sable, the rigging of the last, and on 
each a round-top of the fifth, on the fore-mast a sail set, and on 
the main-mast a sail furled of the second. And for a crest, 
upon a wreath of the colours, two arms embowed and interlaced 
in saltire, issuing from clouds, the dexter hand holding a snake 
all proper, and the sinister holding a pair of scales or. Sup* 
porters on either side. On a mount vert a unicorn sejant, or 
armed, maned, and unguled sable. Motto: Virtuteet industria. 
Berry and Burke blazon the arms, gules on the sinister 
side, a castle with two towers domed, on each a pennon all 
argent, the castle on a mount in the sinister base vert, the 
dexter base barry wavy of six argent and azure, thereon a ship 
with three masts, sailing from behind the castle, or the fore and 
main masts in sight, sable on each two sails of the second. 
Crest : On a wreath two arms embowed and interlaced in 
saltire issuing from clouds all proper, in the dexter a snake 
vert, in the sinister a pair of scales or balance or. Supporters: 
Two unicorns sejant, or, on a mount vert, maned and armed 
sable. Motto : Virtute et industria. 
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But Berry gives a note : — " The above blazon is taken from 
a drawing sent by the Corporation. This drawing differs in the 
following particulars from that of the arms, supporters, Sec., of 
the city of Bristol as entered in the Visitation of the county of 
Gloucester, taken in 1623, viz., in the Visitation -book the dexter 
base is water ppr., in the tower near the centre is a large port, 
from whence the ship is sailing, and on each tower is a banner 
ar, charged with a cross of St. George gu." 

Cheltenham (Gloucestershire). — Or, a chevron engrailed 
gules between two pigeons in chief and an oak tree eradicated 
in base proper, on a chief azure a cross flory argent between 
two open books also proper, binding and clasps of the first. 
And for the crest : On a wreath of the colours, upon a mount 
between two branches of oak a fountain, thereon a pigeon all 
proper. Motto: Salubritas et erudido. Granted February 26th, 
1887. 

Cirencester (Gloucestershire). — Has no armorial bearings. 
The arms used and mentioned by Berry as erroneous are, 
argent ? a phcenix in flames proper. Debrett's " House of 
Commons" gives them. 

Chipping Sodbury (Gloucestershire). — Has no armorial 
bearings. The seal recorded in the Visitation Books shows an 
escutcheon without tinctures charged with three lions passant 
guardant in pale. This is probably simply the Royal Coat. 
The legend is " The burough of Chipping Sodbury, 1680." 

Tewkesbury (Gloucestershire.) — Has no armorial bearings. 
The seal represents a castle, with the legend, " Commune 
sigillum Ballivor burgens et coiat burgi de Tewkesbury."

All the rest of my 
goods, &c, to Isabell my wife, sole executrix, and 
Thomas Surman. of Treddington, and John Ashton, 
of Tewxburie, jeoman, to be overseers, and I give 
them 51. a piece for their trouble. In presence ot 
above and Wm. Mertett.

Stratforde of Chalingworth aforesaid, widow.

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A "Crypt" Schoolmaster. 

John Biddle is described as "a zealous Socinian " and as 
the father of English Unitarianism. He was born at 
Wot ton -under -Edge, in Gloucestershire, in 1615. He took 
his degree of M.A. at Oxford in 1641, after which he became 
Master of the Crypt Grammar School at Gloucester. The 
Gloucester Corporation went out to meet him with all their 
ceremonial procession and regalia. They gave him a splendid 
and a cordial reception and welcome. He sacrificed their 
esteem and confidence and lost his situation as head master of 
that school in consequence of some heterodox opinions he had 
published relative to the doctrine of the Trinity. He was 
imprisoned at Gloucester, and on his release was sent for by 
the Parliament to be examined relative to his opinions, when 
he was committed to Gate House. In 1654 he obtained his 
liberty and opened a meeting, for which he was again imprison- 
ed, but after a confinement of six months recovered his freedom. 
Continuing to propagate his tenets in defiance of the public 
ordinance, he was again apprehended and ordered to be tried 
for his life. Cromwell took the affair into his own hands, and 
banished him to the " Isles of Scilly," where he remained for 
three years. Soon after the Restoration he was again 
apprehended and was sent to prison. Death, more tolerant 
and merciful than Christian men who should have loved 
their neighbours as themselves, released him from a life of 
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cruel and prolonged persecution — he died in prison in 1662. 
He was designated by some local historians as infamous. 
Whatever his religious opinions may have been he was a 
learned and a good man of a most amiable disposition. He 
had his disciples and his adherents in Gloucester, and many of 
his followers emigrated from Gloucester to America to evade 
or escape from a cruel and an unchristian persecution. His 
life, by Toulmin, may be consulted with interest and profit. 
During my researches I found the will of Edward Biddle, of 
Wotton- under -Edge. He appears to have taken a great 
interest in the education of his son John. I was under the 
impression that the present John Biddle, the Master of our 
Crypt Grammar School, must have been the son of Edward 
Biddle. I wrote to the Rev. H. Sewell, and he confirmed my 
impression by most kindly and courteously furnishing me with 
the certificate of his baptism. I append a copy : — " Baptism 
in the parish of St. Mary the Virgin, Wotton -under-Edge, in 
the county of Gloucester, in the year 1615 : John ye son of 
Edward Bidle, 14 January, &c. H. Sewell, Vicar of Wotton- 
under-Edge." It is the impression that John Biddle or Bidle 
was the Head Master of the Grammar School at Wotton- 
under-Edge prior to his appointment to Crypt School. I wrote 
to the Head Master of Wot ton -under- Edge Grammar School, 
the Rev. W. F. Morris, M.A., who replied — "I am sorry to 
say that I can find nothing in the way of documents with 
which to assist you in your research." The following is a copy 
of the will of Edward, the father of John Biddle :— " In the 
name of God, Amen, the aoth day of January, Ano. Dni. 1625, 
Edward Bidle, of Wotton -under- Edge, in the County of 
Gloucester, taylor, being sick in body but of good and perfect 
memory, thanks be given to Almighty God, doe make and 
ordayne this my will, containing herein my last will and 
testament, and in manner and form following, that is to say: — 
First, I bequeath my soul into the hands of Almighty God my 
Creator, trusting to be saved by the merits, death, and passion 
of Jesus Christ, his truly-beloved son, my alone Saviour and 
Redeemer ; and my body to be buried in Christian burial. I 
give and bequeath to Lawrence Bidle, my father, 40s. to be 
paid by myne executor within forty days next after my decease. 
Item : I give and bequeath unto my sonne Christopher in 
money £"30. Item : I give and bequeath unto my sonne John 
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the lilce sum of £50 and the feather bed furnished. Item : I 
give and bequeath to my said sonne John all the estate, right, 
title, and interest whatsoever which I now have in or to my 
house and tenement, with the appurtenances sittuate and 
and being in Wotton aforesaid, lying between the tenements 
of Richard Bwache and Giles Eastmeade, and if it shall please 
God that my son John shall depart this mortal life before he 
shall accomplish the full age of 21 years then my will is that 
the said house or tenement, with the appurtenances and every 
part thereof, shall be and remain to my sonne Christopher ; 
and if both my said sons doe depart this life before they or 
either of them shall accomplish their several ages of 21 years 
then my will is lhat the said house or tenement, with the 
appurtenances of all the estate therein and every part thereof, 
shall be and wholye remain unto Jane my wyffe. And my 
further will is that the yearly rent arising and growing out of 
my said house shall be employed to and for the best benefit 
and advantage, and for the better education of my said sonne 
John in learning, and for the supply of necessaries for him. 
And also my will is, that the several portions of ^30 before 
bequeathed to my said sonnes, Christopher and John, shall be 
employed by my executor and overseers whom I shall herein- 
after nominate to the best benefit and advantage, altogether 
with the several portions of ^30 a piece shall be paid unto 
them at their several ages of 21 years. All the rest of my 
goods, cattells, cbattells unbequeathed, my debts being paid, 
my funeral expenses discharged, I give and bequeath to Jane, 
my said wife, whom I doe make my sole and whole executrix, 
and I do nominate and ordayne my trustye and well-beloved 
friend William Tratman, of Wotton aforesaid, Clothier, and 
Nicholas Hopkins, of Wickwarre, in the said County of 
Gloucester, Weaver (my brother-in-law), to be the overseers 
of this my last Will and Testament, desiring them carefully to 
the execution thereof, according to the trust which I doe repose 
in them, and I do give unto each of them xs. In witness 
whereof I have caused this my last will and testament to be 
written, and hereunto nave put my hand the day and year 
above written, in the presence of those persons whose names 
are subscribed — Edward Bidell, Richd. Smyth, Jerad Wright, 
William Tratman, Nicholas Hopkins." Fosbroke appears to 
have had some strange notions about Biddle's heresy (page 
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305). He states he was much esteemed for his diligence* at St. 
Mary de Crypt School. Taking it into hi* head — though man 
cannot understand his own nature much more that of God 
Almighty — that he was justified in denying the divinity of the 
Holy Spirit, the rest of his days were passed in misery and 
imprisonment, it being the rule in those times to persecute for 
folly, however manifest. By his last confinement he contracted 
a disease, which put an end to his life Sep. 22, 1662, in the 
47th year of his age. Foshroke wants a revision of dates. He 
states Biddle was appointed 1641, and was removed 1662 ; he 
died 1662. He states that James Allen was appointed as 
Biddle's successor in 1645. Could Edward Biddle have 
foreseen his son's misery would he have been so anxious to 
have given him a learned education t—Gloucezter Chronicle 
igthiiay, 1894.

Westminster Abbey Registers and 
Gloucestershire. 

The following extracts from the registers of the abbey of St. 
Peter, Westminster, relating to individuals connected with 
Gloucestershire, are taken from the work of the late Colonel 
J. L. Chester published by the Harleian Society in 1876. 

Joseph Lemuel Chester was born at Norwich, Conn, U.S., 
in the year 1821 and came to England in 1858 for the purpose 
of tracing out the ancestry of the Pilgrim Fathers who sailed 
in the Mayflower. He died in London, 26 May, 1882. 

The earlier registers of the Abbey were either lost or 
destroyed ; the first entry is in 1606. The notes by Colonel 
Chester are given in brackets. B.C.D. 

Marriages.

A clock and chimes has recently been added to Newnham 
church, the cost being defrayed by a bequest amounting to 
^*2,ooo, of the late Mr. J. Hill. The towei has also acquired a 
new peal of bells. 

The first appeal for funds necessary to carry out needful 
repairs at Gloucester Cathedral was issued by the Dean and 
chapter early in the year. Through the energy of the Arch- 
deacon of Gloucester, Canon Sheringham. treasurer of the 
committee appointed for carrying out the alterations, the sum 
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of /"6,ooo has been raised. This appeal was followed by a 
second, which had for its object further restorative work in the 
Lady Chapel- Already great progress has been made to the 
work in this direction, but some delay necessarily occurs owing 
to want of funds. The work is to be resumed early in 1895, 
The sum named by the architect as being absolutely necessary 
to carry out such work as contemplated, amounts to £4,150; 
and of this about £700 has been raised, and also practically 
expended. Toward itscompletion — some£"3,50obeingneeded — 
many persons have since generously subscribed, and assisted 
in various ways. It is hoped that both subscriptions and work 
will make substantial progress during 1895. There was, 
and indeed still is, great need to repair, the magnificent 
structure; but it is pleasing to note the interest that has 
already been taken in the work of restoration. Several windows 
in the Lady Chapel are now completed. 

On Sunday evening, Nov. 11, 1894, the opening services 
were held on the completion ofthenave of Gloucester Cathedral. 
The congregation was a crowded one, the preacher being 
the Very Rev. the Dean of Windsor. 

One of the most important of county matters within recent 
years is that relating to the proposed bridge over the Severn at 
Newnham. It will be remembered that in the early part of 
1894 — indeed several years earlier it might be added — the 
scheme for bridging the Severn at this point was brought 
forward. Several meetings were held by the inhabitants of 
Newnham and Arlington urging the County Council to assist 
both the scheme and the construction of a road bridge across 
the River between the two places. The present method of 
carrying passengers through the mud to the ferry-boat on 
men's backs, is one eminently primitive and annoying, and also 
highly inconvenient to everyone. Residents in the district, 
aided also by an influential body in other parts of Gloucester- 
shire, have heartily supported the scheme. Among the 
advantages emphasised were :— (1) means would be provided 
wherewith to open up the trade of the Forest of Dean, and (2) 
commercial prosperity due to this cause would result in other 
parts of the County. Plans prepared by Messrs. Keeling and 
Reichenback for a high level bridge, estimated the cost at 
about £25,000. It was pointed out that the river bottom was 
in every way suitable at the suggested point. Memorials were 
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signed by influential persons, the total ratable value of whom 
exceeded a quarter of a million sterling. On July 9th, 1894, 
the prepaired memorials were presented to the County Council, 
and then discussed. One of the memorials, signed by 2,350 
ratepayers was presented by the V ice-Chairman, who urged 
the advantages likely to occur from the adoption of such an 
important scheme, and* he moved that it be considered and 
reported on by the Highways Committee, but the motion was 
lost by a majority of 43 to 18. 

On Tuesday, December 4th, the first meetings were held 
for the election of Parish Councils in Gloucestershire. The 
month was a busy one in this respect for in addition to that 
just named, the polling for District Councils' and Parish 
Councils' elections took place on the 17th, and two days later 
that for the Guardians. 

The Severn Navigation Commissioners reported in August, 
that the works authorised by the Act of 1890 — including the 
dredging of the Channel between Gloucester and Worcester — 
were now completed, and that the ^"300,000 authorised to be 
borrowed bad been received aud almost expended. 

In Gloucester the old city Tolsey has been demolished and 
in its place the fine building of the Wilts and Dorset Banking 
Company erected during the year. Among the remains found 
upon the site were — (1) two bases of columns of the ancient 
forum ; (2) a good specimen of Saxon carving of a horse's 
head ; and (3) bones, supposed to have been the remains of an 
interment below the ancient church which originally occupied 
the site. Reference will be found in the Illustrated Archie- 
ologist : see also page 43 ante. 

Important improvements are in progress at the Shire Hall, 
Gloucester, which in future will provide accommodation for the 
staff, and also for meetings of the County Council. The 
tender of Mr. A. Force, of Bristol, amounting to ,£6,819, with 
an additional £1,500 for heating apparatus, was adopted 
at the July Quarterly Meeting of the Standing Joint Committee. 

At the end of July the Bishop of the Diocese dedicated 
that undedicated portion of the new Cemetery opened in 1878. 

With regard to the proposed free City Library which on 
May 39th was decided by a majority of 27 to 5 to be adopted, 
some difficulty has presented itself of providing a room of 
utility. 
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The Bristol and Gloucestershire Archaeological Society held 
its usual three days meeting during July at Ledbury. Visits 
were made to, and several papers read on, the historical and 
Archceological features of the vicinity. 

In the matter of railway progress may be mentioned the 
opening of the new Great Western station at Cheltenham 
during September, and the erection of that in Gloucester 
City ; also the previous transfer to the Great Western and 
Midland Railway Companies jointly, of the Severn and Wye 
and Severn Bridge Railway. On Dec. 19 was held a public 
meeting at Painswick, reviving the project of a light railway 
from that place to Stroud. For this purpose it appears that 
some ,£"12,000, the bequests of Mr. F. and E. Gyde are 
available. It was stated, too, that the additional capital would 
be supplied by a company. — Heavy rainstorms in the early 
part of November caused destructive floods at Gloucester, and 
a landslip on the Great Western Railway just beyond Stroud. 

Recently Mr. Frith of Gloucester has successfully restored 
the tomb of Mrs. Bernard Granville, which is situated at the 
south-west comer of the nave and south Transept, in Gloucester 
Cathedral yard. The re-cut inscription records the following : — 
Here Lies Interred the Body of Mary Granville, 
Daughter op Sir Martin Westcombe, Baronet, Relict 
of Col. Bernard Granville who Passed a long 
Widowhood in this City, Leading a Most Exemplary 
Life, Doing all the good to her poor Neighbours that 
Her income Allowed of. She Died August 1747. 

Her father was Consul of Cadiz, and she herself married 
Col. Bernard Granville, Lieutenant General, of Hull, M.P. for 
Camelford and Fowey. Col. Granville was the youngest son 
of the Hon. Bernard Granville chosen by General Monk to 
invite Charles II to return to England. For his service he 
was appointed at the Restoration, Groom of the Bedchamber ; 
bis brother being created about the same time Earl of Bath. 
Singularly enough, it was near Bath that the father of both 
brothers, Sir Richard Grenville, died in 1643 fighting for his 
king and country. An earlier ancestor still was the famous 
Elizabethan Admiral, whose heroic death Tennyson has 
immortalized in his poem "The Revenge." 
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The Register of the Diocese of Worcester during the vacancy 
of the See, usually called " Registrum sede Vacante," edited, 
for the Worcestershire Historical Society, by J. \V. Willis 
Bund. Part i., from 1301 to 1303, printed for the Worcester 
Historical Society, 1893, 4to pp. xxii., 55. 

The lately established Historical Society of Worcestershire 
has done well to take in hand the Bishops' Registers, which 
interest not only that county, but Gloucestershire equally. 
Perhaps it would have been better to have started at the begin- 
ning in 1267, with the episcopal series, but that is a small 
complaint which time will doubtless cure. The editor, in his 
introduction, calls attention to the salient points of interest in 
this register. It is not transcribed at length, but the reader is 
furnished with an English abstract, which appears to give all 
the facts recorded in the original. As to the entries relative to 
our own county, we must refer the student to the book, merely 
intimating that it contains much of interest to Gloucestershire 
people. An excellent facsimile, of a portion of the register, is 
given as a frontispiece, but the editor has omitted to supply 
either a transcript, or a translation of it, and seeing that the 
book will be used by those having small knowledge of paleo- 
graphy, we trust that he will remedy it in the next part, to 
which we shall look forward with some degree of expectancy. 

The Gentleman's Magazine Library. Edited by G. L. 
Gomrae, F.S.A. Ecclesioli'gv. Edited by F. A. Milne, M.A., 
cl., 8vo, p.p. x., 328. London, Elliot Stock, 1894. 

The last volume in this excellent series, which we noticed 
was a topographical one, and included the references to our 
own county. A change of subject is now made by the present 
volume, which will interest those antiquaries who are not 
interested in genealogy or topography. It is divided into 
three sections : the first, dealing with "early church building," 
includes a valuable controversy on the question of the use of 
stone and timber for building churches before the conquest ; 
the second deals with " church interiors," and the third treats 
of " church history." Each section is subdivided into subjects, 
such as church bells, rood lofts, stained glass, and the like. 
Everything of value is here collected under one head or 
another. There are a good many references, be it said, to 
Gloucestershire. It is singular that there is no section devoted 
to church exteriors, but we conclude that Sylvanus Urban's 
contributors did not send any notes thereon. The volume like 
all the rest of the series is well and clearly printed. 
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Encaustic Tiles of the Middle Ages. By B. W. Greenfield. 

This is a reprint from the Hampshire Field Club proceed- 
ings, and though dealing generally with the subject, is 
illustrated by engravings from tiles found in South Hants. As 
might be expected, Mr. Greenfield has done bis work in a 
thorough and reliable fashion, and the tract will be of value to 
those who may wish to study the subject in Gloucestershire. 

Old Field Names. By Rev. Canon Eliacombe, Bath, 1892, 
pp. 14. 

This small tract is the report of a lecture read before the 
Bath Field Club, 16th December, 1891, in which Mr. 
Eliacombe has dealt with some of the various place names in 
his parish of Bitton. Few perhaps have any idea of the 
number and variety of field names, but a perusal of the valuable 
paper will soon convince the reader of the interest attaching to 
the subject. Gloucestershire is peculiarly rich in place names, 
and we trust that others will follow Mr. Ellacombe's example. 

Leicestershire and Rutland Notes and Queries is now in its 
third volume. It continues to supply its subscribers with 
valuable matter and shows no falling off either in respect of 
the typography. From the current number it would appear 
that Mr. Chapman who quite recently was appointed editor 
has now retired from that post which the magazine states is 
again filled by Messrs. J. and T. Spencer though the decease 
of both those gentlemen was recorded therein some time ago. 
If it be needlul to put the office of editor into commission 
surely it would be better 10 issue without any editor's names 
upon it. The practice thus adopted by the publishers is 
objectionable and confusing, and we trust they will see their 
way to its discontinuance. 

" The Poet of Poets."— The Love- Verses from the minor 
poems of Edmund Spenser. Alexander B. Grosart, Editor, 
London, Elliot Stock, 1893, cl., pp. xii., 228. 

This is yet another of the issues of the Elizabethan Library, 
of which we have already noticed several volumes. The 
Editor has evidently performed his task of selection with care 
and has produced a volume which will be appreciated by all 
lovers of poetry, and not by antiquaries only. Some of the 
sonnets are extremely beautiful and the " epithalamion " and 
" prothalamion " show the author's great power as a poet. 
The only drawback to the volume, and that does not affect the 
contents is the title of " The Poet of Poets," It reminds us of 
the "bag of bags" of a London advertiser, which instance of 
bad taste involved the unfortunate critic in an action for libel. 
We trust that Dr. Grosart will not thus mar any future volume 
he may issue. 
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HUtorv of the Pirisk Church of Si. Michael and All Angels, 
Chip ping Ltimbourn. By John Footman, M.A. London, 
Elliot Stock, cl,. 8vo., pp. xii., 202. 

This forms the initial volume of a larger project, a history 
of the Hundred of Lambourn and of the parish registers. No 
one, who possesses the present volume, will wish otherwise, 
than that Mr. Footman may be able to complete his task. 
Lambourn, though now a most inaccessible place some 8 or 9 
miles from the rail, is a place of high antiquity, and has a past 
of some importance and interest. Its population has decreased, 
and its markets have long since been discontinued, though 
two of the four fairs are still held. The church is a remark- 
ably fine building, cruciform in plan, with two chapels attached 
to the chancel, one being the burial place of the founder of the 
ancient hospital, opposite the church. It suffered much from 
restoration years ago, but has lately been repaired, and the 
mischief formerly done, to some extent remedied. To the 
general reader perhaps, the strange adventures of a Mr. Bush, 
in 1607, will prove specially interesting. This gentleman 
built a "pinace" by which he travelled by "ayre, land, and 
water," from Lambourn to London. The journey through 
the air consisted in hauling his boat up two ropes stretched 
from the top of the church tower to two trees about a hundred 
yards distant, and then letting it slide down again. A contem- 
porary illustration of this feat, which considerably damaged 
the tower, is reproduced by Mr. Footman. In addition to an 
architectural account of the building, we have its history 
carefully dealt with, century by century, as well as information 
about the monuments. There are plenty of illustrations, 
several of thaae being admirable process blocks from photo- 
graphs, and, taken as a whole, the book may certainly be 
adopted as a model by those intending to write similar church 
histories. 

Ltantwit Major. — A fifth century university. By Alfred C. 
Fryer ; London, 1893, Elliot Stock ; cl. 8vo., pp. x., 125. 

Dr. Fryer has produced a pleasantly written, and well 
printed little volume, which will interest many besides anti- 
quaries. He tells us that it is a " rough sketch," and it would 
therefore be unfair to judge it as an exhaustive history of the 
place. Dealing with so early a period at the fifth century 
much must be mere guess work, and much of the description 
of Llantwit is of that character. Llantwit, in Glamorganshire, 
was no doubt a seat of learning at a very early date, but we 
cannot help thinking that Dr. Fryer would more wisely have 
eschewed the picturesque phrase of" a fifth century university ; " 
as we understand the word it certainly was nothing of the kind 
and the phrase serves only to engender in the general reader 
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erroneous ideas about Llantwit, such as Dr. Fryer would be 
the first to condemn. But the story of Illtyd, as here told, will 
interest many, and Dr. Fryer deserves our thanks for the way 
in which he has brought within the reach of many, knowledge 
hidden away in books accessible to the few. Llantwit in the 
sixteenth century was known as Llaniltwyt, and it is probably 
an oversight that Dr. Fryer does not point out that the name 
of the village is simply Illtyd's Church. The barbarous action 
of the Dean and Chapter of Gloucester in destroying the great 
tithe barn is very rightly condemmed. The book is illustrated 
with a number of photographs, and we shall be surprised if the 
publication of this book does not send some pilgrims to Llant- 
wit Major 

Falk-Lore Topics. — The "Dowsing" or Divining Rod; 
Beating the Bounds ; The Younger Son. By Frederick 
Sessions. Gloucester, 1894. 

These are a series of traiflsnow reprinted from the Gloucester 
Journal. They are pleasantly written and exhibit a consider- 
able amount of information of a general character which may 
induce others, as seems to be the writer's praiseworthy object, 
to pay some attention to antiquarian subjects. Unfortunately 
they are disfigured by the strong political views which the 
writer holds. Some of the paragraphs are simply grotesque. 
Thus in the traift on Borough English, he tells us " that the 
" 'services' are crowded with the non- producing, tax-eating 
" younger sons of our gentry." If he had said "of the people" 
he would have been nearer the truth, for probably eight-tenths 
of the army must belong to the " lower " classes. Mr. Sessions 
evidently forgets the existence of the privates. And certainly 
the curious information that Mr. Chamberlain " hobnobs with 
Duchesses " is scarcely relevant to a dissertation on the 
Gloucester custom of Borough English. Mr. Sessions would 
be well advised if he eschewed politics when writing on 
antiquities. 

Tydt What May. Nos. i and 2, 4to pp. 56 ; printed for the 
subscribers by Morrison and Gibb, Edinburgh. 

Independent family histories are now well known to most 
geneolagists and their number is markedly on the increase but 
a magazine devoted wholely to the interests of one particular 
family is somewhat of a novelty. Such a magazine is the 
publication now before us. It takes its name appropriately 
enough from the motto of the well known border Scottish 
family, the Haigs of Bemerside. Everyone remembers the 
prophecy," Tide what may betide, Haig shall be Haig of 
Bemerside"; what gave rise to it we do not know, but no one 
can doubt that such a prophecy repeated generation after 
generation must have a powerful incentive in inducing a family 
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to remain attached to its ancestral home. This magazine 
must greatly promote a clan-like feeling amongst the Haigs and 
their kindred. As obviously but few of those for whose 
benefit the magazine has been projected will be genealogists, 
the editor has wisely adopted a style more suitable for the 
general reader than genealogies usually are. It is in fact a 
miscellaneous collection of matters relating to the Haigs, 
genealogical or biographical. We have a discourse on the 
motto, another on the arms, there is a pedigree of the Haigs of 
South Carolina, one Haig gives a chapter of his summer sport 
in Norway; another details what plain stay at home folk would 
call his foolhardy ascent of the famous Pieter Both mountain 
in Mauritius. Then there are short "notes" and a specially 
useful feature are current "Domestic events" in the clan. 
There are some very good illustrations and it is admirably 
printed on handmade paper. The editor, Mrs. A. Stuart, 
herself a Haig, is certainly to be congratulated in every way and 
those securing copies, only 130 are printed, may consider 
themselves fortunate for it is only issued for private 
circulation. We trust that Mrs. Stuart will be enabled to 
continue her project : it is certainly one which might well be 
imitated by other families.

Notes and Queries. 

St. flDarttn's, Gloucester. 

1R. C. H. Dancey sends us copies of a contribution o* 
"The Churches of St. Michael's and St. Martin's" 
(Sep. 28), and of a letter on the recent discoveries 
(Oct. 25) reprinted from the "Gloucester Journal.' 
We are indebted to him for the following interesting 1 notes : — 
It appeais from Domesday Hook that the Bishops of 
Exeter held certain possessions in Gloucester ; and the 
Gloucester Abbey Registers record that Peter (Quivil), Bishop 
<if Exeter, in 1285 sold to St. Peter's Abbey, the church of St. 
Michael, with the chapel of St. Martin depending upon it. So 
little is known of this edifice that local historians are uncertain 
as to its actual site : Atkyns mentions nothing ; Rudder, mis- 
reading Cole's MSS., says " Robert Cole informs us that the 
church of St. Martyn stood where that of St. Michael now 
is"; Fosbroke, quoting Furney's MSS., (Bigland's " Original 
Papers") states, " The Chapel of St. Martin's stood near it (St. 
Michael's) on the same side opposite to All Saints,' now 
the Tolsey"; Rudge, who was rector of St. Michael, names 
nothing beyond "St. Martyn's Place"; Counsell and Clarke 
pass it over. Conjectures have been numerous; and in July 
1888, the Bristol and Gloucestershire Archaeological Society 
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stirred up interest. being provided at their summer meeting 
with a temporary museum in the Council Chamber at the 
Museum. Then was seen for the first time publicly a 
curious " Rental of the Houses in Gloucester," compiled by 
" Robert Cole," Canon of Llanthony, A.D 1455," in which he 
describes the houses in the streets — beginning at the "High 
Cross," and thence to the City Gates or wall. The site of St. 
Martin's may lie proved, however, by commencing in North- 
gate street, proceeding past the Cross and down Eastgate 
street to the City wall. 

" The Abbot of St. Peter in Gloucester holds in fee a great 
and new inn called ' New Inn,' lately built from the foundation 
by the praiseworthy man John Twining, monk of the same 
place, for the great emolument and profit of the same and of 
their successors. And it contains in front, &c. 

" The Proctors of the Service of the Blessed Mary in the 
Church of St. Michael there ho'd a tenement near there with 
three posts, wherein the late William Barber dwelt ; and now 
Isabella his servant : — 

" There is also a piece of vacant land near [there] and 110 
one at present claims it to be his right, on account of the chief 
rent thereof being long in arrear, and it contains :- - 

"Andrew Bye holds near there two tenements in fee, 
wherein Joan, wife of a certain hardwarenmn, lately deceased, 
dwells, and Nicholas Hosier, and they contain in front : — 

"The stewards of the town of Gloucester hold in fee 
divers tenements there near the cross adjoining at the comer, 
wherein William Peter, corviser (shoemaker], Thomas 
Whitley, Nicholas Glover, and Boswell dwell separately and 
exercise their callings. And they contain in front from the 
tenement of Andrew Bye to the corner, and from the corner to 
the rectory of the church of Saint Michael, where the church 
of Martin lately stood." 

" Now return to the East Street, and begin on the north 
side towards the gate there" : — 

" The Rector of the Church of Saint Michael there holds 
his rectory, and has only an entrance thereto. And it contains:— 

'The Abbot of St. Peter holds there before the rectory two 
tenements lately rebuilt, wherein John Troty and Agnes Pope 
dwell. And they contain in frcnt :— 

" Andrew Bye, merchant and vinter, holds in fee a 
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tenement near [there] with its appurtenances and a cellar, 
lately built by him and his father." 

It is clear that St. Martin's Church stood behind the 
dwellings at the corner of the Cross, on the east side of North- 
gate Street, and the north side of Eastgare- Street, with " an 
entrance thereto," which passage is now used to some old 
buildings on the site. The church being in a state of decay 
had been pulled down, and then converted into a Rectory 
house for St. Michael's. The Abbot rebuilt two tenements in 
front, using some of the old stones of St. Martin. The present 
noble perpendicular tower was built soon after this date, 1450- 
1460. Among the Gloucester records is one (No. 873) dated 
May 27, 1334. endorsed — " Copy, under the seals of the official of 
Gloucester, and of the Bailiffs of Gloucester, of the will, dated 
April 30th, 1334, of Robert of Goldhull, burgess of Gloucester, 
bequeathing inter alia, 40s. to the repair and painting of St. 
Martin, Gloucester." There is also a lelcase, dated 6 Nov. 
1357 (No. 967), from "William the Hyberar, Rector of the 
church of St. Mary in the south, Gloucester, and Geoffrey atte 
Birch, Rector of St. Aldate, Gloucester, executors of the will 
of Alexander Hattere, burgess of Gloucester, to Robert the 
Walorand Hugh the Parkere, Bailiffs of Gloucester, William 
Steuenes, Thomas Ledelmry. John Glede, and Thomas Wyot, 
Stewards, and to all the Community of the same town, of their 
right in a shop, with houses and other buildings pertaining 
to it, opposite the High Cross near the church of St. Martin, 
between the said church on the north and the King's highway 
on the south." 

At the dissolution of St. Peter's Abbey, 1540, the property 
came into the possession of the Crown. In 1551, Nov. 12, 
was " Granted to the Burgesses of Gloucester a certain piece 
of land with appurtenances in the same town called ' Seynt 
Martyn Place,' containing 72 feet in length and 24 feet in 
breadth ; .... to make a tower in the same place for fixing and 
maintaining in the same tower a bell, to denote the hours of 
the day and night for ever, commonly called 'clok.' " (Glouc. 
Corporation Records). 

In his letter, Mr. Dancey refers to the condition of 
Gloucester in the nth and 12th centuries. A return of the 
house-holders, compiled about 1100, shows that in King 
Edward's time there were 542 burgesses ; so that at the time of 
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Domesday Survey there must have been a population of some 
3,000 souls. There were ten churches in Saxon 
" Gleawecester :" St. Michael, St. Mary-de-Lode, St Mary -de- 
Crypt, St. Mary-de-Grace, St. Nicholas, Holy Trinity, St, 
John, St. Aldate, All Saints, and St. Martin.

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Beating the bounds at Tottenham. 

An interesting instance oi the survival of the ancient 
custom of " beating the bounds " is found in the little parish of 
Todenham, a village not far from M ore ton- in -the- Marsh, of 
' Catechism ' fame. Here at Rogation tide the people are all 
tn fete, for this is the annual feast of the parish. And 
whether on this account or no, with the festivites common 
to such occasions, the annual dinner of the village club, the 
cricket, and the quoits, the perambulation of the excellent 
parochial band, the gingerbread, and the swings, there has 
survived the old custom of beating the bounds, or, in other 
words, the Rogation procession. And the survival isspecially 
interesting here, as its religious character has been maintained. 
About 10.30 on the Monday morning, the parishioners are 
summoned by the ringing of the church bell, and, in obedience 
to the call, agoodly company of horseman and footmen muster 
on the tiny village green. Presently a procession is formed 
headed by the band. Next come four sturdy yeomen armed 
with spades, and behind them the mixed multitude, amongst 
whom the parish clerk and the children hold a very special 
position- For it would seem that in their presence we ma> 
have the modern representatives of the old lay clerks and 
singing boys, as they are specially invited, and at the close of 
the day a collection is made of money, which is equally divided 
among all the children who have made the round. By and by 
the edge of the parish is reached, and here the interest grows 
deeper. For now the four spadesmen come forward, and in 
pairs, facing one another, each casts up four spades' full of 
earth, which are piled in a heap in the centre, thus forming a. 
deeply cut, well-marked cross. This ceremony is repeated 
at intervals of from two to three hundred yards (the same 
spots being chosen year after year) all along the boundary of 
the parish, and in the centre of each cross the parish clerk 
plants a sprig of green. 

By and by a halt is called, when the parish clerk hands 
round his stock of well-thumbed copies of Tate and Brady, 
and solemnly, with uncovered head, all join in the quaint 
version of the 104th Psalm. Tliis done, refreshment is pro- 
vided by the squire of the parish, or perhaps at one of the 
larger farm houses, and then the procession starts again, to 
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repeat the ceremony, intil in the late afternoon the task is 
completed, and weary lut happy the villagers return to their 
homes. Meanwhile the women of the parish have each 
received from the squire's hand a present of food wherewith 
to refresh the tired travellers on their return, and the evening 
is devoted to innocent merry-making How has the custom 
survived through so many vicissitudes ? Perhaps it is due to 
the fact that a former squire in olden days established a small 
charity, from which the spadesmen receive an acknowledg- 
ment of their special services, but partly we may attribute it 
to the reverence the villagers feel for the old customs of their 
church. Tenaciously they have clung to this old ceremony, 
and though they have forgotten much of its religious character 
they would deeply resent any latter day scoffing at their solemn 
psalm of praise.

Bristol and Gloucestershire Arch-eological Society, 
{Continued):— 

B. Obituary. — (r) Sir John Maclean, F.S.A. a renowned 
antiquary, to whom archaeology was no mere pastime or 
recreation, but the one thought of his riper j ears. His renown 
as an antiquary was wide-spread, and the works he wrote and 
edited must always be held in esteem. (2) The Rev. T. P. 
Wadley, another antiquary, equally i-kilfnl in deciphering 
ancient documents, and no less diligent; the editor of the 
society's book on Bristol wills. (3) Mr. Francis James, of 
Edgeworth Manor, vice-president of the society. (4) Mr. TV. 
C. Heane, a member of the council, and an able genealogist. 

II. Find of Roman Coins at liisliopswoi d, Forest of Dean. 
Mrs. Bagnall-Oakeley, read the following report: — 

" I have been asked to report on this unusually large 
'find' of Roman coins, which took place in April last upon the 
Bishopswood estate belonging to Mr. McCalmont, M.P., next 
to the boundary between Gloucestershire and Herefordshire. 
Alterations are being made in the grounds of the coppice 
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occupied by Captain Partridge, through whose kindness I 
have been allowed to have the whole of the coins to arrange 
and describe for him, but the enormous number prevent a 
detailed report at present. The 'find' weighs i^ cwt., ami 
contains 17,226 coins, * all small brass of the Constanttne 
family, and in excellent preservation in consequence of the 
situation. As the workmen were levelling some ground on 
the slope of the hill a chance stroke of the pickaxe touched 
one of the jars in which the coins were deposited, and its 
contents were scattered in all directions. A closer inspection 
showed that there had been at least three of these jars, and a 
rough low wall had been built round them, but there was no 
trace of any cover. Two of the jars were braken to fragments 
which were mixed with coins and soil. The pla<;e where the 
4 find' took place is 300 to 400 ft. above the Wye, with a very 
steep descent, which seems to have been scooped, but roads 
and buildings have considerably altered its face. A deei> 
ancient road runs by it, and the place looks as if it might 
have been used as an outpost to some of the roman camps in 
the neighbourhood, and the city of Ariconium is only a few 
miles from it. I believe there are some earthwoiks at 
Ruardean within sight. Hitherto no Roman coins have been 
found in the Forest of Dean later than Carausius, from which 
it has been inferred that the iron mines were not worked by 
the Romans after that time ; but this ' find ' is a mile at least 
beyond the mineral district of the Forest, and was probably 
placed where it was for military purposes. The coins may 
be roughly described thus:

Gloucester Musical Festival — The 172nd meeting of 
the three choirs of Gloucester, Worcester and Hereford, was 
this year held at Gloucester, Sept. 10-131!].

The financial aspect of the Festival is not satisfactory, 
the total receipts amounting to about ^"3,420, as against ,£"3.520 

* Evening Concert at the SMrehall. 
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in 1892, to which however must be added the steward's fees, 
making in all £4,49 1. Total expenses figure at £"3,850, so there 
isa balan^eof£64i. There was adecrease of £"100 in the sale 
of tickets, and an increase of £200 in the expenses. £"1169 
were paid away in fees to soloists as against £960 in 1892.— 
Madame Albani received £310, whereas in 1892 Madame 
Nordica required but £"210. The dividends are set down as 
£"125 7 8 — Gloucester £31, Worcester £138 4 4, Hereford

Other Matters. — The Mayor of Gloucester's banquet 
At the Guildhall on> Thursday evening, Sep. 26th was a 
brilliant spectacle. Replying to the toast of" The Magistracy 
of the County," the Rev. C. E. Dighton referred to the 
antiquity of the title, "We read of Magistrates at Fhilippi, 
a.d. 53. In 1327 the election of conservators of the peace 
was taken from the people, and they were superseded by good 
men and lawful, who being no maintainers of evil, were 
assigned to keep the peace, under a commission from the 
Sovereign. In 1334 another statute was passed; in 1360 
further powers were conferred on these commissioners and 
they were for the first time, in the preamble of the act itself 
styled ' Justices of the Peace ' a title which they have retained 
to the present day. The ancient form of the commission of the 
peace framed in Edward Ill's time (132/ to 1377.) remained 
uualtered to the end of the 16th century, when it was carefully 
reformed (1590), and as then settled remained in use for 
almost another 300 years, in fact ihl 1877, when the form of 
of commission now in use was adopted. The earliest records 
of the Quarier Session for Gloucestershire are for Epiphany 
Sessions, 1660.

that court are those still familiar ones — Codrington, Masters,. 
and Duncombe Colchester." 

Gloucester's New Water Works at Newent and Madam's 
Wood are rapidly proceeding. The Corporation officials 
paid a visit on Sep. 17th, when they were informed that the 
amount of water pumped up in a single day amounted to 
777,500 gallons. The well, already 148 ft. deep, will reach a 
depth of about 170 feet. On September 5th, the depth of 
water at Robinswood Hill, No. 1 Reservoir was 7 feet, and 
the three Reservoirs at Witcomb had a collective depth of 67 
feet 1 inch, containing a supply of 54,099,718 gallons of water 
sufficient to last two months. 

Little has been done in the shape of restoration or 
building this quarter. All Saints' Church, Gloucester, built 
from designs of Sir Gilbert Scott, was under repair during 
August and September. In addition to outside work, trie 
roof inside has been re-varnished, stone-work cleaned, walls 
coloured with suitable-tinted dresses, and incandescent light 
introduced — reducing gas consumption from 227 jets to 34 
burners. 

The new Linden-road Board Schools, Gloucester, were 
opened on Tuesday, Sep. 17th, The site selected lies on the 
South side of the city, and comprises an area of nearly four 
acres (purchased at a cost of £1000), almost equidistant 
from the Tredworth Board Schools, and St. Luke's National 
Schools — bounded on the north by Linden road, arid a part 
of Alma-road. About ->\ acres are devoted to the school 
buildings and playgrounds, leaving some 3870 sq. yards for 
building purposes. Accommodation is afforded for 813. 
children. The mixed school for 550 children, consists of a 
central hall 73 ft. by 3 3 4 ft . for 70 scholars, and eight class- 
rooms for classes of 60 children.

Thb Diocese. — The 16th Conference of the Diocese of 
Gloucester and Bristol was held at Bristol, Oct. 16 and 17. 
In 1894, the report stated, 223 beneficies out of 497 were below 
the clear annual value of ^"200; 139 below ^"150 571 below ^"100 
(average being ^"62) ; and " several are not worth even £$0." 
Nearly ^"8 8, 000 has been added to Endowments since 1858, by 
the various associations. : — 
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i. Diocesan Association (" Bishop of Glouc. and Bris. 
Church and School Fund") : since 1 858 £5,745. ; with £28,582 
raised to meet this sum; — total ,£32,327. 

ii. Newton Trustees : since its foundation in 1807 £7,590, 
since the year 1858 ,£"5,340. (Original bequest £2,000; 
present capital .£"5,000, in consols.) 

iii. Horfield Trustee*: arising from Horfield great tithes; 
annually £95 15s. 

iv. Governors of Queen .-I mte's Bounty .since 1858 £21,300. 

v. BccUsiasticalComiuissioiiers : since 1 858, about £22,000. 

The Committee recommend that a scheme be formulated 
for a separate Diocesan Fund, to tie administered by a central 
committee.

Bristol Bishopric Fund. — In October an appeal was 
made for £5,000 to complete the Fund for the endowment of 
the See. Some time since £10.000 was jjiven by the late 
Archdeacon Norris, of Bristol; £1,500 by Mrs. W. H. Miles; 
and two anonymous gifts of £500 were also received £2,100 
has since been raised, leaving £2,900 to be acquired by 
Jan. 1896. 

Diocesan Choral Union.— The annual meeting was held 
Dec. 2nd in the Gloucester Cathedral Library. The report 
showed that 75.S members, representing 24 choirs, attended the 
Festival on June 13, and that since 1881 the figures have 
successively been 667, 5S0, 536, 594, 621, 783, 683, 552, 687, 
^83, 727, 910, 961, 808 and 758 — total for 15 years, 10,560, 
yeilding an average of 704 members present at the Festivals. 

S. P. G.— Meeiing held at Guildhall, Nov. nth. During 
1895 the diocese sent £2,152 12. 8. from 291 churches out of 
582; in Gloucester Deanery 32 remitted out of 51, the sum 
lieing £170. ns. 
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At A shle worth a new organ was dedicat ed early in 
December. It consists of two manuals with 16 stops, cost ^140, 
and was built by Messrs Williams & Co., of Cheltenham. In 
1894. the bells were re-hung and re-tuned at an expense of ^"82. 
— Blakeney : A vestry met Dec. 17, " to apply for a faculty to- 
remove the South Gallery." It is proposed, further, to repew 
nave and west gallery, remove the organ to the Souih-east 
end, and the font to a position beneath the south-west gallery ; 
to shorten the west gallery by 5 feet, and to heat the church 
by hut air apparatus. The old font having been discovered, it 
will be replaced in the church upon a new pedestal. Future 
accommodation will be for 377 worshippers ; and total cost of 
these alterations to be about /400. — Cam, Lower : The new 
organ dedicated Nov. 30 ; cost £220, and was the gift of the 
Misses Hopton and others. — Chipping Sudbury; A stained glass 
window, placed on the north side of the tower, was dedicated 
on Dec. 21st.; subject, "Our Lord's Ascension," with 
text "And when He had spoken these words, while they 
beheld, He was taken up, and a cloud received Him out of 
their sight." Beneath this a brass plate recording, "To the 
tflory of God. and in memory of John Arnold, of this parish, 
this window is erected in affectionate remembrance by his 
widow. Sarah Ann Arnold. Also to the memory of her father 
and mother, Thomas and Frances Hawkins, late of Staunton 
Court, Worcestershire, Christmas Day 1895."— Crnnlnun : The 
Lord Bishop reconsecrated the church on Nov. 4, after 
restoration and enlargement. Mr. Henry Frith executed the 
I a rye basso-relievo sculptured panel under the East window 
exterior, also the choir stalls, and other wood and stone 
carving, renovating the old chancel screen, and erecting 
;i new carved oak screen between the chancel and organ 
chamber. Architect, Mr. Gamhier Parry. — Gloucester; 
The Provincial Grand Lodge of Gloucestershire and 
Herefordshire (Mark Masonry) decided at the end of 
October, to further adorn the Cathedral, by means of either a 
new nave pulpit, or some memorial work in connection with 
the North Cloister.— {St. Luke): A site for the new church 
has been procured on the Bristol road, the portion being 170ft. 
long by 80 ft. broad, and costing £500 ; estimated expenditure 
^6,080 including the tower ; architect, Mr. \V. Planch, whose 
design represents a massive brick church in late 15th century 
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style, capable of seating iooo worshippers,— (Si. Mary-de-

Archaeological Discoveries: — In October last some 
interesting discoveries were made in Eastgate Street, 
Gloucester, where excavations are in progress for new buildings. 
At a depth of from 10 ft. to 14 ft, beneath the front street 
pavement, the following were found : (1) a fragment (5 ft. by 
4 ft.) of a rough tesselated Roman pavement ; (2) pieces of 
black pottery and coarse Samian ware; (3) several coins of 
Constantine ; (4) a Bristol farthh g ; (5) a Wotton -under- Edge 
farthing or Token ; (6) a copper coin, or medal, (0. bold profile 
of Oliver Cromwell in armour — Kirk fecit : R. "Olivar 
Cromwell, 1658 " ; (7) spout of a delicate glass vessel, part of a 
Homan drop glass probably. But the greatest discovery took 
the form of a solid mass of masonry, measuring 10 ft. from 
north to south, and 4ft. 8 in. from east to west, being a portion 
of a doorway of old St. Martin's Church. The height of the 
wall was 6 ft. 1 1 ins., with a thickness of 3 ft. 6 in. , the lower 
stone resting at a depth of 7 ft. a in. from the street level. It 
has been more fully described in an opening article. The 
history of this forgotten church has been dealt with by Mr. 
Dan cey's notes on p. 167 ante. We now give plans and eleva- 
tion of the remains, with a rough sketch of the stone work — At 
the end of November a coffin of Painswick stone was unearthed 
in St. Paul's Road, Gloucester, where a house is in course of 
erection for Mr. F. Ashly. The ends and sides were 2 in. 
thick, with a length and width of 6 ft. 3 in. and 1 ft. o£ in. 
respectively, and a depth of 1 ft. 4 in. ; the lid, bound with an 
iron hoop, was 8J in. in thickness. Inside a skeleton was 
found, and a short distance away another, unenclosed ; both 
were in parallel positions.

Swtnbon anb its CCbnrcb. 

■WINDON is a quaint little village nestling among 
the trees above the banks of the Swiiligate rivulet, 
and scarcely a mi e distant in a north-wester'y 
direction from Cheltenham " the garden town of 
England." Prettily situated, picturesque though decayed, it is 
a place of suggestive memories. 

" Stigand, Archbishop of Canterbury, held Swindour," 
says Sir Robert At kyns, quoting Domesday Hook. "Itwr.s 
taxed at 3 Hides ; there were 9 Flow-Tillages, whereof 2 were 
in Demean. It formerly paid a yearly rent of 3/. ; it paid 
4/. io«. yearly in the reign of William the Conqueror who gave 
it to Thomas, Archbishop of York, for the use oi the Church of 
St. Oswald in Gloster," in whose possession it remained until 
Hen. VIII. dissolved that Priory, A.D. 1539. Kines of lands 
were levied in 1458 by John Hanborough and Thomas and 
Maud Bruges " to the use of John Hanborough and to the 
heirs of John and Maud"; and again in 1463, by John and 
Elizabeth Garing to the use of Thomas Bruges and certain 
other persons. 

According to Rudder, who quotes the Nona Roll, " the 9th 
of Sheaf, Fleece, and Lamb of Swindon parish was taxed at

Lamb, £1 4. 2. ; Calves, Ss. iod." — in addition to which there 
were "reprizes or deductions for Cenage Ac," amounting to 
8s. 8d. 

In 1577 certain lands in Swindon and Clopley, hitherto 
belonging to the Bishop of Hereford, were granted to Sir 
Christopher Hat ton. At the commencement of the seventeenth 
century (a.d. 1608) James Clifton was Lord of the Manor ; in 
1712, the Manorial Lord was John Sturmy; and in 1870 
Thomas Stratford. By purchase, the Manor successively came 
into the possession of the families of Trotman, Ashmead and 
Sturmy, between the years 1610 and 1710. 

I.), contains 
only six names, and runs as follows : —

II. Population &c— At the last census there were 201 
persons in Swindon; in 1871, 239 ; in 1831, 225 ; in 1779, 105 ; 
and in 1710, 90 persons. In 1712 and 1776 there were six 
freeholders, whilst the nuniher of houses in the former year 
amounted to 24. The annual value of Real Property in 1815 
was ^1,556. Rateable value was assessed at /"2,78s in 
1861 ; at ,£2,801 in 1881 ; and at ,£"3,034 (basis of new County 
Rate) in the year following. Payments were made of 
£59 "4- 4- in l6 9 2 ("Royal Aid"); and of £ 10 13.111 1694 
(" Poll Tax "). The Land Tax realised £47 17. in 1694, and in 
1770 £4.0 1. 9. Poor L.aw Administration cost £"18 2. 8. in 
I740, £15 in 1756. and ^260 in the years 1833 to 1835. 

According to figures taken from the Parish Register, there 
have been in the period 1606-1895, 1004 baptisms, 468 
marriages, and 885 burials. The number of baptisms, 
marriages, and burials recorded throughout the decades of the 
17th and iStti centuries were respectively as follows (excluding 
the 15 baptisms entered between 1606 and 1637) : — 1638-1640

III. The Rectory. — In 1712 the Rectory was worth £30; 
its gross income is now {C'ockford, 1895} £"295, net, £275 and 
house ; tithe rent charge being £2^2, averaging £"207, with 32 
acres of glebe. Atkyns records these charges: — "First fruits 
£"13 o. i£ ; tenths, £1 6. 1 J. procurations 6s 8d., synodals, 2s., 
pentecost, 4$d." The patrons since 1551 have been as follows

The Rev. John Gilbert-Day, M.A., (1878) is both rector 
and patron. He was educated at St. John's, Cambridge, 
taking bis degrees B. A. in 184a, and M.A. in 1845. After being 
ordained deacon in 1843, and priest in the year following, be 
successively became curate of Pitsford, Northants; vicar of 
Naseby (1866) ; agdin curate of Pitsford (1870) ; and rector of 
Swindon since the year 1878. The earliest rector at present 
known to us, William Halle by name, died in 1538 (his will, 
dated 1535, being at the Gloucester Registry) ; and in that year 
was succeeded by Thomas Roberts, whose deprivation of the 
living thirteen years later was brought about through having 
contracted matrimony.

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St. Paul's Training College, Cheltenham. 

Cheltenham Training Collegeconsists of two departments : 
the institution for males in the parish of St. Paul, and that for 
females in St Mary's parish. St. Mary's Hall was erected in 
1869, at a cost of i"S,oco, from thedesigns of Mr. J. T . Darby, 
of Cheltenham. St. Paul's College, the jubilee of which will 
next year be celebrated, was established six years later than 
the Proprietary College. It was founded for the purpose of 
training masters for elementary schools, and in accordance 
with the trust deed, the instruction given is " strictly 
scriptural, evangelical and Protest;int." Humble indeed was 
its original establishment, for its first students were instructed 
in a private house, "St Julia's Cottage" by name. In Feb. 
1848, Miss Jane Cooke generously gave a piece of land six 
acres in extent — then a fruitful orchard and market garden 
known as the 'Plough Garden "—as a site for the new 
Training College, the foundation-stone of which Lord Ashley 
(afterwaids Earl of Shaftesbury) laid on the snowy 19th of 
April, 1849. On this occasion a sermon was preached by Dr. 
Hugh Mc.Neille. 

St. Paul's was built after designs of Mr. S. W. Daukes, at 
a cost of /"i4,ooo, towards which sum government 
contributed £"6,ooo. The control of the College is in the hands 
of a committee selected by two hundred governors, of whom 
one-half are laymen. Dr. Bromby, subsequently Bishop of 
Tasmania, was the First Principal, i847-i864;the Rev. R. M. 
Chamney, M. A , was next appointed, holding the office until his 
death in Dec, 1894, a period of 30 years; in 1895 he was 
succeeded by the present Principal, the Rev. H. A. Bren, M.A. 
Many incidents might be mentioned in connection with 
the College, but within the limits of this short sketch a few 
alone may be recorded— e.g. the death of a student, John 
Tinsley, through drowning at Wain load Hill, 27 Aug., 1859: 
buried in Swindon Churchyard ; the establishment of an " Old 
Students' Scholarship Fund," 1879 ; presentation to the 
Vice- principal. Rev. Henry Martin, on becoming Principal of 
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Winchester Training College, 6 June, 1879; another to the 
Rev. W. Bromilow on the completion of 14 years' labour as 
superintendent master, 10 June, 1881; a third to the Rev. 
R. M. Chamney on the completion of 21 years as Principal of 
the College, 1886 ; the establishment of (1) a library, 
(2) Volunteer Corps, " E " Company, 1st G.V.R.E., and (3) 
a challenge shooting cup, henceforth to be known as the "Bishop 
Bromby's Memorial Cup of 1881 " ; also the re-roofing of the 
entire building, 1881-82; the increase of the Library to 1000 
volumes. 1884-85 ; the placing or a tablet in the dining hall to 
the memory of Walter Burton, injured in the Junior's Football 
Match, the esiablishment of a College Magazine, " The Chelt," 
July, 1890; the erection of a reading room and science 
laboratory at a cost of £"2,500, 1893-4; * ne extension of the 
library 1895 ; and the important alteraiions and additions now 
in progress. Since the opening of the two institutions, upwards 
of 2,200 masters, and 1,470 mistresses have been received for 
training: in 1887 more than 1800 masters had passed through 
St. Paul's College; in 1881 about 1,500; whilst the number of 
students from 1847 to 1852 were 160. According to the 
Government Inspector's report for 1S52-3, there were " 160 
students and 48 pupil-teachers, and at the general annual 
examination in December, 1852, there were 250 candidates for 
certificates of merit and Queen's scholarships. The amount of 
gratuties accruing from the success of students was £"1,400. 
Certificates were granted to 52 male and 22 female students." 
The number of students in training at any one time is 90 males, 
with about 60 females at St. Maiy's Hall. 

In April, 18S0, a motion expressing "the wish of the 
students for the formation of a College Company in connection 
with the Cheltenham Corps of the Gloucestershire Volunteer 
Royal Engineers," was brought before the Committee by the 
Principal, and after due consideration the Committee agreed to 
its establishment. At the first Inspection Sep., 1881, the 
College Company ("E "Co., 1st G.V.R.E.) comprised 1 captain, 
2 lieutenants, 1 sergeant. 3lancecorpi rals, and about 70sappers; 
in the following year 90 non-commisioned officers and men were 
present. Sapper Martin became the first winner of Bishop 
Bromby's Cup, by a score of 38 points. His name, together with 
the other winners since 1 881, is inscribed on the Cup which now 
is placed in a conspicuous position in the dining hall. 
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The structure is in the Early Pointed Style of Domestic 
Architecture and is entirely formed of rubble masonry. On 
the South side ars the residences of the Principal and Vice- 
Principal, the Commitiee-room, Porch and Porter's Lodge 
Sick- Ward &c. ; along the eastern side are the servant's 
quarters, and the Superintendent Master's house; westward, 
Senior lecture-room and ante-room ; whilst on the north 'side 
stand the Dining Hall and butlery, four Senior and Junior 
Classrooms, North Porch and Dormitory staircase, Armouiy, 
Junior Lecture-room, Library and Reading room. There are 
two memorial tablets in trefoilated recesses in the South Porch, 
that on the eastern side bearing the following inscription :— 

" The site on which this College is built, and the extensive 
"grounds around it, consisting of nearly six acres of land, 
" together with the sum of Five Hundred pounds, were the 
" munificent donations of Miss Jane Cooke, a native of, and a 
" constant resident in Cheltenham. A testimony to her value 
" of the principles on which this College was founded, and a 
"record of her desire that they may be faithfully observed 
" unto the end of time. A.D. 184.9." 

Miss Jane Cooke was born in 1773, and died 11 Feb., 185 1. 
She left legacies of .£1,000 to the operative Jewish Converts, 
Institute ; ,£2,000 to Episcopal Jews' Chapel Abrahamic 
Society ;£ 2,000 to Trinitarian Bible Society; £5,000 to Church 
Missionary Society; £5^°° to British and Foreign Bible 
Society; £1,000 to Malta Protestant College; £"1,000 to 
Edinburgh Bible Society; £1,000 to the Irish Society of 
London for distribution of Bibles &c. ; and the remainder of 
her property (o the Society for Promoting Christianity among 
the Jews. 

The tablet opposite is curiously worded : — "This stone was 
" laid by the Right Hon. Lord Ashley, M.P., President of the 
" Church of England Training Institution at Cheltenham, for 
" the purpose of instructing persons as masters for any part of 
'■ the United Kingdom, upon Scriptural, Evangelical and 
" Protestant principles, in accordance with the Liturgy and 
" Articles of the Established Church, April 19, 1849. S. W. 
" Daukes, architect, Thomas Haines, builder." 

The inscriptions set in the lower panels of the stained-glass 
windows of the Dining Hall are worthy of Notice :— (1) To 
SS. Matthew and John: " In memoriam : John \V. Grove,

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1853-55 t torn l8 3 6 - aied 1892."— (2) St. Paul. "In 
affectionate remembrance of John Wm. Brockbanks (1881-2).

Died Nov. aoth, 
1891." — (4) The Good Shepherd. "To the loving memory of 
Edward William Clevely, who died Oct. 8th, 1884, in his 
22nd year. This window is erected by his friends and fellow 
students."— (5) " In loving memory of a true Christian worker, 
George Hamlett, 1872-3." — (6) " In memoriam : James Baker, 
Died nth Jan, 1885- A loving tribute from masters and 
fellow students." A brass on the north wall is thus inscribed : 
"This lablet is erected in memory of W. J. Burton, by the 
masters and students, April 12, A.D. 1888." 

In the Senior Lecture-room is an organ by H. Williams, of 
Cheltenham, with chamber iSft. square. It consists of two 
manuals, the compass ranging 4^ octaves and pedals 2J 
octaves The specification is as follows : — i. Great Organ : 
cremona 8 ft., fifteenth 2 ft., principal 4 It., flute 4 ft., dulciana, 
8 ft., claribella 8 ft., open diapason 8 ft . , andstopped diapason 
bottom octave only. ii.

The Reading-room and Laboratory were opened on Jan. 27, 
1894 : the former building is 55 ft. long, 23 ft. wide, and r6 ft. 
high ; the latter measures 58 ft. by 24 ft., and includes a 
lecture room, 24 ft. square, preparation and balance rooms. 
Acid Chamber, Science Master's Office, &c. The College 
supports its own magazine, The Chilt, which is now in its 
sixth year; but since March, 1879, there has been circulated 
among the students a MSS. Chell—a most interesting 
compilation — amongst the numerous contributions of which 
will be found the following, well illustrated : — Vol. I. "Remin- 
iscences of Cheltenham Training College."

The Diocese. — About the middle of January, Bishop 
Ellicott issued his annual address to the Diocese. After 
referring to the restoration of the Lady Chapel of Gloucester 
Cathedral and the choir of Bristol Cathedral ; the new vestry 
at St. Mark's, Gloucester ; the new Chancel and other work 
in Cranham Church, due to the munificence of Mr. Dyer- 
Ed wardes ; the re-erection of Shurdington Spire; and the 
mural paintings at Up Hatherley— the Bishop goes on to 
speak of the Diocesan Mission Work during the year. The 
figures of "Confirmations" show that candidates from 86 
centres were received, and 6,823 (of whom 2,742 males, and 
4,081 females), were confirmed. Twelve of those 38 ordained 
graduated at Oxford, r4 at Cambridge, 3 at Dublin, 2 at 
Durham, and 7 came from Theological Colleges. 

With regard to the Bishop's " Church and School Fund," 
the balance on the Church Account is put at £"775 ; on '• School 
Account " £732. For building and restoring iocburches^"278 
was voted ; for the building of three Glebe-Houses ^"160; ior 
Endowments /105, to meet a provided sum of ^"670. The 
Grants from the "School Account " were: Diocesan Inspection 
/408 tfso by the National Society) ; Organising Visitor, ^"325 ; 
Pupil Teachers' prizes, £15; building grants to five schools, 
£260. (The sum expended reached ^6,728.) 

Next, concerning Charitable Institutions, tbe Bishop deals 
with the " Clergy Cbarity," in aid of which about £"400 might 
be expected from the Gloucester Musical Festival; the 
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" Bristol Clergy Society," which possessed a balance of £"213 ; 
" Bristol Scripture Readers' Society," donations to which 
amounted to /"153, church collections amounting to £"343; 
Bristol Branch of the "Missions to Seamen:" Bible-class 
attendance stood at 2,909, and at week-day Morning Prayer at 
8,840; and lastly the "Church aid Society," whose receipts 
last year were ^818. From this last-named source grants 
were ni*de {exclusive of those of St. Paul's, Clifton, to 
Windmill Hill, and of Stoke Bishop to Eastvi'lo) as follows: 
for Missionary Curacies, 7 ; rent of Mission Rooms 5 ; Scripture 
Readers and other helpers, 12 ; and Mission Women, 6. 

The Bishops' Church and School Fund.— At the annual 
meeting, held at Cheltenham on Jan. 30., it was stated that 
whereas five years ago 411 churches had collections for this 
fund, now not more than 349 out of 588 did so. The income, 
£1,375, represents a decrease of £155 in the last three years; 
727 church collections were made, and subscribers numbered 
648; disposable balance amounts to £"1,464 3. 4. Grants were

Tewkesbury Abbey Restoration.- A special meeting of 
the Abbey Restoration Committee was held on Jan 21st., 
when the Architect (Mr. J. Oldrid Scott) laid the following 
report before the meeting : — " The time has now arrived when 
it becomes necessary to deal with some parts of the external 
walls and with a portion of the lead roofs of the Abbey. It is 
satisfactory to find that by far the greater part of the external 
stone-work is sound and requires little if any attention, but 
there are certain points ibout the building where mischief is 
going on, and which cannot any longer be neglected without 
serious risk. The remedy is to remove the whole of the siones 
which have failed in this way, and to insert others of the same 
size and character in their places. The coping of the west end 
of the South Aisle is in a very bad state, the stones are much 
broken and decayed, and the weather is thus able to penetrate 
the wall below. This should be set right without delay. 
There are places in the South Transept which require 
attention, and especially it seems to me desirable to repair 
the large crack which runs through nearly the whole height of 
the gable wall. One of the most urgent matters is the 
beautiful stone panelling on the exterior of the South Aisle 
wall, which once formed a part of the cloister This delicate 
work was never intended to be exposed to the weather, as it 
has been ever since the cloister perished. The stone used 
seems quite unable to stand the action of the weather and it is 
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now perishing rapidly ; some details of the stone work have 
already gone, and many parts are ready to fall away when 
touched. It has been suggested that a lean-to roof, projecting 
about three feet, should be erected just above the panelling, in 
order to give protection to the stonework. It would, doubtless, 
do much good, and I do not think the disfigurement would be 
at alt serious. What I should advise is the application of 
some chemical solution to the surface of the old stonework 
which will harden it and prevent its perishing any further. 
There remains the important subject of the lead-covering of 
the roofs. I have examined them all, and am glad to report 
that, with one exception, they can be made sound for some 
time to come by carefully repairing the defective spots. The roof 
of the North Transept has, however, become too bad for this 
treatment The western half of this roof must be re-laid, and 
no time ought to be lost. The eastern half is not so bad, and 
can, probably, be repaired. The coat of carrying out these 
works will be ascertained later on ; but, in the meantime, it 
may suffice to say that not less than £700 should be raised for 
the expenses of the next twelve months. No attempt at 
anything like ' restoration ' will be made. The works 
proposed are all essential for the due preservation of the fabric " 
The Archdeacon of Gloucester was invited to act as chair- 
man of the committee in the place of the late Sir E. A. H. 
Lechmere, and to take in hand the raising of a fund to cam 
out the work recommended by Mr. Scott, and also to provide 
a permanent Endowment Fund. 

The County Council.— The Council, at their quarterly 
meeting on Jan. 6th., introduced new bye-laws for the better 
regulation of county traffic after sunset : every carriage or 
vehicle in the county is now under the necessity of carrying 
lights after darkness sets in; and in the case of timber 
waggons, it is specially enacted that lights, distinctly visible in 
front as well as in rear, shall be carried. — Discussions, dealing 
amongst other things with the county rate basis ; taxation of 
Crown property ; Cycle taxation ; Shirehall alterations ; 
Compensation to the Clerk of the lately abolished Bisley Local 
Board ; Coroners' Salaries ; Technical Education ; County 
Asylums; Allotments, concerning which it was considered 
that " the Hocks," a piece of land at West bury -on- Try m, 
might lie acquired under 56 and 57 Vic, c 73, s. 10; and 
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Bridges : Opposition offered to the proposed new bridge over 
the Severn at Beachley ; Lawrence Hill Bridge, on the other 
hand, to receive attention, the C.C. being recommended to 
contribute to the St George U.D.C. one half, not exceeding 
£"4,800, of a loan repayable in 30 years. — The County 
Surveyor's report stated that five bridges in the Sodbury 
district, and four in that of Winchcombe, need immediate 
repair. Expenses in connection with bridges during tha 
quaner amount to £"450 5. 3. ; Binton £"87 19. 4. (making, in 
nine months, £"339 16.); Auckhold's, Stroud, £"33 11. 11.; 
Damery {a contribution), £25 ; the Haw, £"22 15. 6.; those 
near the Haw, £"147 II. 7. ; Hinton, £97 13. 1. ; Stratford, 
£"10 16.6.; Tanner's, £"10 7.4.; West bury on-Trym,£"i4 10. — 
In matters of finance, police expenses appear to be about 
£"9,000 ; but receipts include £"2,645 from the Bristol Corpora- 
tion for the sale of Avonmouth Police Station, together with 
£"15,371 from the Excise and Customs' Account. The new 
rates are for police purposes ^ in the £", and for County 
purposes generally id. in the £". — Vagrancy received its share 
of attention : during the quarter 11,010 casuals sought shelter 
for 14,430 collective nights; 22,923 vagrants applied for a 
mid-day meal. — The admission during the year has decreased 
to 40,993, but is still above that recorded two years previously. 
— Of swine fever there were 49 outbreaks, affecting 277 out of 
872 pigs; 99 died, 176 were slaughtered, but 117 were 
healthy. 

District and Parish Councils.— A wrt, U.D.C. (March 
28th) : A letter was received from the Charity Commissioners 
to the effect that the charities of Richard Hurst, Terrett, and 
Adeane, were referred to in the digest of endowed charities of 
1864-1865 as having been lost, and consequently no accounts 
had been received at that office in relation to the charities. 
With regard to Stoke's Charity no accounts had been received 
for 20 years, and it was not known whether the three bushels 
of wheat of which the Charity consisted had been contributed 
during that period. If not, it was feared that that Charity 
must also be regarded as irrecoverable. The Chairman said 
that was the charge upon the farm he occupied, and he paid it 
regularly. Mr. Carter said the Rev. Charles Sandeford's 
Charity was partly ecclesiastical and partly parochial. It 
referred to the Bird-in-Hand Inn at Blakeney, which was sold 
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recently. It was formerly let at £1%, but the interest it earned 
— that money being invested in Consols — was only £j ios. a 
year. — Badge-worth (Mar. 3) : A resolution was passed "That 
Mr. Bliss l>e requested to produce at the next Council meeting 
some definite proposal as to the source of supply and probable 
cost of supplying the Reddings with water before this Council 
approach the Rural District Council on the matter." A 
further resolution was to the effect " That this Parish Council 
recommend to the County Council the desirability of dividing 
the parish into two wards, to be called Badgeworth and 
Betham wards for both parliamentary and parochial purposes, 
under the provisions of the Local Government Act, 1894." It 
was decided to purchase a safe and a tin cylinder for the maps. 
The state of the footpaths through the Reddings, and 
through fields from the Reddings to Churchdown Railway 
Station, came in for discussion. — Barnteood (Feb. 10): 
Discussion arose over the Giles Cox Charity, which was 
referred to the Finance Committee. With regard to the 
lighting question, a canvass had resulted in 13 votes for and 
44 against, out of a total 71 canvassed (Mar. 9): The Report of 
the Parish Room Committee contained a recommendation that 
Mrs. Ruddiford's deed of £250 to the Council for the erection 
of a Memorial Room, should be signed, and that the contract 
with the builder, Mr. Cullis, be also signed.— Campden (Feb. 
10th) : Reference was made to the County Council's communi- 
cation respecting the election of Waywardens by the Parish 
Council, and also the posponement of Highway powers. 
Charlton Kings, R.D.C. (Mar. 10): The expenditure is now 
stated as .£"2,389 15s., receipts only amounting to ^856 13s., 
leaving a balance of £1,533 2 to be met by a rate. The 
rate recommended (2/2 in the £) will not cover this balance 
by £110. An increase of £"1,450 has been effected in the 
rateable value of the Corporation Waterworks' and Gas 
and Railway Companies' properties in the parish. — 
Ckurchdoicn (Mar. 3) : New rules have been passed for the 
Clothing Club to meet the requirements of the Trustees of 
Giles Cox's Charity.— Cirencester, R.D.C. (Jan. 2): The first 
business was to declare the offices of five irregular members to 
be vacant (17 votes to 3). Next came the consideration as to 
the transfer of four Wiltshire parishes in Cirencester Union — 
the Local Government Board having intimated their intention of 
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transferring Kemble, Poole Keynes, Someford Keynes, and 
Thorncote, to Gloucestershire. {Mar. 9) : An Amendment for 
laying the Coates Water Supply scheme with extended mains, 
making the amount of the required loan £"1,300 instead of 
£"900, was referred to the Coates P.C. — East Dean (Mar. 7) : 
A weighing machine will in future be fixed at the Greenboltom 
pumping station. — Lottghope (Mar. 23): At this meeting was 
reported the receipt of a draft of the Charity Commissioner's 
new scheme for the regulation of parish charity lands. — Lydtuy 
(Jan. 2', : The Council issued a £"280 precept on the overseers 
for lighting purposes. Amongst other matters the completion 
was reported of the road leading to the Tutnals (costing 
£"23 17. 7.), and of the bridge crossing the brook in the 
direction of Primrose Hill (£17 19. 5.). (Mar. 14): A letter 
was received from the G.W. Ry. Co., asking whether the 
Parish desired the return of a parcel of parish rate-books left 
at Paddington in the name of " G. B. Pope," in April, 1894. 
The Council assented and agreed to pay the dues imposed 
thereon (£2). ' The flight of the late assistant overseer cost 
the parish nearly £"75, owing to the loss of these books.' A 
letter was also read to the effect that the Joint Railway 
Company had plans in hand for a new booking office, waiting 
room, ice. ; but as nothing was mentioned respecting the 
removal of the level crossing, the Council deemed it necessary 
to point out this important omission. — Mr. Howard Howell's 
scheme for a public parish bath-room, estimated to cost £250, 
was postponed. — Newnham (Feb. 12): An application has 
been made inviting the Gas Company to reduce their price of 
52/6 to 35/4 per lamp per year (each lamp consuming 5,580 ft. 
annually). — Prestbury (Jan. 7) : A resolution to the following 
effect was passed : — " That the Committee be empowered to 
get estimates and carry through the repairs which they 
mention to the footpaths and stiles, with the permission 
of the owners; the total expenditure not to exceed £10." 
—Shurdington (Jan. 1) : Information was given on New 
Year's Day, that the drainage scheme had been approved 
of by the Cheltenham R. D. C. on December 28th. 
— Stow-ou the-Wold, R.D.C. (Mar. 14): Mr. Witts' plan, 
estimating the cost of carrying out Bledington drainage scheme 
at £"700, has been forwarded to the Bledington P.C. for their 
consideration. — Stroud, U.D.C. (Jan. 1): The Council reported 
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having sold their tent and other temporary infectious hospital 
appliances, to the Joint Hospital Board for £90 • — Tuffiey 
(Mar, 9) : At the annual meeting held on this date a report 
(the first to appear in Gloucestershire) was presented. 
" The Council have adopted bye-laws. They have also 
catalogued the documents and papers which have come into 
their hands as belonging to the parish, and entered such 
catalogue in their minute book, and they respectfully suggest 
that any additions be in future minuted in the same place. 
They found that no correct parish map existed. They 
therefore had a map carefully compiled from the general maps 
published by the Ordnance Office and coloured. They have 
also obtained a map giving an accurate delineation of the 
enclosures in the several parishes surrounding Tuffiey. There 
are three footpaths which will be interferred with by the 
proposed new railway line from Tuffiey Bridge to the Docks, 
and all of these are important to residents in this parish, two 
of them especially so to parishioners living at Lower Tuffiey. 
The Council have been in communication with the officers of 
the Railway Company, and hope to arrange that the path 
starting from near the Schools to Lower Tuffiey be carried 
over the railway by a bridge, and they have secured that the 
other two be carried under the railway by a proper drained 
subway. In each case the great dangers of a level crossing 
will be avoided. The improvement of other parish footpaths 
have been under the consideration of the Council, and they 
have arranged for proper plank bridges being erected where 
necessary. Up to the beginning of the year the Lady Well at 
the top of Tuffiey pitch has not been of great value to the 
parishioners, and the Council have laid on a pipe to the main 
road with an efficient spring tap to prevent waste. As in 
summer good water is, in this locality, very scarce, the 
Council think that the alteration will be a great convenience, 
especially tothecottpgers in its vicinity. The well cannot now 
be a source of contagion from the dipping of unclean buckets, 
&c, The expenses in the first year have amounted to about 
/30." Westbury-on-Severn (Jan.) : The reported balance 
amounted to £$ o. 5. ; receipts from Highways, £10 14., and 
from General District Rates, £y 2. 2. The attention of the 
Lord of the Manor has been called to the dangerous state of 
the Noards Bridge, near the River Severn. (Feb.): At this 
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meeting it was stated that an order had been received, Jan, 
14, conferring Parish Council powers with regard to Charities; 
the Council decided to take up the matter of the Exeter 
Charities. — WoUon-uuder-Edgt (Mar. 28) : A resolution made 
\n February, 1895, appointing trustees for Dawe's Hospital and 
Purnell's Charity, was at this meeting rescinded, and new 
trustees were appointed. The water supply was reported to 
be 70,000 gallons daily, income from this source during the 
half-year being £95 6. 2. 

Gloucester Voluntary Schools. — A statement was 
published Dec. 21, 1895, by the association of Managers 
of Voluntary Schools — British, Church of England, 
Roman Catholic, and Wesleyan— in the city of Gloucester. 
It shows the amount spent on improvements to school buildings 
during the past ten years, to be £6,051 viz. — Christ Church 
^488 ; British /401 ; National £320 ; Roman Catholic £"703 ; 
Wesleyan— Northgate £316; Ryecroft £500; St. Catherine 
£575; St. James £"1,065; St. Luke £562; St. Mark £3; 
St. Mary -de-Lode £131 ; St. Michael ^820 , St. Nicholas £"140. 
This means an average expenditure of £"605, or £"46 10s. per 
school : nevertheless, it seems strange that St. Mark's school 
should represent but a trifling £"3 per annum, whereas St. 
James's figures at ^106 per annum for improvements.

Shipway Family. — We have received from Col. Shipway 
an admirable autotype facsimile of a page out of the Beverston 
register, relating to the Shipway family, who are mentioned 
in Blunt's " Dursley and its Neighbourhood," as resident at 
Beverston Castle in the time of the Great Rebellion. It is an 
interesting bit of family history recording the birth of a son to 
John Shipway many years after his marriage, and we therefore 
print the inscription as follows : — 
1662, Feb. 6th. 

John Shipway, of ye Castle of Beverston, hath in (this) 
year of ye Lord for ye goodness of God in raising a 
sonne to him, put anew Standard upon ye Tower of ye 
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Church for that ye old was grown unsitely. Also he 
did put a new Cock, his joy being full for that ye 
Lord God hath blessed him and his wife Elizabeth 
with a sonn. 



A Id worth — Robert Aldworth, born in 1561, became and 
eminent Bristol merchant, promoted Martin Pring's voyage to 
Maine in 1603, purchased and re-built the Norton Mansion in 
1607 (now St. Peter's Hospital), was chosen Mayor in 1609, 
and d. s.p. 6th Nov., 1634, aet 73. He was buried in St 
Peter's Church, where a magnificent monument with a long 
Latin inscription was erected in the south aisle to the memory 
of him and his wife. By his will he bequeathed £"1,000 for 
"setting the poor to work." Richard Aldworth, apparently 
not relaled to the above nor to Robert Aldworth, the town 
clerk, was a mercer in the High Street, in partnership with 
John Young, having a joint capital of £"3,000. He was chosen 
Sheriff during the mayoralty of John Gunning in 1627, became 
a captain of the trained bands in 1629, resigning that post in 
1640, and on the bieaking out of the civil war in 1642 took the 
side of the Parliament and was chosen Mayor, filling that 
office when the city was seized December, 1642, by Col. 
Fiennes and stormed July, 1643, by the Royalists. He and 
Alderman Robert Aldworth were both named in the Act of 
1650 for rating ihe City for the Presbyterian Clergy ; the 
former was appointed in that of 1654 for ejecting of clergy, 
and the latter aided in presenting an address at the Restoration. 
(See Bristol, Past and Present). The following three refer- 
ences to wills at P.C.C. relate to this family, viz. : 1664, Ann 
Aldworth, of Bristol, widow [94 Bruce;, John Aldworth, of 
Bristol, merchant [91 HeneJ, and Robert Aldworth, of 
Bristol [123 Hale]. 

Sunniughill. V. L, OLIVER. 
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Huntingdonshire and the Spanish Armada. By VV. Mack- 
reth Noble, B.A , London, Elliot Stock, 8vo, pp. viii., 64, 
wrapper, 1896. 

This tract deals with the preparation made in Huntingdon- 
shire to resist the threatened Spanish invasion. Those actively 
engaged in the military organization of the district were Lord 
St. John, Sir Henry Cromwell, and the Bishop of Lincoln. 
The letters and directions written by them are here printed 
extenso. Lists are given of officers and soldiers from the 
.county, and Mr. Noble adds notes identifying many of them. 
The names also of those who contributed are also added, and 
also particulars of the preparations made after the defeat of 
the Armada. 

The Vaccination Question. By Arthur Wollaston Hutton, 
M.A. London, Methuen & Co., 1895. CI. 8vo, pp. x, 192. 

This book may appropriately be noticed in Gloucestershire 
Notes and Queries, especially at a time when our capital has 
become notorious by a severe epidemic of small-pox. In 
Jenner's native county it seems like rank heresy to doubt the 
efficacy of his prophylactic, yet the mere fact that in the 
centenary year of Jenner's discovery a Royal Commission 
should have been sitting for seven years without reporting as to 
its merits, shows that the "question" is not that mere fore- 
gone conclusion which most of us in 1889 judged it to be. 
Gloucester is now by the vaccinationists held up as a 
shocking example resulting from neglect of vaccination, though 
as it seems to be confined to certain insanitary quarters of the 
city, the connection between non-vaccination and small-pox 
does not seem to be altogether clear. But Sheffield and 
Nottingham, well -vaccinated towns, have suffered from epi- 
demics of small-pox, and it might therefore very plausibly be 
contended that there small-pox was the result of vaccination. 
It is clear from the literature upon the subject and from the 
long continued silence of the Royal Commission that this is a 
very real question which cannot be summarily dismissed as a 
mere fad. For those who wish to consider the subject, this 
book, which takes the form of letters addres-ed to Mr. Asquith, 
and Mr. Balfour, may be commended to their careful study. 
It deals with the origin of vaccination from the scientific 
point of views, shows the basis of the question and treats of the 
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dangers arising from the practice, and also with the statistical 
side at length. Mr. Hutton is a strong opponent of the 
practice, and this volume may be taken as a brief for the 
opposition. All the same it is very desirable that in a matter 
which so closely affects our health, we should have an oppor- 
tunity of carefully considering whether the custom of 
deliberately infecting infants a few weeks old with one 
disease on the chance that it will prevent them catching another, 
is a practice which has any real scientific basis. The book is 
well written, clearly printed, and has the advantage of a full 

County Records of the Surnames of Francus, Franceis, 
French in England, a.d. 1100-1350- By A. D. Weld French, 
Boston. Privately printed 1896. Cloth, 8vo, pp. xiv, 594. 

Mr. French has already published two useful volumes 
relative to his own and allied surnames which practically 
range themselves into the two great groups of Francis and 
French. The present handsomely printed volume is a collec- 
tion of early references to these names arranged under counties, 
and will prove of great value and interest to all interested 
in them Every county, Rutland and Monmouth ex- 
cepted, is fully represented and thus testifies how widely 
spread these surnames are. It is not likely that they all have 
the same origin and the number of distinct families must be 
very great. Mr. French has noted apparently every reference 
which has come under his notice from this early period, and the 
value of his work is much enhanced by his practice of invari- 
ably giving the context. As a rule the records are translated, 
but generally the names of persons and places are given 
exactly as they appear in the original. Eighteen pages are 
devoted to our own county, in which French is still of frequent 
occurrence. We understand that it is Mr. French's intention 
to hereafter present a copy of his work to the Free Library at 
Gloucester. The work is so well carried out that we hope the 
author will be induced to continue it county by county for 
later periods, and to print the pedigrees of at least some of the 
more distinguished families of these names. There are some 
slight blunders which should be noted, though they do not 
detract from the value of the book. The date named in the 
title page is not quile accurate, as Mr. French has printed 
some records as late as 1399. It is incorrect in many instances 
to translate "Dominus" by "lord." Obviously in the case of 
the clergy and others, "Sir" is the correct rendering. And it 
is incorrect to speak of Nottingham Ciir and Leicester City, 
but this error is evidently due to the different use of the word 
in England and America. 
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The American and English Sambornes, v/itU a notice of the 
Rev. Stephen Bachiler. By V. C. Sanborn. 8vo, pp. 26, 
CoDcord, N. H., 1895. 

This pamphlet is the result of enquiries made with the 
view of tracing the American Samborn to their English home. 
The writer gives an account of the first American generation, 
of the Sambornes or Sanbornsas this name is now spelt in the 
new world. They appear to have been grandchildren of the 
Rev. Stephen Bachiler, of Wherwell, near Andover, in Hants, 
near which place were resident several Samborns. Mr. 
Bachiler landed at Boston, Mass., in 1632, but up to the 
present the precise descent of the Samborns who emigrated 
with him has not been made out. The present tract is mainly 
devoted to the history of the earlier generations of the English 
Sambornes and shews considerable search on the part of the 
compiler, who is of the American family. It is plentifully 
illustrated by good process blocks ot various houses and 
churches connected with the family. The Samborns were a 
Wiltshire and Berkshire family and are now represented by 
Mr. S. S. P. Samborne, of Timsbury in Wiltshire. They had 
Gloucestershire conneciions. and Sir Barnaby Samlwrne, of 
Tinsbury, who died in 1600, married Cicely Bassett, of Uley, 
and Margaret Throgmorton, of Tonworth. The work appears 
to be a prelude to a fuller history of the family, and any notes 
thereon may be sent to the author who resides at La Grange, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

Transactions of the Bristol and Gloucestershire Archaeologi- 
cal Society. Vol. xviii, parts I. and II., 1893-4, *894-5- 

These two parts are now before us and it is evident that 

the Society has made a fresh departure in issuing only one 
volume for two years It is understood that this change is 
partly due to the Council's decision to issue a volume on the 
church plate of the county. That course certainly has the 
advantage of confining the Society's work lo the county 
instead of allowing it to stray over the border and even further 
afield. Mr. Bentley's paper on The Knights' Templar, 
interesting though it be, would have more appropriately 
appeared in some periodical of general scope, such as the 
Antiquary. It fills 17 pages, and only half-a-page of this deals 
with Gloucestershire. This gives a very meagre account of 
the single preceptory in this county belonging to the Templars' 
order. Additional account of Quenington Preceptory would 
have been of interest to the subscribers, but a mere general 
review of the whole order of Templars such as this, is clearly 
out of place in the transactions of a local society which ought 
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to confine its work rigidly to its own district. Matters outside 
should be dealt with only in illustration of local history. 
Mrs. Bagnall-Oakley's valuable paper is of considerable 
interest and pleasantly written as her contributions usually 
are, though we must grumble that six out of the ten illustra- 
tions are outside the county. The present volume has n 
melancholy interest in that it contains the last contribution cf 
Sir John Maclean, a paper on the course of Offa's dyke in 
Gloucestershire. Mr. Fuller contributes two important papers 
on Cirencester history, dealing with the Guild Merchant there, 
and the other on the 15th Century Register of the Lady Chapel 
in Cirencester Church. The Editor, Mr. Taylor, prints two 
exhaustive articles on the Pre- Domesday Hundred in Glouces- 
tershire, and on the Benedictine Revival in the Hwiccian 
Monasteries. Mr. Hartland's paper on the Ethnographical 
Survey of the United Kingdom should induce attention 10 a 
subject of peculiar interest. If it be possible to obtain an 
adequate number of observers in the county, much valuable 
information should be collected relative to the races of 
Gloucestershire. 'I he paper deserves very careful study. 
Church Plate is dealt with by Mr. Cripps, and the Civil War 
in the Forest of Dean, and the Recoids of Newnham, are 
treated respectively by Mr. Hyett and Mr. Russell Ketr. 
Taken altogether this may l« regarded as a strong volume. 

Rochdale Surnames. By Henry Fishwick, F.S.A. 8vo. 
pp. 24. Rochdale, James Clegg. 

This tract, written by Col. Fishwick, a well-known 
Lancashire antiquary, deals with the surnames of the exten- 
sive parish of Rochdale, from the earliest time, 1332, when any 
adequate list of the inhabitants is found, to the 17th century. 
They are classified according to their apparent origin, and 
some useful tables are given showing their relative frequency. 
Of 47 occurring in the registers, from 1582 to 1616, no less 
than 27 were derived from places in the locality. Eleven of 
these names comprised about a third of the population. Of 
these again the Butterworths were most numerous, indeed 
about one in twenty bore that name which were scattered all 
over the parish, though chiefly in the hamlet of Butterwortb 
itself. The tract is of considerable local value, and should 
form a model for those desiring to study surnames in other 
districts.

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(Bloucester, flDassacbneetts. 

>J 1892 was published, as a souvenir of the two 
hundred and fiftieth anniversaryof the foundation of 
Gloucester, Massachusetts, a history of that town,* 
which was ..■ -lamed after our own Gloucester. 
The site appears to have been first settled by English people 
about 1623. It was a mere fishing hamlet, but is of impor- 
tance in that it is said to be the oldest settlement in ihe 
Massachusetts colony. Though for a time half deserted, yet 
it became more resorted to after 1630, and by 1642 the place 
was of sufficient importance to be incorporated, when it was 
named "Gloucester, because it is said that a large number of 
the early settlers were from the English city. Cape Ann 
derives its name from James the First's Queen. A list of 
those who were settlers in the town before 1700 is given by 
Mr. Pringle, together with some particulars of them. These 
early settlers, like most others, suffered from Indian raids. In

the early part of the 18th century the fishing industry began 
to grow in importance; by 1727 the population so increased 
that there was considerable emigration from the town, and by 
the middle of the century New Gloucester, in Cumberland 
County, Maine, had been founded. While in 1700 there were 
but a bare dozen of small boats, there were, about 1750, 
something like 70 or 80 large fishing vessels. The population 
was then about 2,700. by 1800 it had grown to 5,300, and by 
1850 to about 12,000, whilst in 1890 it was nearly 25,000. 
The position of Gloucester on the seaboard has rendered it an 
important centre of the fishing industry. 

This volume, which is very well printed, details the history 
of the town in every aspect; many valuable lists of inhabitants 
are given and particulars of the incorporation, while it is well 
illustrated with engravings of the city as it appeared anciently 
and at the present day. By the courtesy of Mr. Pringle, we 
are enabled to reproduce a view of the city in 1892; and 
Gloucester people will doubtless be glad to gain some idea of 
their trans-atlantic namesake. In 1869, an exchange of 
courtesies took place between the old Gloucester and the new f 
and this is chronicled by Mr. Pringle. The principal occur- 
rences are entered in order of date, and there are besides 
chapters dealing with the principal institutions in the city. 
There are also many portraits of some of the leading citizens 
of Gloucester. The book embodies a large accumulation of 
facts relating to the town, and shows considerable research on 
the part of the author who may well be congratulated on the 
result of his labours. One fault the volume has, there is no- 
index, and it would have been better too had a map of the 
place been supplied. These are defects which we trust will be 
remedied when the volume reaches, as no doubt it will do, the 
second edition. 
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Gloucestershire parish Churches: 

II— ST. MARY'S, CHELTENHAM.* 

The church of St. Mary, originally in the diocese of 
Worcester, was founded nearly 300 years before the Norman 
Conquest. It is mentioned in Domesday Book, where Reinbald, 
Dean of the Collegiate Church of Cirencester, is found to hold 
r ) hides belonging to St. Mary's. In 11 33, Henry I.gaveamill, 
with adjacent land, yearly value £"24, towards the endowment, 
granting at same time the Rectory to Cirencester Abbey. From 
141 5 to 1538, the Rectory remained in possession of Sion Nun- 
nery, near Isleworth. In 1624, presentation of the living was 
granted to Jesus College, Oxford, by Sir Baptist Hicks, on the 
understanding that none other than unmarried fellows of the 
College, M.A.'s of two year's standing, should be nominated. 

So far as may be with certainty judged from an examina- 
tion of the existing early portions, the original plan of the 
church must have consisted of a nave and presbytery with 
narrow aisles, central tower, north and south transepts. At 
present the structure is cruciform, with clerestoried nave of four 
bays, chancel, aisles to the north and the south, transepts, north 
and south porches, vestry, and central tower with octagonal 
spire. The church was restored in 1877 under the direction of 
Mr. E wan Christian, and reseated the year following ; the 
entire cost amounted to ^"4000. 

North Aisle. — The tracery of the windows in this aisle 
corresponds to that of the aisle opposite. An additional 
window has been crowded in at the east end ; this is filled 
with stained glass, the gift of T. Bedwell, Esq., in 1879. The 
west window was restored and filled with stained glass in 
1889; and a brass with the following inscription records its 
dedication : — " The above Window was erected to the glory of 
God by Parishioners and others, A.D., 1889, Canon Charles D. 
Bell, D.D., Rector, during whose incumbency this Church

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was restored in 1877. G. M. Kite, Churchwarden. W. R. 
Felton, F. F. Wheeler, Sidesmen." The parvise, or little 
room over tiie north porch, "afforded a lodging for the chanting 
priests who had charge of the church at night, and after the 
Reformation was used as a parish school-room. At no very 
distant date, rings were visible in the walls, to which the school 
hooks had been fastened."* The doorway in the interior of 
the church has been walled up, but admittance to the chamber 
may be made by means of an external Staircase, rebuilt c. 1715. 
The walls of this aisle are early. decorated in character, the 
ball-flowers and other details of the arched tomb-recess in 
the north wall testifying to the prevalence of the style. From 
the fact that the apex of this arch rises above the window 
sill, it may be inferred that the recess was constructed at a 
period even earlier than that of the window. Near the porch 
is a fine slab of Purbeck marble, inlaid with a monumental 
brass to Sir Win. Greville, Kt., Justice of Common Pleas 
(d. 1513), and his three sons and seven daughters. Only a 
fragment of the inscription remains : — " Slaughter, whiche 
William decessid the xj. clave of March in the 4th yeare of the 
reign of King Henry VIII," 

The North Porch may be regarded as late perpendicular. 
It has fine Heme vaulting, the wall-ribs being four-centred 
arches. The Tudor rose occupies a prominent place among 
the carving of the bosses. Under the east window is an 
interesting oak chest, 6 ft. 3 in. long, which has been cut out 
of a solid log; it was repaired in 1745 and again in iboo. 

South Aisle.-— As in the north aisle, so here is the additional 
window at the east end noticeable; Captain Welch, R.N., 
gave the stained glass in 1879. The stained glass in the 
restored perpendicular west window was the gift of W. H. 
Gwinnett, Esq., J. P., in 1889. Only the jambs and inner 
arch of the south door are original, the outer part being modern; 
for a long time the doorway remained walled up, and a " blind 
window " was inserted in its place. 

There is a very interesting monument on the south wall to 
the wife of John English, D.D., 1643, but as the inscriptions 
in this church were printed by the late editor of this magazine, 
it is needless to repeat them here. 
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Nave.— The nave consists of four bays, with clerestory 
■windows— four circular ones, contemporary with the arcade, 
on the north side; and eight tiefoilated perpendicular windows, 
«ach of two lights, on the south side. The arcade belongs to 
the decorated period ; piers are octagonal, capitals being 
moulded in different sections, and the arches have two orders 
of chamfers. The west door is modern, but the west front, 
which has been thrust forward by the roof, dates from r. 1 150; 
a billet-mould string-course runs along the face of the wall 
immediately above the broad buttresses. The west window of 
five lights also is decorated; in 18S5 it was restored, stained 
glass being presented by Baron de Ferrieres, M.P. The most 
noticeable of the arches is that beneath the tower ; here the 
jambs are not upright, nor is the arch itself in the centre of the 
wall. Above the arch the ten commandments are painted. 
In 1813, the rood loft was removed, and the royal arms placed 
over the tower arch. Nave and chancel together measure 
1 17 ft., the greatest breadth of the church being 65 ft. 

Chancel.— The east window is very fine, and is a good 
illustration of the transition from decorated to perpendicular ; 
the stained glass was the gift of the Freemasons, 1880. All the 
other windows are decorated ; but the three-light window in 
the south wall is a modern alteration. Part of the walls 
belong to the early english period. The date of the oak 
communion table is 1638. Close by is a canopied piscina, one 
of the finest in England, probably dating from 1350. Two 
ogee crocketted arches open towards the altar and the sedilia. 
The cornice is battlemented, whilst at the angles are tall 
buttresses; beneath the cornice, close to the corners, are 
mutilated statuettes. On the western face is a rudely 
constructed dedication cross, a six-leaved figure. The 
monuments include one of alabaster and marble to the 
memory of the Rev. Edward Walker, D.C.L., perpetual curate 
from 1857, and first rector of this church ui. 1872) ; also a 
large brass to the very Rev. Francis Close, D.D., rector from 
1826 to 1856, and dean of Carlisle, 1856-1882. 

North Transept. — The greater part, probably, of the 
Transept walls are early english. In the north wall is a 
decorated wall tomb of considerable interest. The windows 
date from 1350 — that on the east, a rose window, is 
remarkably fine ; its diameter is 15 ft., and it is divided by 
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radiating mullions into 33 compartments. Mrs. Disney Thorp 
presented the glass for this window in 1876. 

South Transept - . — The windows in this portion of the 
edifice are late- decorated. Screens of carved oak separate the 
transept from the tower and the south aisle. Here was the 
chapel dedicated to St. Catherine of Alexandria ; the corre- 
sponding chapel on the north side of the tower being dedicated 
to our Blessed Lady the Virgin. The south transept retains 
the early english piscina and aumbry, both dating from 1250. 
The south aisle arch is plain ; and although chamfered in two 
orders like the arcade of the nave, yet it is without respond 
shafts. The organ, erected in 1810, has since been enlarged. 

Tower. — With the spire, there are three stages to the 
tower — the lower dating from about ir^o; the second stage 
from 1200 ; and the upper portion from 1300. The lancet 
windows have bold roll and hollow mouldings, with 
vertical triple shafts running between them. At the 
S.W. angle, deeply incised, occur the initials "J. W., 1622 " 
—the date, probably, when the original string-courses were cut 
away during some repairs to the tower. The bell-chamber 
windows have characteristic flowing lines. Above the tower 
rises an octagonal spire, with plain broaches and rolls at the 
angles; it is 167 ft. in height. In the vestry book is an 
interesting note with reference to the tower : — 

" Memorandum, that in this year, 1695, was the steeple of 
"Cheltenham repaired from the upper hole to the top, by. 
" James Hill, of Cheltenham, stone-mason ; and in the same 
" year was the King's Arms taken down, and set on the west 
" side of the said steeple or tower." 

The tower is groined with a simple quadripartite vault, 
the ribs being plainly chamfered, carved heads terminating the 
wall-ribs. Distinctively Norman characteristics in the 
tower are to be found in the construction of the arches — e.g., 
the cushion capitals of the west arch, and the abaci of the 
north and south (transept) arches ; but the latter are 
merely strings, for the arches do not spring from beyond the 
impost line. The eastern or sanctuary arch has an 
unmoulded square abacus, from which the arch mouldings 
appear altogether distinct; the capitals on the south side 
have rich foliage, with heads of queens and martyrs. The 
carved capitals, the east and west arch-mouldings and the 
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pointed shapes of the arches themselves — all show the intro- 
duction of transitional work from nornian to early english, 
c.i 150. In thesouth east angle is the walled-up tower doorway. 
There are 12 bells in the tower, with inscriptions as follows :

* This bell is 10 lbs. ligtner than us predecessor. 

According to a tablet in the church, " Lodowick Packer, gent., 
gave in 1603 the third bell to this parish." In 1697, the old 
bells were recast into a ring of eight ; these again were recast 
in 1823, and two others were added ten years later. On the 
original treble of the ring was this inscription : — 
" Abraham Rudhall cast all we, 
One thousand six hundred and twenty three." 
With reference 10 the recasting of the bells, the vestry-book 
states : — "And in this yeare now read [1607], all y* bells in the 
" parish church of Cheltenham [were recast] into 8 bells by 
"Abraham Rudhall, bell-founder in Gloucester; and in y" 
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" same yeare was all y" old money called in and new coyned 
" in y" 8 and 9 yeare in the reign of William and Mary ; the 
" frame of y' bells were likewise altered and new made by 
" Giles Ashmead, of Cheltenham, carpenter." And again two 
years later, " Memorandum, that in the yeare 1699 the chimes 
"in the parish church was {sic.) then erected, and the first 
"tune set upon them was the 113th Psalm." 

In the ringing chamber are a number of tablets recording 
past ringing feats, but they are too long to give here. 

Windows. — With the exception of the clerestory windows, 
twelve in number, all are filled with stained glass. In the 
following list the windows are arranged in the order in which

— In the north-east angle of the church stands 
an elegant cross, the shaft of which is an irregular octagon, 
8 ft. high, inserted in an octagonal socket — the whole being 
mounted on three steps whose dimensions range from 9 ft.

The Transcription of Marriage 
Registers. 

Many of the Parish Registers which have been published 
are printed verbatim et literatim, but it does not seem desirable 
to adopt that method in the marriage registers we are 
printing. Reasons of space demand that the entries shall be 
reduced to a common form and that contractions shall be 
freely used. 

The following seems to be the best arrangement that can 
he adopted : — 

Marriages at Norton.

that is :— 

John Smith, of Norton, widower, and Mary Jones, of 
the parish of Hopton, spinster, by licence, 3 Apr., 1781, 
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Every fact which may be recorded in the register should be 
noted. Thus: place of residence, occupation, condition, 
whether single or widowed, whether under age, consent of 
parents or guardians, and if married "by licence." It is 
needless to specify if the marripge is " by banns." It suffices, 
as in the above example, to indicate the home parish by the 
initial. 

The following contractions may be used : — 
s. = spinster. 
b. = bachelor. 

w. = widower or widow. 

lie. — licence. 
p. = parish of. 

co. — county of. 
In 1754 the register of marriages was directed to be kept 
according to a printed form, which provided for recording 
fuller patticulars, and this register is the one which should be 
used for transcribing the weddings from. In some parishes it 
was customary to continue also the old style of entering the 
marriages in the original parchment registers, so that occa- 
sionally we find a double registration of the weddings, and in 
such cases it may be as well to collate both registers. The 
entries should be transcribed in the exact order in which they 
appear in the registers. This will obviate question arising 
about the dates. If, in the original, entries appear out of 
order the fact may be intimated in making the transcript. It 
is sometimes useful also to note changes of handwriting in the 
registers, or where it appears to be kept irregularly or left to 
an ignorant parish clerk. As the handwriting of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries proves an obstacle to many it may 
be well to point out that O and £, G and T, K and R, and Q 
and C are liable to be mistaken one for the other. Capital F 
is usually written like ff but it should always be transcribed 
as F. "V" should be copied in full as "The." An acquain- 
tance with local surnames will often help in decyphering the 
register. The Report on the publication of Parish Registers 
published by the Congress of Archaeological Societies gives 
an alphabet of the old handwritings which the unpractised 
transcriber will find most helpful. It must also be remem- 
bered that formerly, that is to the middle of the last century, the 
year was reckoned as beginning on the 25th of March.

The following was crowded out of our March part :— 
Miscellaneous Matters. — Bristol: During the progress 
of excavation for the new road from Canons-Marsh to 
Jacobs-wells, a considerable length of wall was discovered 
close to the ruins of the demolished Bishop's Palace. The 
portion of masonry ran east and west, and included the 
eastern jamb of a doorway, the steps to which existed and 
were in excellent preservation. Later materials had been 
inserted, blocking up this doorway. — Charlton Kings (Jan. 28th): 
Eight members of the Gloucester and Bristol Diocesan 
Association of Change Ringers, and Cheltenham and District 
Guild, rang in 3 hrs. 14 mins. a true peal of Stedman triples, 
composed by the late Mr. Samuel Thurston, and conducted 
by Mr. W. Dyer.— Cheltenham ; In February, the inhabitants 
rejected by 4,503 votes, the proposal that the Corporation 
should proceed with their Bill for compulsorily taking over the 
the gas undertaking. The voting was: for the Bill 1,443. an d 
against it 5,936 Owing to the prevalence of small-pox in 
Gloucester (there have been two thousand cases), the 
Winter Assizes were opened by order of Mr. Justice Grantham, 
on Feb. 15th, at Cheltenham. — Cirencester: A muffled peal 
was rung on the " Abbey " bells during the afternoon of 
Dec. 38th, 1895, as is customary every Innocents' Day.— 
Clifton : At the age of 81, died Mr. Charles Richardson, C.E., 
the originater of the Severn Tunnel, about the middle of 
February. — Dean Forest: At the meeting of the School Board, 
Jan. 6th, the average attendance at Pillowell was stated to be 
as follows: — in 1894, 113 boys, in 1891,79; grants earned in 
1894, ^"132, in 1891, £bi ; teaching staff cost ^208 in 189,1, 
and in 1894, £249- — Dean, Forest of: Resolutions respecting 
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the proposed enclosure of the Forest were presented to the 
Westbury-on- Severn Board of Guardians, on Jan. 28th. Full 
details appear in the Gloucestershire Chronicle of Feb. 1st. — 
Gloucester: On Jan. nth, the Town Clerk leamt that the 
London and South Wales Railway Bill — a scheme estimated 
to cost ,£8, 000,000. — had been withdrawn. On Jan. 21st, ai 
the Cathedral, eight members of the Gloucester and Bristol 
Diocesan Association of Change Ringers and the St. Michael's 
Junior Society, rang in 3 hrs. 23 mins., a true and complete 
peal — the first in the method of the bells — of superlative surprise 
major, consisting of 5,088 changes ; composed by the Rev. 
H. L. James, who was stationed at the tenor (26 cwt. in D) ; 
and conducted by Mr. John Austin. — Lydneij : The Church 
spire having become unsafe, about 20 feet of masonry has 
been rebuilt. 

Gloucester Board of Guardians.— The statement of 
accounts for the half-year, ending Michaelmas, 1895, was laid 
before the guardians on Feb. :8th. From this it appears that 
the total acreage of the Union is 32,984 acres, the population 
in 1891 was 50,907, and the rateable value £"257,653. Under 
particulars of common charges the cost of in-main tenance 
amounted to .£"1,148 6s. 6d. ; out-relief, No. 1 district, 
j£"i ,411 ios.4Jd; No. 2 district, £"1,336 16s. ijd. ; making a 
total of ^2,753 9s. ojd. The expenses of lunatics amounted to 
£"1,095 6s. 2d., and the other chief items of expenditure were 
— vaccination expenses, £"34 19s. nd. ; rents, rates, taxes, etc., 
£127 lis. tod.; paupers in hospitals and schools, £"66 185.3d.; 
salaries and other remuneration of officers, £"743 2s. 3d. ; 
rations, £"135 14s. 6td- ; furniture and property, £"80 16s. 7d. ; 
building and repairs, ^189 18s. 4^ci. ; stone and hammers, 
£"68 17s. 3d., the total being £*6,86i 15s. 2$d. The principal 
items on the credit side were — received from County Council 
on account of lunatics, £"567 gs. id.; ditto registrars, £"io 
17s. 7d. ; ditto teachers, £"66 as. 8d. ; by collectors of Guardians, 
£"164 gs. 5d. ; profit on garden account, £"2 15s.; profit on 
stone account, £10 ; and parishes, £6,020 14s. yd. The 
number of patients in the County Lunatic Asylum chargeable 
to the Union on the 31st March, i8g5, was 108, one of whom 
has been in the asylum since Oct. 12th, 1853. 

Births and Deaths,— During the preceding quarter there 
were 292 births in Gloucester {137 males, 155 females), repre- 
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seating a birth rate of 27-2, per thousand ; Kingsholm, 24-6 ; 
Westbury-on- Severn, 252; Cheltenham, 225 ; Stroud, 2o - 8; 
Tewkesbury, 23-6 ; Bristol, 26-6 ; Cirencester, 22-9. The 
■deaths in Gloucester Union numbered 174 (94 males, 80 
females), being 16-2, perthousand; Kingsholm, 27-4; Westbury- 
©n-Severn, 144; Cheltenham, 18-6; Stroud, 14; Tewkesbury, 
15*2; Bristol, 17-1 ; Cirencester, 11 -6. There were 32 deaths 
from violence in the county, and 121 deaths in public institu- 
tions; 53 inquests were held, 17 of them in Gloucester.

Forest of Dean Proposed Enclosure.— A public meeting, 
called by the " Forest of Dean Free Miners, Freeholders, and 
Ratepayer's Protection Society," was held at the Speech House 
at the beginning of March. In thecourseof a lengthy speech.the 
he chairman (Mr. J. Elsom) mentioned that at present the 
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Crown, although possessing the right to enclose 1 1,000 acres, had 
floly 6,400 acres of woodlands enclosed. IF the Crown paid rates 
upon the full 11,000 acres, as was deemed just, the rateable 
value of East Dean would be increased by ,£"1,700, and that of 
West Dean by £"1,500. It was contended too that sheep were 
not commonable : to allow therefore a tax of one shilling per 
head per year for these might be a useful source of income 
though such tax would possibly be difficult to collect without 
the passing of a new law. In short, " the Crown had derived all 
the benefit," he said, '• and during the past fifty years had 
taken a quarter of a million out of the Forest, and it was time 
now that the Crown assisted them in their dire distress. His 
scheme was to ask the Crown to sell 1,000 acres of land at 
£"100 per acre, and apply the proceeds to the liquidation of 
the indebtedness of the district. Seeing how many visitors 
came there every year, he could not conceive of the Forest 
l>eing put under lock and key, and he iioped that day would 
never come." 

Cotteswold Nnturalists' Club.- A winter meeting of this 
Club was held at Gloucester, on Feb. 21st,, when a paper was 
read by Mr. John Sawyer, of Cheltenham, " On t!ie Pre-Saxon 
Occupation of the Central Cotteswolds." Accepting the ethno- 
logical nomenclature which divides the pre-historic races into 
Palaenthropic and Neanthropic ages, Mr. Sawyer quoted 
evidence afforded by a deposit near Stroud, containing ancient 
flint implements and other indications of human handiwork, by 
the discovery in drift beds of antlers which had been severed by 
an instrument, and by the occurrence of flints deep below the 
surface, as indicating the occupation of the Central Cotteswolds 
by the men of the Drift period, the earliest men of which any 
trace remains. The other period embraced by the Palaen- 
thropic age is that in which men lived whose remains are 
found beneath stalagmitic floors in limestone caves. Although 
such remains have been found in caves near Symond's Yat and 
at Lydney, there is an absence of them on the Cotteswolds, 
probably due to the character of the Jurassic strata. Turning 
to the Neanthropic age, and its division into men of the long 
barrow and men of the round barrow periods, Mr. Sawyer 
showed that the men of the long barrow peiiod belonged to the 
Iberian race, were short in stature and dark in complexion, 
whose weapons and domestic instruments were exclusively of 
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flint, stone, and bone ; and that the men of the round harrow 
period belonged to two branches of the Celtic race — theGoideU 
and the Bry t lions — who were much taller and stronger than the 
Iberians, and who used metal as well as megalithic weapon;-. 
Dealing next with the Roman occupation of the Central 
Cotteswolds, Mr. Sawyer pointed out the need of a road running 
from the top of Crickley Hill to Stow-on-the-Wold. Such a 
road would bring into a common communication the camps at 
Crickley Hill, Norbury, Dowdeswell, Nottingham Hill, Cleeve 
Hill, and Salperton ; Green way-lane (from Shurdington). Sandy- 
lane (from Cheltenham), ancient highways through Dowdeswell 
and Whittington ; and two short lengths of Roman road, one 
from Chedworth and WithingtOn, and the other from Eubury 
camp, Condicote. In his opinion, it was extremely probable 
that ihe present high road from Crickley Hill, to Stow-on-the 
Wold follows the line of an ancient British trackway. Mr. 
Sawyer also indicated the lines of two other very ancient 
highways, probably Roman, one crossing the Valley from 
Leckhampton to Cleeve, and the other running from the Seven 
Springs past Norbury camp, Combend Roman Villa, and the 
entrenchments at Bagendon, to Cirencester. 

Jenncr Memorial Fund.- A movement has been set on 
foot for the purpose of obtaining the collection of Jenner relics 
which is now in the possession of Mr. Frederick Mockler, 
of Wotton -under- Edge. The collection was shown at the 
Bristol Exhibition in 1893, and has been accepted by the 
Dean of Faculty and Medicine at the University College, 
to be located there. This, however, cannot lie done 
without raising a sufficent sum to purchase the collection 
from the owner. The Committee have therefore issued the 
following circular : — 

" The fact that Dr. Edward Jenner — who was born (1749), 
lived, made his famous discovery of Vaccination, practised, and 
died (1823) at Berkeley— was undoubtedly one of Gloucester- 
shire's most illustrious sons, renders it a duty to preserve this 
unique collection of memorials of the life and career of one of 
the three greatest names in English medical science, and a 
world's benefactor, from dispeisal. Of the advantage to 
Bristol of acquiring and retaining this collection in its most 
appropriate public institution there can scarcely be any differ- 
ence of opinion. 
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"A large number of gentlemen have already promised to 
subscribe to the fund — Earl Fitzhardinge contributing _£io 10s. 
— and further subscriptions are earnestly solicited. 

"The Centenary of Dr. Jenner's decisive experiment,* which- 
proving successful, gave the incalculable benefits of Vaccina- 
tion to the world, will be May 14th, 1896. In Russia, 
preparations are being made on an extensive scale to commemo- 
rate this event, and it is to be hoped that the Collection may 
be placed in the College in anticipation of that period, so as to 
worthily celebrate the event here."

Points, Anatomical Preparations, Medals, Snuff Boxes, 
Jewellery, Ace, also the Chair in which he died. 

Drawings in Water Colour, and Engravings, illustrating 
chiefly the progress and stages of vaccination in delineations 
of his early experiments. 

Printed Books and Pamphlets, in great number, concerning 
the introduction and progress of vaccination, by himself, and 
others. A unique collection. 

Manuscripts, amongst which are included the original MS. 
of " the Inquiry into the Causes and Effects of Vaccina; 
VarioUe," in which the discovery was made public ; his Visiting 
Books, and the entire " Minutes and Transactions of the Royal 
Jennerian Society, 1803 — 1809." 

Correspondence. — A number of autograph letters written 
by the Doctor, and others addressed to him. 

Diplomas, Certificates, Freedoms of Cities.

The Diocese. -Bishop's Clttvt : A new organ and a 
triptych, with other gifts now adorning the chancel, were 
dedicated on May 20th. The organ, built at Worcester by 
Nicholson & Co., cost /170; but of this sum £100 was the 
contribution of Miss Osborne. Mr. Eadie Reid painted the 
triptych, which treats of the scene on Calvary. The subject 
has been painted in egg tempera, the coloration being rich 
and subdued. Sombre yet glowing colours realize the scene 
in the lower part of the predilla— " Our Lord's Entombment " 
— in all its solemnity. The same artist, during his stay at 
Bishop's Cleeve Church, painted a "St. Michael," the dedica- 
tory saint, upon the central panel of the pulpit. Much 
progress has been made with the restoration of the fabric, 
£ ?., 000 having already been expended, mainly in the direction of 
repairs to stonework. — Blakeney : On Ascension Day occurred 
the dedication of the latest addition to the new churchyard 
— a lychgate, given in memory of Mrs. Bolton by members 
of her family. The gate is of Dean Forest oak, consisting of 
a four-gabled roof with red sandstone tiles, supported by heavy 
oak beams. Two high-backed oak benches, the supporting 
beams of which are decorated with local ferns and foilage in 
high relief, are placed on either side in the interior. — D unity : 
The stained glass window presented by Mrs. Bennett was 
dedicated early in May. A brass tablet with the following 
inscription has been placed below the window :—" To the 
glory of God and in memory of Wm. Jno. Bennett, priest, D.D., 
of Oxford, who died January 2nd, 1880, aged 65 years." 
— Lydnty : " Great excitement was caused in Lydney on 
Sunday afternoon (April 12th) in consequence of an accident 
of an alarming nature occurring at the Parish Church of 
St. Mary's. Some time ago the Vicar and churchwardens 
were instructed to commence a general overhauling of the 
fabric of the church, the steeple, and the tower. The latter 
were known to be much in need of attention, and a Birmingham 
steeple-jack was employed to repair it. He had taken down 
about 20 ft. which was found to be out of repair, and staging 
was placed in position to rebuild it. During Saturday and 
Sunday morning the wind was blowing — in the opinion of the

waterman — a gale from the north-west. About a quarter to 
three in the afternoon, when the wind was at its height, the 
staging was seen to sway violently, and in a second it came 
down, raising a ctoud of dust which completely obscured the 
church from view. The crash was heard in al! directions, and 
many hurried to the spot. When it was safe to do so the- 
sacred edifice was examined, with the result that serious 
damage was disclosed. Three roofs representing several square 
yards of work, had been entirely destroyed. The main body 
of the church suffered. Portions fell into the graveyard. The 
oak seats were smashed to atoms. The font luckily escaped. 
A quantity of stone fell inside the steeple, and making its way 
into the belfrey, did some damage to the six bells, and entirely- 
destroyed the pulleys, wheels, and floors. In the churchyard 
several tombs, headstones, &c, were crumbled up. The clock 
stopped at 2-40, One painted memorial window was destroyed. 
Only an approximate idea of the amount of damage sustained 
can now be ventured upon, but assuming that the bells are not 
injured, it is hoped it may not exceed ^"600." (Gloucester 
Chronicle, April 18th). Illustrations of Lydney Parish Church 
appeared in the Daily Graphic during the week. — Newnham r 
Eight members of the Gloucester and Bristol Diocesan 
Association rang on April 6th, Hobb's original peal of 
grandsire triples, 3 hrs. 3 in ins. ; weight of tenor 17 cwt. 
1 qr. 25 lbs. — North Nibley : The Vicar announced in June 
that an offer had been made to place at a cost of £"126 a new 
clock and chimes in the restored church tower. The donor 
wishes the gift to be regarded as a memorial to the late Rev. 
H.F.Jones. — Quedgtley: On April 21st, a farewell peal to 
F. Knight was rung, consisting of one of Dr. Carpenter's peals 
of union triples, 5,040 changes, the time taken being 2 hrs. 
41 mins. A presentation followed. — Rodhorough : The church 
was re-opened on April 18th, after restoration at a cost of 
£1,100. A new vestry and organ-chamber have been built, 
and the chancel and south aisle enlarged ; new seats provided, 
floors relaid, and windows re-glazed. — Tredington : The new 
organ and painted window were dedicated on April 5th. The 
former bears this inscription: — "To the praise of Almighty 
God, and in pious memory of John Surman and Elizabeth his 
wife, of Tredington Court, the organ of this Church was 
presented by the many friends and parishioners. Easter, 1896." 
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A brass plate beneath the window is inscribed thus: — "In 
loving memory of JohnSurman.ofTredingtonCourt.J.P., D.L., 
for many years churchwarden of this parish who died Feb- 
ruary 3rd, 1889 ; also of Elizabeth, his wife, who entered into 
rest, May 17th, 1892 ; this window is dedicated as a token of 
affection by their nephews, William Surman and Arthur 
Mansell, and their niece Phyllis Elnor — ' Until the day dawn 
and the shadows fall away.' " 

The Easter Vestries. — Ashelieortk: Offertories amounted 
during the year to £43 16s. 53d. ; in addition, ,£"154 had been 
raised for the organ. The debt on church expenses stood at 
£\ os. io\d.~- A bbenltnll: Collections had been made amount- 
ing to ^38 ; but present balance does not exceed 3s. 
— Bamwood : The receipts were ^138 4s. gd. ; and expenses 
£*35 I 5 S - 4^- Mr. R. Salcomb was chosen in succession to 
the late parish clerk. — Berkeley: Expenditure, ^"133 19s. yd., 
exceeded the receipts by £"33. — Blakeney : Receipts, £53 
3s. 3d. The cost of re-seating the church was stated to be 
£"400 ; a faculty for the removal of the gallery had been 
obtained. — Bulley : Balance in hand amounted to £2. Arrange- 
ments for keeping the churchyard in proper order were reported 
to have been made. — Charlton Kings : A deficiency of 4s. only. 
The burial fees had been heavier, thus converting the adverse 
balance inio a surplus of £ 7 ns.jd. — Churchdov>n; Receipts 
were ,£33 7s. 3d. ; and expenditure £11 us. gd. Attention 
was directed to the etching lately carried out round the arches 
of the church; this was shown to be an exact copy of the 
ancient work recently discovered by the Vicar. — Gloucester : 
Si. James's: The accounts showed a balance of £1 gs. tod. ; 
— St. Nicholas: There was a deficit of £15 us. ad. Mr. 
John Thomas was appointed Vicar's Warden for the 20th year 
in succession. — f.eckttamptou ; An adverse balance of £% 
1 6s. 5d. The new organ having cost ^1000, it was deemed 
advisable to increase the insurance from £200 to £&oo; (he 
insurance of the church, which has cost nearly /17,00c, is set 
down as £"13,500 — Lydney : Income, including £"33 as. 2d. 
from Offertories, amounted to £109 4s. 2d. ; expenses were 
£"ioi 13s. 3d. — Newnkam : The balance of £"714, resulting 
from Mr. Hill's bequest of /"2000 for a new clock and chimes, 
is to be placed in the hands of the Charity Commissioners. 
— Nympsfield : The deficit on accounts was declared to be 
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^"6 16s. 6d. — PiUhcombe: The balance amounts to £1 18s. 7A. 
— ^ucklechurch : There remained an adverse balance of over £6. 
— Randwick : Mr. T. Mortimer nominated Vicar's Warden. 
and Mr. H. Barnfield, People's Warden, for the 6th and 7th 
years in succession, respectively. — Sherborne : Mr. F. R. 
Beaman resigned the office of churchwarden, after having 
fulfilled the duties for 30 consecutive years. Stroud : A deficit

Explanation had previously 
been given by the Rev. Canon Scobell ; but the Councillors 
deemed his statement unsatisfactory. — Winchcombt (Apr. 22nd): 
The suggestion as to placing an ornamental lamp on the new 
bridge at the foot of Duck Street, to commemorate the gift of 
water to the town by Mrs. Dent, of Sudeley Castle, was referred 
to the Lighting Committee. — Woodmancote (April) : Previous 
to the meeting, a large number of villagers assembled on the 
Green to witness the planting of a chestnut tree commemorating 
the completion of the Council's first year of office. — Wottan- 
under Edge (April): A balance of £"24 us. 1 id. in hand. 
The water supply was reported to be 52,000 gallons every 
24 hours. 

The Severn Waterway. — The half-yearly meeting of the 
Sharpness New Docks and Gloucester and Birmingham 
Navigation Company, was held at Gloucester, on May 13th. 
The following report was presented : — Your Directors submit 
a general statement of accounts for the half-year ending 22nd 
March, 1896. The accounts show an increase in the amount 
of tonnages, &C, of £"1,385 over that for the corresponding 
period last year. The balance of revenue account, ^3,771 
ios. 6d-, will enable the payment of the half-year's dividend 
on Preference Stock A, and leave a balance of £1,125 
5s. 6d. to be carried forward. The Debentures falling 
due on the 25th March have been renewed at 3 per cent. 
The Superintending Engineer's report shows that the New 
Quay Wall on the west side of the Docks at Sharpness 
has been completed, and the North and South Piers 
extended to his satisfaction. Your directors have granted 
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leases of two pieces of land at Sharpness for the erection 
of grain warehouses, one on the east side of the Dock,. 
and the other on the west or New Quay side. They have 
also granted a lease of a plot of land at Gloucester for the 
erection of a grain-drying kiln. In order to stimulate the 
timber trade of the port, your directors are forming a Timber 
Pond, of about 6 acres, at Gloucester, which they have reason 
to believe will materially increase the imports of baulk timber 
The Thames and Severn Canal Trust have commenced the 
restoration works, which they intend to push forward 
vigorously. 

The Forest ol Dean. —The Great Western Speech House 
Hill Colliery Co., has acquired recently the Alexander, 
Werridge, and Prince Alfred Gales ; also a valuable property 
adjoining, the surface area of which is about 2,000 acres, with 
no less than seven veins of coal. The seams and their 
respective thicknesses are as follows :— " No Coal" 2 ft., 
"Brayilly" 2J ft, " York ley " -i\ ft. (it reaches aft. 8 ins. 
to 3 ft. at Pillowell), " Whittington " i\ ft. (3 ft. at 
Pillowell), "Coleford Highdelf " 5 ft. (at present the average 
depth of the vein at the Flour Mill Colliery reaches 
5 ft. 4 ins.), Upper Trenchard 3 ft. (at Jarrett's it is 4 ft. 
to 5 ft., Feiterhill 2\ ft. to 4 ft.), Lower Tranchard i£ ft. 
(at Fetterhill and Worrall Hill it is 2 ft.), making a total of 
19 ft. of coal, or an estimate quantity of 55 million tons of 
marketable coal. Of this, the High Reef, which is of such 
excellent quality, and in such large demand, represents some 
twelve million tons; and altogether the quantity of fuel 
estimated in the estate is sufficient to guarantee a total raising 
of 2,000 tons a day for 92 years. 

Agricultural Returns, 1895. — During the year 1895,. 
there were in Gloucestershire 656,488 total acres under culti- 
vation, as compared with 655,931 in the year previous. The 
crops were thus distributed : — Wheat, 37,509 acres in 1895, 
as against 49,384 in 1894; barley, 32,904 acres; oats, 
38,174 acres; rye, 383 in 1895, as against 882 in 1894; 
beans, 7,209 ; and peas, 4,424 in 1895, as against 5.206 in 
1894. In growing crops there was a total acreage of 50,293. 
Turnip crops show a slight increase, inasmuch as there 
were 34,617 acres last year ; but there is a falling off in 
cabbage, for in 1895, 943 acres were under cultivation. 
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against 1,373 acres in 1894. Mangolds also show a falling 
off, as in 1895 there were 3,733 acres under cultivation. 
Clover, sain foin and grass under rotation for hay crop, were 
56,026 acres in 1895, as against 50,483 in 1894, and not for 
hay, 32,042 in 1895. Permanent pasture or grass not broken 
up in rotation and hay, 151,772 acres in 1895, as against 
160,024 i]1 '894 '< while the total allotted to hay were 235,32a 
acres in 1895, as against 222,912 in 1894. Of hops there were 
38 acres in 1895. Of small fruit there were 1,780 acres in 1895, 
and bare fallow, 8,611 in 1895. In 1895 the number of horses 
were 27,737. The total number of cattle was 109.786 in 1895. 
The sheep numbered 347,011 in 1895. The total number of 
pigs for 1895 was 83,619. In the county of Gloucester there 
was an acreage of 56,633 of woods except plantations, while 
those which have been planted since 1881 or placed down show 
an acreage of 1,774- There was also an acreage during 1895 
of 201 acres occupied by nursery gardens. Referring to 
table three of the returns we find that the total land and water 
area on the 4th June, 1895, and compared with a similar period 
in 1894, in the County of Gloucester, that is to say exclusive 
of tidal water, was 796,731 acres. In 1895 there were 6,681 
acres of mountain heath land used for grazing, while in the 
same year there were 18,514 acres of orcharding. Market 
gardens are returned at 2,172 acres in 1895.

St. Paul's College, Cheltenham. — Through the kindness 
of Mr. D. T. Woodward, Treasurer of the Cheltenham 
Training College, we are enabled to place on record a copy of 
a letter inscribed in the minute-book of the Committee, to 
which special interest is attached owing to the approaching 
celebration of the College Jubilee. The letter runs as follows ;

" My Dear Sir, " 23 Aug.. 1845. 

"For a period of more than thirty-four years I have 
assisted in promoting Education — twenty years of that time 
in aiding the formation of schools in our North American 
Colonies, which schools have been conducted by Christian 
teachers belonging to our Church, supplied with a selection 
of judicious books ; the result has proved to demonstration 
that the Divine Blessing lias followed such a system of 
instruction, and has led me to think that if a similar course 
were adopted in this Kingdom, the morals of the working 
classes would be greatly improved. I have mentioned this 
subject to some of my friends who agree with me in thinking 
that it would t>e desirable to form a Normal School for 
training persons of serious and religious impressions, in con- 
nexion with our Establishment, for the purpose of conducting 
schools for home and our foreign possessions. 
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" Should you and your friends concur with me, we consider 
" Cheltenham a proper place to commence such an undertaking, 
" which by the Divine Blessing must produce inestimable 
"benefit to the rising generation.

Folklore. — We have received a circular signed by Mrs.

Mrs. Daniels 
states that she has already a collection of 14,000 separate signs, 
omens, myths and superstitions from all parts of the globe. 
Mrs. Daniels invites contributions of any Folklore notes for 
inclusion in her proposed Encyclopaedia. Her address appears 
above. 

Dr. John Sharp. — The June number of " Maandblad," 
a Dutch genealogical serial published at the Hague, contains 
a copy in English of the grant of arms in 1691 to Dr. John 
Sharp, then of Canterbury, afterwards Archbishop of York, 
with a short biographical note concerning him. The notice 
states that he was an ancestor of Mr. G. E. Lloyd Baker, of 
Hardwick, and that the grant of arms (the " Wapenbrief ") is 
now in the possession of that gentleman. The paragraph is 
signed by Henri J. Scharp, Amsterdam, but it does not 
appear what connection, if any, the Sharp family had with 
Holland. 

The Sale of Pews.— The ancient practice of selling pews 
in churches is well illustrated by the following extracts from the 
Rodborough parish books. It is noticeable that though the 
right of ownership was clearly expressed, yet in this church 
alienation of seats appears to have been subject to the assent 
of the vestry. 
"We, the Minister and substanlial Freeholders and Inhab- 
itants of the parish of Rodborough did consent and agree

A Genealogical History of the descendants of Stephen and 
Ursula Streeter, 0/ Gloucester, Mass. By Milford B. Streeter. 
CI. roy. 8vo, pp. xxxviii,, 324. Salem, Eben. Putnam, 1896. 

This is a very full family record, the result of nearly thirty 
years' search on the part of Mr. Streeter. Great care has 
been displayed in the arrangement, and it is far easier to trace 
back through the book the ancestry of any particular 
individuals than is usually the case with American genealogies. 
Stilt it would have been a great improvement had the author 
inserted some key chart pedigrees. In the English portion 
Mr. Streeter was fortunate enough to secure the help of Mr. 
Eben. Putnam, who investigated the English origin, from 
which it appears probable, though absolute proof is still 
wanting, that the American Streeters descend from a yeoman 
family of that name, settled in Goudhurst, Kent, at least as 
early as 1426. Mr. Putnam gives an illustrative chart 
pedigree bringing down the English Streeters to the middle of 
the 17th century. The book is clearly printed and should 
prove of interest and value to the numerous descendants of 
Stephen Streeter. 

The Pillsburys of Leek. By Miss E. A. Getchell and 
Eben. Putnam, pp. 24, with chart pedigree. Graves of 
Stepney. By Eben. Putnam, pp. 16, with chart pedigree. 

These pamphlets are from the Essex Institute Proceedings, 
Massachusetts. The first is an attempt to ascertain the origin 
of a certain William Pillsbury, who, traditionally, came from 
Staffordshire, and settled in Boston, U.S.A., about 1640. A 
large number of wills have been collected from the Lichfield 
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Registry, and with seme other records, are here printed. The 
search, so far, has failed to identify William Pillsbury. The 
-chart will he found useful as summarizing the facts discovered. 
The Graves pamphlet is the result of inquiries made to 
■connect Graves of Concord, with Admiral Thomas Graves of 
Charlestown. Mr. Putnam shewed that the two families were 
not related, and here gives us the result in the shape of notes 
on the family and ancestrv of Thomas Graves, who came 
from Stepney. A good genealogical table elucidates the 
records here printed. 

The Gentleman's Magazine Library, Part V. Hampshire 
to Huntingdonshire. Edited by G. L. Gomme. CI. 8vo, pp. 
xii., 350, London, Elliot Stock, 1894. 

This volume is a continuation of those we have previously 
noticed. It deals with the four counties of Hampshire, 
Herefordshire, Hertfordshire, and Huntingdonshire. To 
Gloucestershire persons the fifty pages devoted to the adjacent 
■county of Herefordshire will perhaps prove most interesting. 
As in the previous volumes each county has prefixed to it all 
general matter, which is subsequently followed by notes relating 
to various parishes in alphabetical order. It is a great botti 
to have the topographical information in the Gentleman's 
Magazine thus collected together in well printed volumes.

St. Cyril's Church, Storehouse. 



■OR 800 years the public worship of this parish has 
been performed upon the same spot. The founda- 
tions of the church were laid in the early days 
of the occupation of the valley by the Normans. 
As soon as they became surely established in their conquests 
they exhibited the utmost activity in the erection of public 
buildings, especially of places of worship. Evidences of this 
desire to consolidate their rule over the rich pastures bordering 
on the Severn are still to be found in this and in many of 
the surrounding parishes, where portions of Norman buildings 
have been incorporated in churches of later date. The north 
doorway of St. Cyril's is a copy of the ancient Norman 
entrance preserved in the old church until the restoration in 
1854. The simplicity of its design, and the use of billet 
moulding — one of the earliest ornaments introduced into the 
Norman style — make it evident that if not of William the 
Conquerors reign it was not of later date than the reign of 
William Rufus(A.D. r 087-1 100). The peculiar star ornament 
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with a boss between the radiations, worked in sunken relief 
on the font, is another link between the present church anil 
the remote past. It is a very early Norman ornament, copied 
from the smaller original font. It may be seen in original 
work in the chance) of Morton Valence church. It is known 
that in the earliest times this parish was ecclesiastically con- 
nected with the Priory of Strogoil, a Benedictine brotherhood 
founded soon alter the Conquest under the shelter of the 
Castle built by William the Conqueror at Chepstow, as a cell 
to the Abbey of Cormeilles in Normandy. The lord of the 
manor of Stonehouse at this time was William de Ow (1086), 
and concerning this William, Doomsday Book indicatesa close 
connection with Strogoil. •' Wills de Ow habet de Strogoily 
IX lib. per consuetudo," etc., appears therein. It is highly 
probable, therefore, that the priest ministering upon his manor 
of Stonehouse was one of these monks, and that he or one of 
bis immediate successors founded the first church, endowing 
it with a tithe charge on the estate. Where any living is a 
vicarage it may be assumed it formerly lielonged to some 
monastic house. It was dedicated to St. Cyril, but whether 
to St. Cyril of Jerusalem or St. Cyril of Damascus is not 
known. An entry pertaining to the Priory of Strogoil appears 
in the Taxation of Pope Nick las (A.D. 1291) as follows:— 
" Dioc. Wigoni. 1'orcio priori; in eccltsia de Stonh'iust,£i : 6 : 8." 
Posbroke remarks that the value of the benefice was £6, of 
which sum the vicar had £5, the remainder going to the 
Priory of Strogoil. To arrive at a due appreciation of these 
values the reader must reckon the purchasing power of 
money in the thirteenth century as about fifteen times as much 
as at the present time. The original church remained until 
the beginning of the fifteenth century, when it was removed to 
make way for the Perpendicular building as shewn in the 
engraving. 

Never had the wealth of the Church of England lieen 
greater than at this time. Out of a population of a little 
more than two millions the ecclesiastics numbered between 
twenty and thirty thousand, owning in landed property alone 
more than a third of the soil of the whole kingdom. Their 
dues and offerings — such were the sums poured into the 
church treasury on all sides— amounted to twice the Royal 
revenue. With such means at their disposal it is no cause 
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for wonder that every county, and almost every parish, can 
shew us specimens of the style of building which prevailed at 
this period. To this abundance was probably owing the 
removal of the Norman St. Cyril's, and its replacement by 
one of more modern architecture. The Norman doorway 
was retained, as was quite the usual practice. How long the 
"fiorcio prioris " remained in the monks of Strogoil it is difficult 
to say, possibly until the suppression of the smaller monas- 



teries in the reign of Henry VIII. In the Valor Eccltiiasticttt 
statement of the revenues of the Abbey of Helenstow (A.D. 
1535) appears the following: — 

" Stouehoitsse Ptus' Vic' £ft : o : o." 
Hellenstow (Elstowi was a Benedictine Nunnery in Bedford- 
shire. In the Computus miitisfromm (circa 1543) relating to the 
same, appears also : — 

" Slotihoust Penc' Vic' £d : o : o." 
This was a "pension" or annual rent taken out oF the 
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vicarage funds. Sir Robert Atkyns says the Abbess of 
Hellenstow lias presented to the church, and Rudder remarks 
"the advowson formerly belonged to the Nunnery of Hellen- 
stow. " Bigland (Glos. Coll., Appendix) says the rectory of 
Stonehouse was appropriated to the nunnery of Hellenstow, 
that the vicarage was endowed with the rectorial tithes, but 
that the vicar paiil £6 a year to the nunnery. None of these 
historians give any authority for their statements, and they 
may be taken as having no further warrant than such as may 
be deduced from the extracts quoted. Bigland adds that the 
yearly value in rents, farms, and tithes (beyond the £6 and 
fees to the Archdeacon and Bishop), was £21 : 1 : 8, This 
was the amount at which the living was rated in the Valor for 
the annates, or firstfruits ; a tax of ihe first year's income of a 
preferment paid to the see of Rome. No mention of Stone- 
house occurs in earlier documents than these mentioned 
relating to Elstow, and whatever property the Abbey possessed 
here was acquired only shortly before its dissolution. It is 
not improbable that the Benedictines of Strogoil, in fear of 
the dismemberment of their body, passed over such possessions 
as could be transferred to the greater foundation of the same 
order at Elstow. It was not at first contemplated to dissolve 
the greater houses, with whose administration of their affairs 
Henry's commissioners found no fault. Elstow was, however. 
dissolved in due course, with the greater religious houses. 
Its revenues went to the Crown, and with them the £6 drawn 
from this vicarage. The living is now one of the very few in 
Gloucestershire in the immediate presentation of the Crown. 

The earliest Register is a narrow parchment folio, with a 
few margins worn and defective, but otherwise in excellent 
condition. It commences as follows : — 

" This is a trew Ricsster of the names of such p'sons as 
have bene baptistd, married and buried, within the p'ish of 
Stonehouse since the beginynge of the raigne of our souvraigne 
Lady Elizabeth, by the grace of God of England, ffrance, and 
Ireland Queene. defender of the faith, and in earth the 
supreme head of the Church of England and Ireland, &c. 

1558. — I m primus. Maude Tomkinson. 16 June, Bapt." 

It is in the same handwriting from the commencement 
until 1598, when the records were transcribed from the early 
paper register books. Mary was Queen when the first bap- 
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tisrn recorded took place. Elizabeth did not succeed to the 
throne until the following November.

The average annual numbej slightly declined until 1700, 
when a steady increase of marriages, and presumably, there- 
fore, of population commenced. The number of parishioners, 
according to Sir Robert Atkyns, was in 1712 about 500. The 
first intimation of an incumbent is found in 1609, when it is 
recorded that "Thurstane Shaw, Vicar of Storehouse, was 
buried." To him succeeded William Norris: the transcription 
of the registers appears to be in his handwriting. During his 
incumbency five bells were placed in the tower, in addition to 
the small treble which previously did duty alone, making up 
the present peal of six. When the tenor bell was re-cast in 
1768, its weight was found to be 17 cut. 1 qr. William Norris 
held the living until he died in 1642. His son, John Norris, 
baptized in St. Cyril's in 1615, " gott the place, but enjoyed it 
not long, for he was outed by the Parliament party." Eng- 
land was then in the midst of the evil war between Charles I. 
and his Parliament. It was the darkest hour of the Parlia- 
mentary cause, and Pym and his party had resolved at last 
to throw tiie Scotch sword into the wavering balance. In 
return for their assistance the Scots demanded a "unity in 
religion," in other words, the adoption of the presbyterian 
system by the Church of England. To this the vicar of this 
parish appears to have objected, with the result that he was 
removed in 1643. Thomas Wallas, a Scotchman and presby- 
terian, was put in, and married in St. Cyril's 29 September, 
1645. Under the Commonwealth he ministered here until 
"he died and was buried Jan. 2, 1653, and Mr. Thomas 
Thache succeeded him."

Bacon or Shakespeare ; an Historical Inquiry. E. Marriott. 
2nd edition. Svo, pp. 48 ; app., 18. Elliot Stock, 1898. 

This is a contribution to the literature of the great 
Baconian theory that Francis Bacon was the author of the 
Shakespeare Plays. It might be thought that the inherent 
absurdity of supposing that the great judge and philosopher 
should have wasted his time over the misplaced ingenuity of 
recording his authorship of the plays by way of cryptogram 
would long since have killed the theory. But outlandish 
theories always have supporters, and it is necessary that 
someone competent to deal with them should martial the bets 
that dispose of them. This Miss Marriott appears to have 
done to some good purpose, and her pamphlet will prove 
interesting. But it must not be taken that she proves con- 
clusively that William Shakespeare wrote the plays which 
bear his name. That an illiterate actor should have written 
them seems as much a marvel as the suggestion that Bacon 
wasted his time' on devising a useless cryptogram. 

The European Folk Tale Series. The Stent of the Night

This contains a few fairy tales, translated from a collection 
made by the Finnish Literary Society. The hook is of the 
Arabian Nights style of marvellous adventures in fairyland 
and elsewhere.

■contribution to folk-lore literature, though it may serve to tell 
young folks that there is such a department of scientific enquiry.

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St. Cyril's Church, Storehouse 

(Concluded). 

■HERE is a curious memorandum of baptism made 
in 1654: " Deborah and Elizabeth, twin daughters 
of — Ball, of the Parish of Strowd, were Baptized 
at Stonehouse y" 23 of July, becaus the women 
feared to goe to Strowde, the [small] poxe beeing very Hott 
there. Avertat Deus." The government of Cromwell having 
abolished the Book of Common Prayer, took from all incum- 
bents the right to keep the parish records. A layman was 
usually appointed by the parish to keep the registers. It 
appears, however, in the case of Stonehouse, that the Vicar 
was appointed Registrar: he makes the following note in 
reference to a marriage. 

" Anno Domini 1655. Memorandum est. That upon the 
twentye-first of March this present year, 1655 (Being but 
little before I tooke mye oathe Before the Justice to be 
Register of the p'ishe of Stonehouse), John Ball of this 
p'she and Judith Halliday of the p'ishe of Rodbourough 
were joined irr marriage, according to the Act in that case

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provided, by Mr. Thomas Beard, one of the Justices of the 
Peace for the County of Gloucester. Their Certificate of 
Marriage being duly published in both pishes three several 
Louies' dayes before." 

During these troublous times John Norris had been with- 
out a living, but now, like the King, he was to come into his 
own again on the re -establishment of the Monarchy, and 
Thomas Thache in his turn was " outed " to make way for 
his re-installation. This took place in 1661, and a new 
Vicarage was built for him. The commemoration stone placed 
in the building with the Koyal crown and initials is now 
preserved in the eastern wall of the present vicarage. For- 
tunately Thache was presented by Sir Robert Atkyns to the 
living of Saperton, whither he removed, leaving John Norris 
in peaceable possession to minister here until his death in 
1670. His successor, William Robson, was one of the 
English Clergy who refused to take the oath to William of 
Orange. When James II., who was a Roman Catholic, 
came to the throne, he sought first to obtain for his own 
faith a free toleration in England, hoping, it was supposed, 
ultimately to bring the English Church again into conformity 
with that of Rome. The effort to do so was regarded as 
unconstitutional, and was one of the causes of the King's 
ejectment from the throne. A portion of the Bishops and 
Clergy, however, who had been foremost to resist his efforts 
to Romanise the Church, stood by him when Dissenters and 
others sought to place William of Orange upon the throne 
in his stead. They considered themselves bound in con- 
science to preserve the purity of the Church, and equally 
bound by their oath of allegiance to be faithful to his inherited 
right to the throne. Hence, they refused the oath of 
allegiance to William, and became known in history as 
mn-jurors. Robson had been Vicar of Stonehouse for twenty 
years, but being called upon to take the oath, refused to 
do so. The Vicarage was consequently declared void on 
the first of February, 1689. It does not, however, appear 
that he was dispossessed of the living, the Rev. Jno. Hilton, 
in a note written in 1711, saying curiously that — "getting 
the place supplied by Mr. Bond of Saintelee (Stanley ?), he 
continued, I suppose, at Stonehouse without disturbance till 
the May following, when goeing up to London he fell sick 
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by the way, and died at Reading in 1690." To him succeeded 
in the same year, Robert Radchffe, who held the living until 
his death in 1707. On his tomb in the churchyard, which 
is a beautiful specimen of stone-carving of that date, appeared 
the following. It is now almost obliterated: — 

"In memory of Robert Radcliff, B.D., Born in Devon- 
shire, Fellow of Ex: Coll: Oxford, Chaplain to the forces 
of K. Charles and K. James y" Second in America, in which 
he lived ten years. By Royal License of King Charles the 
Second, And Direction of the Bishop of London, Constituted 
the Episcopal Minister at Boston In New England (where 
he founded a church) And in the Island of Saint Christopher. 
Chaplain to their Maiesty's household. Vicar of Stonehouse 
eighteen ■ years. Rector of Coin Rogers ten years. Died 
Jan. ye 7th, 1707, Aged 53 years." 

His arms dispayed theron — Baron and fttnme. 1. — Argent, 
a bend ingrailed sable (for Radcliffe). 2. — A fess between three 
crescents (for Hodges). 

At Easter, 1707, John Hilton, M.A., previously incumbent 
of St. Nicholas in Gloucester, was inducted, and took upon 
himself the cure of the place. A note of his in the Register 
concludes — "et adkttc in vivis est, May 1, 1711, mortalitatis sua 
ntemor: eras fiiturus, ita si Deo placet, cinis et favilla ; " which 
may be thus freely translated: — 

Still here in transitory life 

Run I my little day. 
Mindful how soon from mortal strife 

Passes that life away : 
Nor heeding when my life be sped, 

Or dark my day or bright, 

If, when I pass, my ashes spread 

A glow of living light. 

He held the living for n years after making this note, 

when he died and was buried here. In 1712 the Vicarage 

was worth ^"140 yearly (Atkyns). The benevolent Sampson 

Harris was appointed Vicar in 1728. George Whitefield, 

soon after his ordination, had charge of the parish during the 

Vicar's temporary absence in the early part of 1737 and here 

began the unchanging friendship between the two men which 

lasted throughout the whole of Whitefield's distressful life. 

After his first visit to Georgia he returned here and preached 
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" on Sunday afternoon (although raining) to a very crowded 
audience in Storehouse churchyard, the church being too 
small to contain the congregation." — (Gloucester Journal, 24 
April, 1739). The second table monument on the left hand 
side of the path leading to the vestry, at the east end of the 
church, is generally believed to have been his pulpit. He was 
here again in April, 1743. "At 10," he writes " I read prayers 
and preached from the words ' I am the resurrection and the 
life ' and afterwards was helped to administer the sacrament 
in Stonehouse Church." In 1748 he paid another visit, still 
retaining his early love for the Stonehouse vicar, " the latchet 
of whose shoes," he remarked, " I am not worthy to unloose." 
The Church at this time, darkened and deformed as it was 
by two galleries, could not properly hold the congregation, 
and, in consequence the Vicar built a new aisle in 1746 " with 
stone from Dovro' wood, which was given by Robt. Ball, Esq., 
and brought gratis to the churchyard by Mr. Richd. Merret, of 
Ebley ; besides this 1 had great encouragement by fair 
promises, but no other assistance, so that the building cost 
me over £150, which I shall think well laid out, if it serves, 
as I intended it should, to the Glory of God, the convenience 
of the people, and for the benefit of my successors." — S. Harris. 
He received an annual rent for the pews in this aisle. He 
died, and was buried here in 1763, leaving to the parish his 
library of 561 volumes, 240 being theological works. There 
are now remaining only 470 volumes, many of which are in a 
very delapidated condition. He was succeeded by John 
Pettat, M.A., who married his niece, and was vicar of the 
parish for upwards of 40 years. His arms are displayed on a 
screen diamondwise in the belfry. 

The last payment for " Fitchers and Sparrows," for whose 
extermination it was customary for the churchwardens to pay, 
occurs in the accounts for 1774. " Pitcher" was a name 
applied to the stoat and the polecat. Dr. Johnson describes 
him as " a stinking little beast that robs the hen roost and 
warren." In 1812 occurs;

William Baker was appointed Vicar in 1805 and held the 
living until 1819, when he was succeeded by J. R. Price, who 
had charge of the parish until 1824. In 1819 the church was 
broken into and the communion plate, marked with the donor's 
name and date, Mrs. Smith, 1701, was stolen. No portion was 
ever recovered, and it was replaced, by subscription, with the 
service now in use. Henry Cripps, Vicar of Preston, near 
Cirencester, was appointed to this parish also in 1824. He 
ministered himself at Preston, appointing the following clergy- 
men to the charge of Stonehouse. —

Washington Hallen, . . 1834. 

William Lewis Mills, B.A., 1837. 

George Vernon Blake, . 1858. 

Richard Hodges was afterwards incumbent of Little 

Barrington, Oxon. Washington Hallen died and was buried 

here. During the curacy of William Lewis Mills, the Church 

was rebuilt, with the exception of the tower, in 1854, at a cost 

of £2,297. Three flat stones upon the floor of the chancel, 

bearing the following inscriptions, were then removed :— 

r. " Hie Jacet Thomas Smyth de Stonehouse in Comitatu 
GIouc: I Armiger, Obijt Sexto die Martij Anno jEtatis suae 
Sexagesimo j tertio, Annog : Salutis 1684." 

2. " Here lyeth the body of John Ball Esquire son of John 
Ball of London, Gent, by Mary his wife, Captain of His 
Majesty's First Troop of Horse Guards, who departed this 
life 31st day of July, 1729, in the 32nd year of his age." 

3. " Underneath are deposited the Remains of Robert 
Ball Esquire Lord of this Manor. A Gentleman of refined 
Sense and Politeness, a Magistrate of distinguished ability, 
and an affect. Husband, Father and Friend. He died October 
19 1760 aged 51. Also Robert his son aged 5 months." 

The following mural inscriptions were also removed from 
the chancel : — 

" In Memory of Mary y* wife of Thomas Smyth of 
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Stonehouse, Gent, who departed this life the First day of 
October in the year of our Lord 1675. 
Resurgam 
Solus Christus Mini Sola Salus. 

" Near this place also lies y* Body of Mary y* wife of jolin 
Ball of London Gent, and Daut. of y* said Thomas Smyth by 
the above mentioned Mary his wife, who died y" 15 of June 
1703." 

3. " In memory of Anselm Fowler of Moorhalls in this 
Parish Gent, who died August y* 4th 1700 in the 63rd year of 
his age." 

"Also in memory of Rebecca his wife, and Daughter of 
Henry Partridge Gent, who died March the 18th in the year 
1707 being about the 75th year of her age." 

In demolishing the building, the walls, under the outer 
covering, were found to be profusely decorated with grotesque 
representations of demons goblins and other figures of the 
style of church ornamentation which characterised the early 
Perpendicular period.

Reformation Martyrs. 

The following list appears in the Barnsley Parish Register for the 
pertod 1574 to 1634. 

Here followeth a Catalogue of Martyrs who suffered by 
Popish cruelty under the reign of Kgs. Henry 7* and 8'* and 
Cjn. Mary :

Richard Hunne, a merchant taylor in London, murdered 
and found hanged in y* chamber where he was kept prisoner, 
Decemb. 4 ; his body was burnt in Smithfield, Dec. aoth, 1514. 

Thomas Hilten, curate of Maidstone, burnt 1530. 

James Bainham, a gentleman of the Temple, Sir Thomas 
More caused first to be whipt in his presence, and then put to 
y' rack, his wife still looking on ; burnt in Smithfield about 
the end of April, 1532. 

Thomas Harding, of Buckingham, was burnt at Chester 
on Corpus Xts Eve, 1532. 
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John Smith, so eminent for his great learning in the 
University of Cambridge, he was put in the list of those 
whom Card. Woolsey designed to place in his own Colledge 
at Oxford ; y* first that writ agt transubstantiation in England, 
burnt in Smithfield, July 4, 1533. 

Andrew Hewet, an apprentice, burnt in the same fire with 
Mr. Smith. 

Tho. Bilney, an eminent scholler in Cambridge, burnt at 
Norwich, Nov. 10th, 1534. 

Richard Byfield, a Monk of St Edmondsbury, burnt in 
Smithfield, Nov. nth, y' same yeare. 

John Tewkesbury, a shopkeeper in London, burnt in 
Smithfield, December, y* same yeare. 

Two men and one woman burnt at York y e same yeare. 

John Lambert, a learned minister, burnt in Smithfield in a 
most barbarous manner, his legs and thighs burnt to y* 
stumps, y" rest of his body raised up by 2 officers on their 
halberds, November, 1538. 

Dr. Barnds [?] , Mr. Gerard and Mr. Jerome, 3 eminent 
divines, burnt in Smithfield, July 30th, 1540. 

Richard Moking, a boy 15 years ot age, made to recant at 
y* stake and speak in praise of Bonner, and then burnt about 
y* same time. 

Three at Salisbury and two al Lincoln, burnt about y* 
same time. 

Russel, ffranciscan ffrier, and one Kenardy, a youth of 18 
years of age, burnt together in y" same yeare. Kenardy was 
about to recant, but Russel recovered him and encouraged 
him at the stake with a desirable discourse. 

Anthony Person, a priest, Robert Teshwood, a singing 
man, and Henry Filmer, a townsnjan, all of Windsor, burnt 
there July 24th, 1545. 

Ann Askew, nobly descended and of extraordinary parts 
and education, cruelly tortured upon y' rack, and then carried 
to y* stake in Smithfield in a chair, not being able to stand 
through the tortures of y* rack, and then burnt together with 
Nicholas Beleman, a priest, John Adams, a taylor, and John 
Larsels, one of the King's servants, 1546. 

Twoin Suffolk and one in Norfolk, burnt about y same time. 
Q. Mary. 

Rogers, a prebendary of St. Paul's, one of the most 
learned of the Reformers, not suffered to speak with his 
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wife concerning his 10 children before he died, burnt in 
Smithfield, ffebruary 4th, 1555. 

Hooper, bishop of Gloster, burnt there, suffering patiently 
a lingering torment, Feb. 9th. 

Sanders, a godly minister, burnt at Coventry, Feb. 8th.- 

Dr. Taylor, Rector of Hadley, burnt there ffeb. otb; 
barbarously vexed at y* stake by y* guard, who at last knocked 
out his brains as he was burning in y' fire. 

Tho. Tomkyns, a weaver in Shoreditch, cruelly used by 
Bonner, who plucked off his beard and afterwards held his 
hand in the flame of y* candle till y e sinews burst ; burnt in 
Smithfield, March 16th. 

William Hunter, of Brentwood, an apprentice of 19 years 
old. Bonner offered him 40* to turn, which he refused, but 
promised to keep his conscience to himself if they would let 
him alone ; burnt March 20th. 

Causton and Higbed, 2 gentlemen of good estates and 
great esteeme, burnt y* same day near their own house 
in Essex. 

Will Pigot, burnt at Braintree, Mar. 28th. 

Stephen Knight, burnt at Maiden y" same day. 

John Lawrence, a priest, burnt at Colchester, Mar. 29th. 

Fenar, bishop of St. David's, burnt at Carmarthen, 
Mar. 30th. 

Rawlins White, a poor fisherman, burnt at Cardiff. 

George March, a priest, burnt at Chester, April 24th. 
A firkin of pitch hung over his head, to drop upon him as 
he burnt. 

Ffower, a priest, burnt in Westminster Churchyard, 
Apr. 24th. 

John Cardenaher, Divinity Reader at St. Paul's and Pre- 
bendary at Bath, and John Warn, an upholster in London, 
both burnt together in Smithfield, May 30th. 

Thomas Harokos. a gentleman in Essex, burnt at Coxhall, 
June 10th. 

John Simpson, John Arderley, 1 husbandmen, burnt in 
Essex y* same day. 

Thomas Watts, a linen draper, burnt at Chelmsford about 
y* same time. 

Nicholas Chamberlain, a weaver, burnt at Colchester, 
June 91 h. 
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Geo. Osmond, a fidler, burnt at Manningtree, June 15th. 

Will. Bramford, a weaver, burnt at Harwich y* same day. 

Bradford, Prebendary of St. Paul's and a celebrated 
preacher, and John Lenge, an apprentice of 19 years old, 
burnt together. 

Bland and Ffrankish, 2 priests, and Thomas Warden and 
Middleton, 2 laymen, burnt at Cantab., June 25th. 

Margery Pooley, burnt at Tunbridge, July. Christopher
